reads: 


Havana, Cuba, Feb. 19, via Key West, Fla., 
Feb. 20.—We were granted the privilege of 
sailing from Key West for Cuba by the 
‘special dispensation of the Spanish Consul 
at that place. The Consul was at the steam- 
er to meet the passengers and form anopin- 
ion as to their character from personal ob- 
servation. There are two classes of people 
not wanted in Cuba at the present time— 
viz.: Newspaper correspondents and fili- 
busters. It. is difficult to determine which 
class is the more dreadful and despised. The 
arrest of one gives about as much satisfac- 
tion as the other, and both meet about the 
same fate when caught. 

At Key West all manner of wild rumors 
were in circulation connected with the dif- 
ficulties attending the entrance into Havana, 
and the still more difficult feat of getting

I cabled from Madrid a few weeks ago an 
exact account of how Minister Hannis Taylor 
discovered the plot and forced Spain to aban- 
don the appeal to Europe by threatening to 
ask for his passport. 

The Duke ef Tetuan promptiy tore up the 
note in which his government incited the 
powers to threaten the United States and 
dictate the American policy toward the Cu- 
ban Republic. 

The Spanish Government groveled at the 
feet of the courageous American Minister. 
At that time Mr. Taylor cid not know that 
the appeal to the powers had gone outside 
of the conference or the consultative stage. 

Prevented War. 

 <Inow learn that a copy of the document 
had already been sent by special messenger 
to Paris, and that all the Secretaries of the 
Spanish diplomatic establishments in Euro- 
pean capitals had been summoned to meet 
here in order to receive duplicates of the

There can be no doubt now that but for 
Mr. Taylor’s boldness in acting without or- 
ders from Secretary Olney war would have 
been inevitable. 

France Friendly. 

France would have refused to join in the 
monarchical scheme to coerce America. M. 
Hanotaux, the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, informed Ambassador Eustis that 
not only would France decline to assist in 
exerting pressure on the United States, but 
would refuse to do anything that might 
have a tendency even to wound the sensi- 
bility of the American people. 

Congress has now before it an fllustration 
in the Cretan troubles of what Spain trie 
to accomplish against the United Stated.

After being satisfied that we 
had not come to fight, and being warned to 
attend to our own business and let the 
authorities attend to theirs, we were allowed 
to go ashore and found quartersat the Hotel 
Inglaterra. 

Few Americans There. 


Theraiare few Americans here outside of 
newspaper correspondents. These are very 
shy, as a number have beenarrested. What 
news they can gather is sent out by return- 
ing passengers, or they go to Key West and 
send out reports from there. But the police 
soon detect them in this and new men have 
to be sent in. 

There is but little rellable news in Havana. 
Outside of the soldier’ on dress parade, there 
is little evidence of war. The local papers 
contain nothing of importance. Every sus- 
picious letter that is sent out is inspected. 
No telegraphic news is allowed to be for- 
warded. The newspaper correspondents to 
get anything have to go out into the fleldand 
take their chances. The New York World 
correspondent went out to interview Gomez 
and find out what he thought of the pro- 
posed reforms in Cuba.

Even Spaniards Disgusted. 


There are some things one can now find 
out here with greater freedom than ever, 
and one is the general sentiment of the peo- 
ple. Even the Spaniards are disgusted with 
the general condition of affairs. They look 
upon Gov.-Gen. Weyler as. a complere 
failure. When they see the mountain of 
debt that is being piled up that will have to 
be met by the Cubans or Spanish prop- 
erty-holders in Cuba they tremble for the 
future. With devastated plantations and 
a general demoralization in business, the 
future of Cuba is dark, indeed, whatever 
may be the outcome. 

There is ‘a marked change in the feelings 
of the people toward the United States. 
One hears no expressions of hatred against 
our citizens. Even many Spaniards will 
now quietly tell you that the only solution 
is annexation. In that case they expect 
the immense war debt would be assumed by 
our government, and then Cuba would march 
on to prosperity. There is no question as 
to the feeling of the native population. The 
advent of the insurgents in Havana would 
be hailed with the greatest delight. 

Not Trusted by Spain. 

The Spanish Government does not trust 
them.

Many Mishaps to the Company. 


The Metropolitan opera season has been a 
satisfactory season for the management in 
financial returns as compared with other 
years, but the always expected mishaps of 
the season have been worse and more dis- 
tressing this year than ever before. There 
have been enough of them to turn Manager 
Maurice Grau’s hair gray. 

First was the quarrel which kept Nordica 
out of the company, the death of Frau 
Klafsky, who was expected to take her 
place, and then the successive illnesses of 
Melba and Eames, which aré still depriving 
the company of the services of those song- 
sters.

Powers at Cross Purposes. 


As far as Crete is concerned, Russia is 
eager to see Turkey lose it. England doés 
not dare to help Turkey; Germany alone 
offers succor to Turkey, and the French are 
in a quandary. The French masses side 
with Greece, while the government wants 
some French money invested in Turkey and 
Egypt, and also wants to agree with Russia. 
Many observers think France is almost as 
badly off as Turkey, because shé seems cer- 
tain to lose not only her Russian alliance 
but will have a stop put on her claims upon 
Alsace-Lorraine, since if the pawers decide 
that Turkey loses Crete becausd¢ Greece has 
gobbled it up, there can be no question that 
Germany has an equal right to hold Alsace- 
Lorraine and laugh at the French idea of 
seeking revenge for herloss. | 

But these things are far from settled. 
The powers have been fruitlessly trying to 
come to terms about Armenia for eighteen 
months. Who can expect them to act more 
speedity over Crete and Macedonia? The 
only trouble is that nobody is grabbing at 
Armenia, whereas Greece has already 
grabbed Crete, and three hot-headed little 
nations are clamoring to have Macedonia 
taken from Turkey and divided up.

The situation in Eastern Europe, despite its 
gravity, has not been without its humorcus 
aspects, and chief among these is the issu- 
ance by the Porte of an order for the movbill- 
gation of the Turkish fleet into two active 
squadrons, Over here the joke is thoroughly 
understood and enjoyed, but it may not be so 
generally known in America that excep: for 
a few emal!l ships, which a single United 
States cruiser could easily dispose of, the 
Turkish fleet consists of rotten old vessels 
anchored for years in harbor because no 
money was available for repairs or for pay- 
ment of the officers and crews.

POWERS ARE AT SIXES AND SEYENS. 


Greece Defies Them and Continues to 
Give Aid to a Helpless and 
Downtrodden People.

London, Feb. 20.—European diplomacy 
ceases to be a harmless game of blindman’s 
buff when a pistol shot is suddenly fired in 
the center of the room. Greece, the spoiled 
chile of Burope, has interrupted the game, 
and the powers are now aware that they have 
been gamboling over a powder magazine. 
The habit of lethargy has become a second 
nature, and the powers in the Cretan crisis 
have concentrated their energies upon pro- 
longing the concert of inaction. They have 
induced the Sultan not to reinforce the’Turk- 
ish garrisons in Crete, but to leave them at 
liberty to do his police work. They have 
raised six flags at Canea and have landed a 
small force of marines, crying, ‘“‘ Hands off,”’ 
both to Turks and Greeks. A force of 2,( 
Greeks under Col. Vassos has already landed 
without resistance from.the European squad- 
ron, and this army cannot be expelled, since 
it is now reorganizing the civil administra- 
tion of the island. The powers, having failed 
to prevent the Greek occupation of Crete, 
are now attempting to.prohibit the dispatch 
of further reinforcements, and are stopping 
transports and threatening to blockade the 
Pirzeus. { 

Troops Hurrying to the Frontier. 

Meanwhile the Sultan, after mobilizing 


centrating the Turkish army in Macedonia 
for a campaign on the main land, and King 
George has called out the reserves, is ac- 
cepting the help of revolutionary volunteers, 
and is sending every regiment into Thessaly. 
The powers are acting together, but find 
it impossible to hunt with the hounds and 
run with the hare. The Eastern question 
is apparently passing out of their control. 
The Greeks are lectured daily in the 
Times and other Conservative journals for 
their contumacy, obstinaqy, and reckless- 
ness. They are evidently the jingoes of 
the near East, who are inspired with gen- 
erous and chivalrous impulses for a people 
in distress and are lacking in reverence for 
the Huropean concert of! inaction, under 
which Turkey's appalling crimes in Armenia 
and Asia.Minor have been licensed and con- 
doned. y have gone to the rescue of 
Crete just as the Americans took, up the 
cause of Venezuela even at the risk of in- 
volving the Anglo-Saxon family in war. 
Gladstone’s Timely Warning. 
Such conduct is not understood by the con- 
servative censors in England, but is con- 
demned as jingoism, thoughtless, and high- 
ly reprehensible. It arouses sympathy 
among Liberals and plain people. Mr. Glad- 
stone and the Chronicle are already warn- 
ing the government that the English fleet 
must not be allowed to fire upon the Greek 


ships, and that the Sultan is an .outlaw, 
whose battles cannot be fought by English 


sailors and marines. There is evidence that 
the Liberal leaders will offer a united op- 
position to the policy of blockading Crete 
and coercing Greece, and there are signs of 
popular agitation more powerful than the 
ill-directed Armenian movement. 

What is apparent is that the Greeks have 
rescuéd Crete from the oppressive rule of 
the Turks, and it is not probable that the En- 
glish people will consent to have the work 
of deliverance undone and the island handed 
back tothe Sultan to be governed by meth- 
ods of assassination. No majority is large 
enough to render secure the position of the 
government, which would support so wicked 
and abominable a policy as that. As forthe 
trend of continental opinion, it is most dimfi- 
cult to forecast it. France and Italy are 
friendly to the Greek cause from purely 
sentimental reasons, but are waiting for 
Russia to reveal her policy. Germany and 
Austri@are the strongest opponents of Greek 
ambition, and are the real advocates of the 
blockade of Pireub. Russia remains as 
inscrutable as the sphinx.

SALISBURY I$ WARMLY PRAISED 


Pablic Sentiment in England Is in His 
Favor Because of His Atti- 
tude in Crete. 


London, Feb. 20.—[Copyrighted, 1897, by 
the Associated Press.]—The Cretan question 
fs now foremost in the public mind and the 
newspapers publish columns on the subject. 
The Marquis of Salisbury’s refusal to follow 
the suggestion of Emperor William of Ger- 
many and blockade the Piraeus is warmly 
praised in Great Britain, and his suggestion 
to the powers that Créte be granted auton- 
omy similar to that of the Island of Samos 
is well received in many quarters as offord- 
ing @ solution of the problem which Greece 
can accept without a too great sacrifice of 
national pride. This proposition, it is under- 
stood, also finds favor in Paris, where popu- 
lar feeling is pro-Hellenic. . 

The continental correspondents of the En- 
glish newspapers all expat.ate on the pique 
of Hmperor William at the Maratfis of Salis- 
bury’s attitude, which openly displayeil it- 
self in his last interview with the British 
Ambassador at Berlin, Sir F. C. Lacelles, 
while Count von Hatzfeldt, the German Am- 
bassador here, is reported to have had a 
heated conversation with the Marquis of 
Salisbury.  ’ 

It appears that Emperor William person- 
ally insisted with the foreign governments 
in favor of his proposal. This is quite a 
small. volte-face from his previous attitude, 
and is stated to be due to his Majesty’s 
desire to overcome the Reichstag’s opposi- 
tion to his naval projects. He decided to 
initiate a very active Eastern policy with- 
out having a@ ship in the Levant. The adop- 
tion of his proposal to blockade the Piraeus 
would have been a personal triumph for the 
Emperor, and the opposition would have 
been obliged to agree to increase the strength 
of the German navy in order to uphold the 


national honor. This little scheme, how- 
ever, was knocked on the head by the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s opposition. The 


Turkish Government is uneasy over this 
question, fearing it might cause a breakup 
of the European concert, which would mean 
an immediate explosion in the Balkans and 
the subsequent disruption of Turkey. 


GERMAN EMPEROR SNUBS GREECE. 


Ignores the Hellenic Minister and 
Patronizes the Ambassador of 
the Sultan. 


Berlin, Feb. 20.—On the receipt of the 
alarming news from Crete Emperor William 
canceled a-number of private engagements 
and plunged into feverish political activity. 
Tle even absented himself from the fétes 
at Potsdam given in his honor by the Hus- 
sar Guards and had instead a two hours’ 
conference. with Prince Hohenlohe. His 
Majesty also had a lengthy conference with 
the leading Ambassadors on Monday and 
Tuesday, and it was remarked that on 
Wednesday evening at the subscription ball 
at the opera-house he drew the Turkish Am- 
bassador aside and animatedly conversed 
with him in a friendly way. This was in 
marked contrast with his treatment of the 
Greck Minister, whom he has ignored since 
Monday. At the wish of the government the 
German newspapers generally have been 
extremely cautious in discussing Eastern 
matters, and there will be no discussion on 
the subject in the Reichstag until the naval 
budget is reached. Only a few of the Ger- 
man papers have advanced definite propos- 
als. The Staatsburger Zeitung advises Ger- 
many to occupy Crete hereelf until Greece 
has paid her German creditors 


KING GEORGE EXPLAINS HIS ACTS. 


Orders His Army Not to Evacuate Crete 
Under Any Circumstances, but 
to Form a Government.

Athens, Feb. 20.—The Asty publishes a 
statement made by the King to the effect 
that he had sent an envoy to one of the pow- 
ers and made every effort to Gall the favor- 
able attention of Europe to the situation in 
Crete, but with the exception of the mixed 
gendarmerie and the so-called reforms fnoth- 
ing had resulted.

“My patience became: exhausted and I 
decided to annex the Island of Crete, which 
body and soul is Greek.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—Senator 
Cameron presented a resolution fn the Senate 
today expressing sympathy with Greece. 
The resolution, which was agreed to, is as 
follows: 

* Resolved, That the Senate of the United 
States, being mindful of the sympathy of 
the United States expressed for the Greeks 
at the time of their war for independence, 
now extends a like sympathy to the Govern- 
ment of Greece with its intervention in be- 
half of the people of the neighboring Island 
of Crete, for the purpose of freeing them 
from the tyranny of foreign oppressors and 
to restore peace, with the blessings of Chris- 
tian civilization to that distressed island.”

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VERDICT AFFECTING 20,000 PERSONS. 


Receiver of East Tennessee Land 
Company Is Upheld and the Affairs 
of the Company Will Be Closed. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Féb. 20.—[Special.]— 
A court verdict which materially affects 
20,000 persons in the United States, largely 
residents in the Northern States, is the 
final decree rendered tonight in the consoli- 
dated cases against the East Tennessee 
land company by Unfted States Appellate 
Judge Severans. The defendant land com- 
pany was a $5,000,000 corporation organized 
by the leading Prohibitionists of the coun- 
try, who proposed to found an ideal tem- 
perance city, Which was the origin of the 
Town of Harriman, Tenn., @ city of 5,000

This company secured millions of dollars 
in popular subscriptions to itg stock and 
built: Harriman, and later the American 
Temperance University. A proviso in all 
their land titles-binds the purchaser to main- 
tain total abstinence by forfeiting the land 
if liquor is ever sold upon it. 

The style of the consolidated suits is Fer- 
dinand Schumacher et al. and Central Trust 
Company of New York vs. Bast Tennessee 
Land Company. The chief contention was 
in the case of Ewing, receiver of the land 
company, vs. McKenzie, receiver of the 
Harriman Manufacturing company, an aux- 
iliary corporation, and organized by the in- 
corporators of A 4 land company to carry on 
manufactures, and of which the parent or- 
ganization purchased $200,000 of this $500,- 
000 capital stock. By mismanagement and 
alleged fraudulent transactions the land 
company, with many subordinate corpora- 
tions, was thrown into a receiver’s hands. 
This litigation, which culminated in final de- 
crees tonight, was for the*purpose of winding 
up the affairs of the company and {fs a vic- 
tory for the receiver. The property, con- 
sisting of 100,000 acres of unincumbered 
land and city property, manufacturing sites, 
etc., will be sold to satisfy the bonded in- 
debtedness—to wit.: $1,000,000 in first mort- 
gage bonds held by the Central Trust com- 
pany and prior liens securing unpaid pur- 
chase money. 

The Harriman Manufacturing company 
was virtually declared an illegal if not a 
fraudulent corporation, and the transactions 
between the two imterworkine organiza- 
tions void. By this decree $385,000 of the 
assets of the manufacturing company are 
saved to the stockholders of the land com- 
pany. 

Decrees were also reached in many de- 
pendent suits. It is claimed that plans for 
reorganization are on foot and that a com- 
mittee of New York bondholders wili buv 
the land and reorganize the company’s af- 
fairs. These cases have been pending fer 
many years, but no anpeals will be taken.

SENATE GETS THE CORRESPONDENCE, 


Attitude of Germany in Discriminat- 
ing Against American Insurance 
Com panies Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—The President 
today sent to the Senate in response to a 
resolution of inquiry the correspondence be- 
tween the Government of the United States 
and that of Germany for the last year 
touehing American insurance cothpanies in 
Germany. The correspondence begins with 
a statement of the request of the Mutual 
Life and the New York Life to be allowed 
to reénter Prussia, which was made last 
January, and was deferred at the time for 
the purpose of permitting an investigation. 

As early as Feb. 28, 1896, Ambassador Uhl 
wrote that the Prussian Minister of the In- 
terior had stated to him explicitly that there 
had been no intention to discriminate against 
American companies. The Prussian Minis- 
ter said at that time, with reference to the 
recent legislation in New York, that public 
feeling in Germany might make it impossi- 
ble to renew the coneessions to the American 
companies, because the German Government 
would not like to be put in the light of hav- 
ing been compelled to change its views. 

In a communication, dated Dec. 24, Am- 
bassador Uhl, in detailing an interview with 
Secretary of State Von Bieberstein, says 
that he was greatly impressed with the 
Secretary’s repeated references to 'the 
proclamation of President Cleveland in re- 
gard to tonnage tax, which he says the Sec- 
retary deprecated. The last communication 
is dated Jan. 28, 1897, and states that the ap- 
plications are still pending, and are now be- 
fore the Prussian Ministry of State.

| FRENCH SHIPS SHELL NATIVE TOWNS. 


Chiefs on the Island of Raiatea Be- 
come Troublesome and Are Taught 
a Lesson in Modern Warfare. 


j 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 20.—{Special.}]— 
Advices from Tahititoday give a full account 
of the latest conflict between the French 
authorities and the natives of the Society 
Islands. French ships shelled the towns of 
the natives on the Island of Ralatea on Jan. 
3, and in a fight on shore nearly a score of 
the blacks were killed and as many more 
wounded. But four of the French force 
were wounded. 

Ralatea is an island lying northeast of 
Tahiti and for a long time has given France 
@ great deal of trouble. The natives are 
warlike and refused to yield to the French, 
and this trouble grew out of the defiant at- 
titude of the blacks. On Dec. 28 the Gov- 


three chiefs and one “ chiefess,"’ who have 
been most pronounced in their defiance, al- 
lowing them four days in which to gotoa 
certain island and make formal submission 
to the French authorities. The ultimatum 
was ignored and after four days Gov. Gollet 
sent the ships Aube and Daguay~-Trouin 
with instructions to shell the native towns. 

The ships dropped shells in the villages 
and forest as long as there were any signs 
of life and it is stated that many blacks 
were killed. The warships found at Teviatea 
a war party of over 100 islanders, occupying 
a strong position in a deep ravine. Five 
hundred men were landed and made a charge 
on the native position. The blacks, who 
were armed only with spears and war clubs, 
made a brave stand. The marines and gail- 
ors used their rifles with deadly effect, and 
when seventeen of the natives had been 
killed and as many more wounded the sur- 
vivors broke and fled. 

None of the Frenchmen was _ seriously 
hurt. It is believed that this lesson will be 
sufficient and there will be no further 
trouble. 


IRON ORE POOL MAY BE DISSOLYED. 


Carnegie Mills So Rushed They Are 
Forced to Buy Billets from 
Competitors. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
fate of the ore pool will be decided at a 
meeting called for Cleveland on next Thurs- 
day. The chances for a continuance of its 
existence are about even. The local manu- 
facturers, however, think the combination 
is destined to go under, as serious compli- 
cations have arisen. 

The operators of the Norrie mine think 
they did not get the share of the aggre- 
gate business to which they felt they were 
entitled. They have already expressed a 
declination to go into a pooling arrange 
ment on prices and allotments for the year 
1807. It is also said that the operators in 
the Mesaba Range are averse to an agree- 
ment for the ensuing year. They are ready 
to withdraw’ with the proprietors of the 
Norrie mine. 

Today the Carnegie Steel company pur- 
chased 20,000 tons of steel billets. So many 
rails are being turned out at Braddock that 
the company’s big billet plant at Duquesne 
cannot furnish enough material from which 
the rails are rolled, and it is forced to buy 
large quantities of billets from competitors. 
Heretofore when short of billets the com- 
pany changed the rolls at the Braddock 
plant and instead of rolling rails made bil- 
lets. It now has so much rail tonnage 
booked that it cannot do this and must keep 
the rail plant working up to its capacity on 
rail orders. 

The pig iron market is beginning to show 
some activity. Nailor & Co., brokers, sold 
a 25,000-ton order today. It is said that 
their sales for the last week aggregate 75,- 
000 tons, which is more than they have sold 
in a similar period for the last month. 

Brokers said the price of billets advanced 
50 cents per ton during the week. Today 
there was a much better feeling at the mills, 
whose pay day it was, than any Saturday 
for a long time. Bessemer pig iron is from 
25 to 40 cents per ton higher than a week 
ago, and all the mills are running more reg- 
ularly. 


LOUD BILL IS IN IMMINENT PERIL. 


Senate Amendments Likely to Send, 
the Postal Measure Over to the 
Extra Session. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]}—At 
the meeting of the Senate Committee on 
Postoffices this afternoon it was decided to 
report favorably the Loud bill for the reor- 
ganization of rates on second class mail mat- 
ter, which has created so much disturbance 
in Congress and throughout the country. 
The Senate committee, however, has tackel 
on several radical amendments, which, it is 
believed, will defeat the measure at this ses- 
sion. The first amendment is the reduction 
of the rates of letter postage to one cent 
for an ounce or half the present rates. To 
satisfy those publishers who have been pro- 
testing against cutting off the sample copy 
privilege, the Senate committee has pre- 
pared an amendment providing that in the 
first year of publicatjon any newepaper or 
periodical may send at pound rates sample 
copies equal to 100 per cent of its circula- 
tion, and after the first year 10 per cent of 
the number of papers sent to actual sub- 
scribers. It is believed that this would ob- 
viate the objections of the smaller papera 
and at the same time stop the business car- 
ried om by certain concerns of sending out 
millions of free papers at pound rates ona 
mereiy nominal paid circulation. 

Senator.Chandler, a member of the com- 
mittee and its acting Chairman, said this 
evening that the amendments would prob- 
ably kill the Loud bill for this session, but 
that it was deemed best to test the sentiment 
of the country on the subject of one-cent 
letter postage. As there is to be an extra 
session, he believes it best to bring the mat- 
ter up again in the House and see if the 
saving on second-class rates will not be 
sufficient to justify cutting the letter rates 
in two. 


SHORTAGES ARE FOUND AT WATERLOO 


Report of an Expert Accountant In- 
volves a Number of Present and 
Past Officers of De Kalb County. 


Waterloo, Ind., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]—W. H. 
Ernest, expert accountant, who for the last 
three months has been investigating the 
financial affairs of this county, has made his 
final report to the County Commissioners 
and it was announced that the total amotnt 
of shortages of all officials and ex-officials 
would exceed $30,000. It is found that a 
number of other officials are short in ac- 
counts besides ex-Treasurer Fair and ex- 
Clerk Moody. The amounts of the shortages 
are as follows: Ex-Treasurer D. W. Fair, 
$12,000; ex-Auditor H. N. Coffinberry, de- 
ceased, $5,500; ex-Treasurer Reuben Sarovel,

INDIANS ON WARPATH. 


GOES AT EL PLOMO, ARI. 


Petty Quarrel Ovef\-Cattle Stealing 
Leads to the Arrest of Chief Pable 
and Serious Trouble Ensues—Latiter 
Tries to Assassinate Guard in Front 
of His Tent and Is Shot Down—In- 
dians Are Reinforced and Whites 
Are in Danger. 


Nogales, Ariz., Feb. 20.—{Spe..*,]-—Ad- 
vices fram El Plomo, a mining ¢ump sixty 
miles west of here, report a most alarming 
state of affairs there, by which residents 
expect an Indtan uprising that will cause 
all the small Yaquis trouble, by comparison, 
to dwindle into insignificance. The Papa- 
goes are said to have taken the warpath 
to avenge the death of their principal chief, 
Pablo, who was killed while confined in the 
guard-house at El Plomo. 

Two months ago the government had trou- 
ble with the tribe, who were accused of 
stealing live stock and running off to mar- 
ket what they did not kill outright. Dur- 
ing the negotiations that ensued @ petty 
quarrel arose and a horse belonging to the 
Indians was killed. This provoked recrim- 
ination and a spirit of revenge grew in the 
breasts of the Indians. 

Recently Clemente Hazard was appointed 
by the Governor to police jurisdiction over 
El Plomo, with instructions to stop all fur- 
ther demonstrations on the part of the Papa- 
goes. He is regarded as a brave man and 
proceeded to carry his instructions to the 
Indians. He summoned them for a council 
and informed Pablo that thefe must be peace 
without any further parley. Pablo remon- 
strated and the chief locked him up as a 
warning to his tribe. This occurred a week 


ago. 
Papagoes Are Reinforced. 

The Papagoes fled at this, but soon re- 
turned with a reinforced party. They at- 
tacked the jail sheltering their chief and 
were repulsed after a severe fight, in which 
four Papagoes were killed outright and three 


then retreated to the foot hills and the in- 
habitants took steps to protect themselves in 
view of renewed assault. A courier was dis- 
patched to Altar for men and ammunition 
with orders to return as quickly as possible, 
as with their supply of guns and stores the 
camp could not hold out against any strong 
force for a protracted period. 

Two days later help arrived in the shape 
of five men with twenty rifles and abundant 
ammunition. In the meantime the women 
and children of the camp were removed to 
a neighboring hill, where they were forti- 
fied and given an able force of guards to re- 
pel any attack for a brief period. Hearing 
that the Indians were preparing to raid the 
little town with an invincible force the in- 
habitants, who are chiefly Americans, for- 
warded another appeal to the border for aid 
from their own countrymen. 


Pablo Is Killed. 


When the courier left there on Wednesday 
there were nds of reports of impending 
danger, as on the day before the situation be- 
came critical by the death of the chief at the 
hands of his guard. Pablo had attempted 
to assassinate the man pacing in front of his 
cot by sneaking in his rear and attacking 
him with a huge knife that had not been dis- 
covered on his person when he was arrested 
and placed in captivity. The guard, John 
Rolieffero, fortunately heard the rustle of 
garments, and, turning, received the weapon 
on his uplifted arm. The knife turned on a 
leather strap and thus saved the life of the 
guard, who then turned on his prisoner and 
shot him dead. 

The news in the crisis was disheartening, 
for it was aceepted as an indication of a con- 

‘flict that must end in the absolute death of 
Indians or a massacre of whites. The Papa- 
goes are reckoned among the most warlike 
of Mexican dependents, but as there is no 
means, save by courier, of reaching El Plemo 
the outcome of the trouble can only be an- 
ticipated with dread. 


Citizens Are Greatly Excited and Are 
All Armed — If Murderer Is 
Caught Lynching Is Likely. 


Bismarck, N., D., Feb. 20.—The Coroner's 
jury is still working on the tragedy at 
Winona. Testimony has been taken from 
all sources that could throw light on the 
affair. The doctors are of the opinion that 
the six murders were committed by 
man, who shot Spicer first and then killed 
Mrs. Spicer, Mrs. Waldron, and Mrs. Rouse 
fn the order named with an ax. 

It has also developed that an Indian tried 
unsuccessfully to trade horses with Spicer 
several days before the murder and made 
threats when he finally rode off: This cir- 
cumstance was stated by Spicer. to his 
brother-in-law, Jack Waldron, and the In- 
dian described. Hundreds of people from 
Winona, Fort Yates, and the surrounding 
country visited the scene of the tragedy 


today. 

Excitement in Winona and. vicinity ts at 
fever heat and everybody is armed. No 
danger of any general! trouble with the In- 
dians is apprehended, but-if the murderer is 
captured he will doubtless be taken from 
the authorities and lynched.

New York, Feb. 20.—{Special.}—Women 
figure prominently in three strange news 
stories of the day. : 

One, Mrs. Harry Rosela’.i, wife of a well- 
_known artist, bade her husband an affec- 
tlonate goodby last night as he left to see an 
exhibit at the Salmagundi club, including 
three of his own works. On returning early 
he found his wife dead in bed, a rubber tube 
in her mouth, through which she had in- 
haled gas. On a table was this unfinished 
note: 2 

** This is my fault. I have made a failure, 
Forgive and forget. Everybody thinkslam 
crazy, and I——’”’ 

Mre. R has been melancholy since 
the death of her father and mother a year 
ago. The problem Hamlet pondered over 
in his soliloquy oppressed her mind and she 


wrote some verses on “ the great question ” 


which show poetic power and rhythm. 

There was an attempt last night, almost 
successful, at a double suicide of man and 
wife. The man in the case sullenly says 
he knows nothing of the attempt at sui- 
cide. The white-faced woman with’staring 
eyes, lying on the hospital cot, moans and 
pays no attention to questions. The police 
are guarding the couple on a charge of at- 
tempting self-murder. They are Mr. and 
Mrs. Heyman Keane. They were found in 
their room in a boarding-house early this 
morning unconscious from gocanins gas. On 
the table was an envelope with writing on 
both sides. It was an almost indistinguish- 
able scrawl! in a feminine hand. Neighbors 
made this translation: 

“My Dear Adele: I gave my word and 
keep it, to live and die with your brother. 
Don’t blame us. Send greeting to my rel- 
atives. Console them if you can. Thanks 
from both victims. O, pardon us. 

At the hospital the doctors said this even- 
ing the patients were out of danger. 

The third story is of a woman's devotion 
in saving her husband from deserved pun- 
ishment for shooting her. Three weeks ago 
Lizzie Boteford was shot three times at her 
house. She said her husband shot her and 
he admitted it. Today she came out of the 
hospital for the first time, pale and weak, 
and William Botsford came from prison to 
meet his accuser. He looked sullenly down 
as he saw her, but she rushed up to him, 
kissed tim, and whispered: ‘“ Don’t be 
afraid.”

DEATH CAUSED BY DENSE COLD FOG. 


Difference Between Wet and Dry Fog 
Described and the Effect Upon 
Public Health.

Harper’s Magazine: A convenient though 
mot strictly scientific classification of fog 
types is, sea or coast fog, valley or hill fog, 
and town or dust fog. The last-named has 
been given the euphonic designation nebula 
pulverea. It is an artificial rather than nat- 
ural condition. The Rev. Clement Ley, who 
gave a large portion of his life to cloud 
study, says, in his book on “ Cloudland,” 
that in some parts of the globe nebula 
pulverea is occastonally so thick as to ob- 
scure almost totally the sunlight, and in 
Abyssinia has led to the tradition that the 
plague of darkness in Egypt was in reality 
an unusual ” dust fog.”’ 

The, amount of moigture varies so much in 
different fogs that the terms ‘“‘dry” and 
‘“‘wet’’ are used, the scientific name of the 
latter being nebula stillans. In wet fog the 
particles.are apt to be larger than in dry 
fog. A still further division, due, we be- 
lieve, to Mr. Robert H. Scott, is anti-cyclonic 
fog, or fog in which no rain falls, while the 
temperature, generally low in the morning, 
continues to rise during the day; and cy- 
clonic fog, in which gain does occur, while 
the temperature remains about stationary. 
Before leaving these town fogs we may 
notice the part played by them in affecting 
the health of fhe community. 

Mr. Scott has given figures showing the 
mortality from diseases of the respiratory 
system for some of the more memorable fogs 
of London. We have room for but one of 
the many periods he gives. From Jan. 26 to 
Feb. 6, 1880, London experienced eight days 
of fog. The average temperature at 8 
o’clock in the morning was 26° Fahrenheit. 
The total death rate was 48.1 per thousand, 
a rate unequaled since the last cholera epl- 
demic, and there were no less than 1,557 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory or- 

ans. 
ert is not always an easy matter to trace 
direct relationship even where the statistics 
are carefully gathered, but there can be 
little doubt that these town fogs are un- 
wholesome. Indirectly they affect the health 
of the community in a way few would imag- 
ine. A town fog is an excellent trap for nox- 
ious gases, holding them close to the ground. 

Dr. R. Barnes, studying this question, 
found, by inspection of gas plants near Lon- 
don, that in foggy weather the escaping gas 
was held in concentrated form in and near 
the works, There are other sources of con- 
tamination in foul emanations from the 
ground, sewers, etc. On clear, bright days, 
even if no wind is blowing, the law of diffu- 
sion of gases acts more effectively, and 
helps disperse the gases. 


PRAYERS IN SCHOOL CASE ON TRIAL. 


Beginning of the Investigation Into 
Alleged Sectarianism in Stearns

whole question of sectarian instruction in 
public schools, which, according to report, 
has been common in parts of Stearns County 
for many years, and to begin a bitter warfare 
was commenced at St. Cloud today. 

M. D. Taylor and Bertus Mueller, com- 
missioners appointed to take testimony un- 
der the charges recently made against Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Schools L. J. Rocholl 
by W. 8. Bartholomew of Avon, began the 
examination of witnesses. The accusation 
against the Superintendent is malfeasance 
and nonfeagance in the performance of his 
official acts, and the petition to the Governor 
which is the basis for the investigation de- 
mands his removal from office. Twenty wit- 
nesses are in the city from Avon. 

Supt. Rocholl denies the allegations. He 
claims that he has at all times followed 
the law, and that he will prove this to the 
entire satisfaction of the Governor, who will 
have to pass on the case if the n 
simply takes the testimony and reports it 
to the Governor. Both sides to con- 
troversy are represented by ablecounsel. |

| LUMPY-JAW KILLS A MAN 


. 


PETER L. GARVEY EXPIRES AFTER 
AN HEROIO OPERATION. 


Dr. J. G. Robertson Performs the Wark, 
the Disease Necessitating a Resort 
to the Knaife-Patient Dies of 
Shock, but Death Would Have Re- 
sulted Soon Even if He Had Rallied 
—Germ Gets Into a Cavity Left by an 
Extracted Tooth. 


Peter L, Garvey, 50 Years old, who lived 
with his wife and family at No. 109 Cloud 
court, died at the County Hospital yester- 
day, after having undergone an operation 
for what Dr. J. G. Robertson of that institu- 
tion diagnosed as lumpy jaw. 

This is the first case of that disease ever 
treated at the Cook County Hospital, and 
Dr. Robertson knows of only one other case 
in which a human being was afflicted with 
it. 

Garvey had been at the hospital since Dec. 
8, but he had been suffering from the malig- 
nant disease for more than a year. He is 
supposed to have contracted it while wyk- 
ing among cattle at the Stock- Yards. 

More than a year ago Garvey had a tooth 
extracted from his left jaw, and it is the 
opinion of the physicians at the hospital that 
@ germ of the disease became lodged in the 
cavity, causing the infection of the entire 
left side of the face and jaw. 


Dies from the Operation. 

Garvey sufferéi but little pain, but the 
disease had eaten away a portion of the 
flesh from his cheek and so affected the jaw 
finally the patient was unable to open his 
mouth, and it became necessary to feed him 
soft food with a spoon. Dr. Robertson de- 
cided to perform an operation, and this was 
done yesterday at 9 o'clock. All the pus and 
& portion of the cheek were removed, and 
at first it was thought that the operation 
had proved successful, but Garvey failed to 
rally and died at noon. He was conscious 
when he died, but very weak, and failed to 
recognize members of his family who were 
at his bedside. 

Dr. Robertson says Garvey. died from the 
shock attending the operation, but “had he 
recovered, the doctor says, he could have 
lived but a short time, as his entire system 
had been spent by the disease. Lumpy jaw 
is incurable. 


Garvey Contracts the Disease. 


Garvey came to Chicago many years ago 
from Canada and secured employment in 
Armour & Co.'s packing-house at the Stock- 
Yards. When he first contracted the dis- 
eas: he was acting in the capacity of weigh- 
master, and ten hours each day he worked 
among dead cattle. More than a year ago 
a large back tooth caused Garvey some an- 
noyance and he had it extracted. A large 
cavity was left in'his jaw, but Garvey paid 
ho attention to this and resumed his duties 
at the scales the next day. The cavity failed 
to heal, but Garvey thought nothing wrong 
until his gum became ulcerated. Although 
he trested it in various ways he was unable 
to obtain relief. 

Then the left cheek and a part of the zums 
began to swell and Garvey consulted a physi- 
clan. He was given some medicine. but this 
had no effect. Several other physicians were 
consulted, and it was the general belief that 
Garvey was suffering from cancer. 

Treated as a Cancer. 

Garvey was forded to give up his employ-: 
ment and go to the hospital. Dr. Robertson 
took charge of the case. It was treated as if 
it were a cancer. The disease continued its 
ravages umtil the whole left side of the 
patient's face had been affected. Fearing 
it would reach the base of the brain or the 
spinal column it was decided to perform an 
operation. The portion of the jaw from 
which the tooth had been extracted was 
placed under a microscope, and Dr. Robinson 
pronounced the disease actinomycosis, com- 
monly called “ lumpy jaw.” 

Much interest was manifested in the case 
by physicians at’the hospital on account 
of its rarity among the human race. Dr. 
Robertson said he was aware of only one 
Other case where the disease affected a 
human being and caused death. This was a 
child that died after suffering several months 
with the disease, caused from inoculation. 
The child swallowed some barley and one of 
the grains became clogged in the throat. 
There were germs on the barley. 

Opinions of Other Doctors. 

Dr. Henry B. Favill, No. 138 Pine street, 
in discussing the case last night, said: 

“While the disease commonly known ag 
“lumpy jaw’’ has been known to prevail 
among cattle for a long time, it is only with- 
in the last dozen years that cases of the 
malady affecting men have come to light in 
this country with any degree of frequency. 
If properly treated in its incipiency the dis- 
ease is not especially malignant among cat- 
tle, and there is no reason why it should be 
regarded as particularly dangerous to men. 
Of course, after the infection has been once 
communicated to the human system neglect 
may bring on results necessarily fatal."’ 

Dr. W. H. Burt, No. 714 West Mbtnroe 
street, said: 

* The disease, while peculiar to cattle, can 
be communicated to man. It’ arises from 
the presence of a microbe, the introduction 
of which into the human system result¢ in 
symptoms resembling those manifested by 
@enimals and which can result in death.”’

Both wefe drink- 
ing heavily and became Boisterous. Citizens 
complained to Marshal Scherr, who gave the 
pair two hours to leave town, but they re- 
fused to depart. The officer took them to 
the limits of the town, where a quarrel took 
place. Kurtz produced, a dirk and struck 
Scherr in the abdomeh, making a fata) 
wound, The injured man’s yells from pain 
attracted attention and he was carried toa 
house close by. Over 100 citizens armed 
themselves with various weapons and were 
soon searching the neighborhood. 

Hotz was found hiding in a fence corner. 
He was unmercifully beaten by the men, 
who were anxiovs to avenge the assault on 
Scherr, — man was dragged up-town. A 
rope wae ready for a speedy execution, 
and it was only by the efforts of influential 
men that his neck was saved. 

Kurtz could not be found. All night 
searching parties scoured the surrounding 
country without success. This morning a 
man was arrested at Highland, northwest 
of there sixteen miles, who it is supposed 
a the offender.

SENATOR STANFORD STOOD BY HIS RULE 


Refused to Pay Attention toan Anony- 
mous Letter and Thereby Lost 
Some Money. | 


Washington Star: ‘The late Senator Leland 
Stanford received probably more anonymous 
letters and paid less attention to them than 
any man that I. know of,” said an offi- 
cial of the Senate. “ His rule was to throw 
them away and pay no attention to their con- 
tents. As a’ railroad President for many 
years he had received thousands of them, 
and he carried out the same rule after he 
enterefi public life asa Senator. I remember 
one evening I was in his office. Among his 
callers was a colored man who claimed to 
be a minister and to be the President of a 
college and orphan asylum in South Carolina. 
The Senator was very busy that evening, 
and he closed up the appeal of the minister 
for money to help carry on his good work by 
saying: 

“*If you will not detain me Hstening to 
your appeal I ~ ill give you $100 in the moern- 
ing. I would rather give you that sum than 
to listen to your claims tonight: | 

“The minister thanked him and departed 
with a smile on his face. The following 
morning I had some business with the Sena- 
tor and was in his office early. Soon after I 
arrived there the South Carolina minister 
put in an appearance to get the money prom- 
ised him the night before. The Senator sent 
down word to one of his clerks to make out 
a check for $100. The clerk came up and 
whispered to the Senator that the maij that 
morning had brought a letter saying that the 
minister was a traud andaswindler. ‘Who 
was it signed by?’ dsked the Senator. The 
clerk answered that it was anonymous, but 
that he had some reasons for believing the 
statements in regard to the minister) w 
true.  & 

** You know,’ said the Senator, ‘my rule 
is to pay no attention to anonymous letters, 
Give him the check, for I promised I would do 
so. I can make no exceptions to the rule.’ 
The check was made out and handed to the 
minister, and he again departed smiling. 
The day following the socalled minister was 
arrested and arraigned in the courts as a 
general swindler, the charge having been 
made by the officers of a colored organization 
here. There was plenty of evidence to 6ub- 
stantiate the charge. Senator Stanford’s 
rule cost him $100 that time, as it had un- 
doubtedly cost him a great deal more in 
other ways, but it was his rule, and he ad- 
hered to it strictly.”’ ¥

'SPURN A NEW SCHEDULE. 


STRIKING TANNERS MEET THEIR EM- 
PLOYERS IN VAIN. 


Proprietors Declare They Are Losing 
Money at the Old Scale, but the Sec- 
end Proposal for Less Pay and 
Tem Hours Work Is Not Satisfactory 
te the Men-—Charge Against Capt. 
Larsen Believed to Be Pnfounded— 
Arbitration Board Still Hopeful. 


As a result of a conference held yesterday 
afternoon at the office of the Walker-Oakley 
company between the striking tanners and 
their former employers there seems less 
prospect than before of settling their differ-. 
ences, The conference was largely brought 
about by C. J.Reifler of the State Board of 
Arbitration, and was the result of an in- 
vitation extended the strikers by the four 
firms to meet and talk the matter over. 
The representatives of the latter presented 
a new schedule of wages, which contem- 
plates a decided reduction from the oid rate 
paid, and in addition calls for ten hours’ 
work. 

The proprietors explained that they were 
losing money under the old schedule and 
certainly would close down rather than con- 
tinue operations under it. 

The new schedule is as follows: 

Schedule That Is Rejected. 

Beamsters—$9.50 for ten hours; formerly $11 for 

ne, 

g to $9 for ten hours; formerly $10 
for nine. 

Setters—$9 for ten hours; formerly $11 for nine. 

Colorers—Calf, 2% cents; kip, 3% cents; medium 
kip, 2 2-8 cents; sides, 2 2-3 cents; formerly, calf, 3 
cents; kip, 5 cents; medium kip, 4 cents; sides, 5 
cents. 

Boarders—$9 for ten hours; formerly $11 for 
nine. 

Armstakers—$9 to $10 for ten hours; formerly 
$12 for nine. 

The committee refused to accept this sched- 
ule, especially the ten-hour feature. After 
some discussion it reported to a meeting at 
the strikers’ headquarters, No. 636 Milwau- 
kee avenue. The action of the committee 
was concurred in by the meeting and the 
action of the bosses was severely denounced. 

Another committee, representing the shav- 
ers and. trimmers, which had waited upon 
the firms, reported that the latter insisted 
upon a ten-hour day, which the committee 
refused to agree to. 

Previous to this a committee was sent to 
investigate a report that Capt. Larsen of 
the West Chicago Station had been sending 
tramp lodgers over to the tanneries to sup- 
ply the places of some of the men who were 
out on strike. The committee reported Capt. 
Larsen denied the charge and the committee 
expressed the opinion it was unfounded. 


Jewish Relief Association Condemned. 


A resolution was also passed condemning 
the Jewish Relief Association for sending 
paupers to work at Eisendrath & Co.'s place. 

It is charged by the strikers that Lisen- 
drath & Co. are compelling some of their 
new employés to sleep in most unhealthy 
quarters in their tannery, and are giving 
them poor and insufficient food. A commit- 
tee of the strikers waited upon Mr. LHisen- 
drath and asked to be permitted to go 
through the establishment and investigate 
the charges. This Mr. Eisendrath refused 
to allow, saying he would permit Commis- 
sioner Kerr to investigate, or any one with 
authority, but no one else. He said the men 
who stay in the establishmen are well fed, 
and denied they slept in unheaithy places. 

There was no ,wiolence attempted against 
any of the new employés yesterday at clos- 
ing time. The streets contiguous to Hisen- 
drath’s and Lambeau’s establishments were 
patrolled by police, and while knots of the 
strikers cast surly glances upon the new em- 
ployés as they passed along no attempt was 
made to molest them. Trouble is feared on 
Monday, however. 

Arbitration Board in Evidence. 

The State Board of Arbitration will make 
an effort this week to bring about a settle- 
ment of the difficulty. President C. J. Reifler 
of Springfield was looking the situation over 
yesterday and will place the result of his ob- 
servations before W. P. Rend, who will re- 
turn tomorrow from Philadelphia, where 
he has been for several days. 

The officers of the tanners’ unions say they 
are perfectly willing to submit their side of 
the difliculty to arbitration. They insist they 
have a right to expect an increase rather 
than a reduction in wages. Three years ago. 
they say, wages were generally reduced in 
all the tanneries. The cut amounted to about 
10 per cent. The union men declare the cut 
was accepted with the distinct understand- 
ing that the old scale would be restored 
when business conditions revived. Thinking 
that there would be a marked improvement 
when the spring trade opened, the men say 
they were preparing to ask for an advance 
amounting to the scale of three years ago. 
Anticipating this, the strikers say, the bosses 
formed a combination for the purpose of re- 
ducing wages and increasing hours of labor 
from nine to ten. 

Piece Workers Object, Too. 

In some of the plants the men work on the 
“‘miece work ”’ plan, and migiht naturally be 
supposed to offer no opposition to an in- 
crease in hours as would afford an opportu- 
nity to increase earnings. These men, how- 
ever, say they object to it on principle only, 
and that the proposition will be fought even 
more bitterly than that of a cut in the wage 
scale. 

Atthe meeting yesterday a speaker touched 
a keynote when he said: 

“Ten years ago we fought the battle for 
a shorter work day, and won it. We will 
remain idle for the next ten years before we 
will return to the shops ona ten-hour basis.” 

The ‘edged tool’’ men have decided to 
ask for an increase in pay, and the union is 
now preparing a new scale. The “ bench 
‘hands’ say they will never accept a reduc- 
tion. The bosses are determined in their 
efforts to reduce wages and increase hours 
to the basis of the ‘“‘ Milwaukee scale.”

MORTGAGES If THE BAST AND WEST 


Debts Are Numerous and Large im the © 


Atiantic States as Well as in 
Other Places. 


Baltimore Suny One of the many asser- 
tions popularly believed, and yet not true, is 
that the most heavily indebted parts of the 
country are the Westand South. We hear 
constantly of those Western and Southern 
farm mortgages, but they are not a drop in 
the bucket compared with the mortgages 
that rest on the factories and homes of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and New 
England. 

This is one of the fallacies that has long 
done duty in the discussion of the money 
question—the assumption that all the debt- 
ors and the debts are in the West and South 
and all the cash and the creditors in the East 
and North. There is, in truth, no geographic 
dividing line between debtors and creditors, 
and when it comes to an actual count of 
noses on the subject there are more debts 
and debtors in the so-called creditor sections 
of the country than in the so-called debtor 
sections. In New York City alone there are 
more mortgage debts and debtors than ina 
half dozen States of the Union. 

The latest available census returns show 
that the mortgage debts on farms and 
homes in New York State amount to more 
than double those on all the Southern 
States from Maryland to Texas, although 
the population of the latter is four times as 
great as .hat of the Empire State. 

The mortgage indebtedness of New York 
exceeds by $60,000,000 that of all the States 
and Territories west of the Missouri River. 
The four typical Northern and tern 
States, commonly spoken of as the creditor 
States—New York, Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts, and New Jersey—owe more than $60, - 
000,000 of. mortgage debts in excess of the 
similar debts owed by the seven Central 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan 
W aeconsin, snmeoote. and Iowa. 

ere are six Statesin which the mo 
indebtedness of the people is above $100,008. 
000—namely: New York, Pennsylvania, Iili- 
nois, Ohio, Iowa, and Massachusetts. These 
six States contain only one-third of the total 
population of the United States, but their 
people owe more than.one-half of the grand 
total of all the mortgage debts of the coun- 
try. The Southern States, all added together, 
with.a population of 22,000,000, have a total 
mortgage indebtedness of $171,000,000. 

The single State of Pennsylvania, with 
oon one-quarter of the population, owes 
$211,000,000 on mortgages. . The single State 
of Illinois, with only one-fifth of the popula-

GREAT ARMY OF STAMP-GATHERERS 


More than Sixty Thousand Philatelists 


Carry On the Business in the v7 


United States. 


Washington Evening Star: “ The gather- 
ers of postage stamps—that is, those of 
whom a record has been made—now num- 


_ber 60,00@ persons in this country alone,” 


said a Postoffice Department official, ‘“‘ and 
the army, enormous as it is, is constantly on 
the increase. There is scarcely a city, or 
even large sized town, in this country where 
postage stamps are not dealt in. 

“ Of course, in many cities the stamp busi- 
ness is carried on as a side line in connection 
with other business, but there are a very 
large number of stores where stamps are 
dealt in exclusively. On Fourteenth street, 
New York, there are now, and have been for 
several years, a half-dozen wholesale dealers 
and at least a dozen retai) dealers. 

“Some of the wholesale dealers have sev- 
eral men on the road, traveling from place to 
place looking up and disposing of rare 
stamps. In Europe the stamp craze is 
simply enormous, and several foreign 
houses have drummers on the road in this 
country constantly. Only a few days ago in 
this city T heard of a 90-cent internal revenues 
stamp of the war series being sold for $600. 

“In one day afterward the same stamp 
was sold for $700, and it is now held by its 
owner at $800. Another strange thing in 
connection with the stamp craze is that it 
seldom affects women. When women do 
catch it, however, they have it bad. I know 
of a stamp belonging to a gentleman who re- 
sides here, though at present he is traveling 


. about showing it to stamp enthusiasts, which 


was issued by a short-lived .republic 
which is valued at $2,000.

AMERICAN TRAIN ON ENGLISH ROADS. 


First Train on the Open Vestibule 
Principle Run Over the South<- 
eastern Lines. 


London Times: As stated in the Times of 
Noy. 2, the Southeastern railway company 
has resolved to be the pioneer in introducing 
in this country railway cars construct- 
ed on the American open vestibule principle 
for first, second, and third class passengers. 
The first of these trains, which is to begin 
running today, is unquestionably, in the 
whole of its details and appointments, a sin- 
gularly fine specimen of British workman- 
ship, as it is also the handsomest train yet 
offered to all classes of travelers on an En- 
glish railway. 

It is to be attached to the company’s serv- 
ice between London, Hastings, and St. Leon- 
ards, and is shortly to be followed by a sim- 
ilar train, which has been ordered from the 
works of the Metropolitan Carriage com- 
pany at Saltley, near Birmingham, for use 
in connection with the Southeastern com- 
pany’s continental service via Folkestone 
and Dover. If it be found that the new cars 
are appreciated by the public, more of like 
character will be provided for the routes 
to seaside and other places. 

The Hastings and St. Leonards train, 
which has cost about £12,000, is slated to ac- 
commodate 193 passengers, there being two 
first-class cars for fifty-one passengers, one 
second-class for twenty-seven passengers, 
and three third-class for 115 passengers, to- 
gether with two baggage vans. All the 
coaches are mounted on four-wheel bogies 
and each car weighs twenty-four tons, so 
that, with the vans of fourteen tons each 
and the four-wheel bogie express of nearly 
sixty tons, the total weight of the train is 
not less than 230 tons. The oars are about 
fifty feet long, and access from one to the 
other is obtained by means of flexible vesti- 
bule connections. 

Smoking compartments are provided for 


the thfee classes of passengers, and each car 


has its own heating, lighting, and lavatory 


arrangements. One of the first-class car- 


riages contains a main saloon thirty feet 
long, fitted with both revolving and fixed 
chairs, while the other is divided into twu 


smaller compartments, one of which will be 


reserved for the use of ladies. The second- 
class car is in three divisions—a ladies’ com- 
partment to seat four at one end, a smoking 
compartment at the opposite end, and the 
main saloon in the center. The public will 
be struck with the superior accommodations 
offered in the train to third-class travelers. 

The decorations throughout the train are 
bright and in good taste, the cars are lofty, 
and, while being warmed in winter, have 
ample ventilation openings. Mr. A. B. Gill's 
extremely simple arrangement is adopted 
for the electric illumination, the namo 
being suspended below the frame for the 
carriage and

ONLY THREE TO START. 


HARVARD REFUSES TO ADMIT PENN- 
SYLVANIA AND COLUMBIA. 


Official Notice Given Out from Cam- 
bridge That Only the Massachusetts 
University, Yale, and Cornell Will 
Take Part in the Big Boat Race— 
Latter Crew Will, Therefore, Have 
to Row itn Two Big Contests—New 
London a Rival of Poughkeepsie. 


Boston, Mass., Feb 20.—[{Special.]--Har- 
vard has officially decided not to admit the 
University of Pennsylvania and Columbia 
crews in the race between Harvard, Yale. 
and Cornell at Poughkeepsie this year. 

This matter was considered by the Ath- 
letic committee of Harvard at a meeting 
held last night. The decision was not 
reached until late, and the faculty members 
then went to their homes. Consequently 
the news did not get out until today. It was 
voted that it was impossible to admit them, 
owing’ to Hi -vard’s agreement with Yale. 

Cornell, in accepting Yale’s entry to the 
Poughkeepsie race, made the request that 
Pennsylvania and Columbia be permitted to 
4h eaaeace making a great quintangular 
affair. 

This was only a request, however, and 
was made. with the hope that it would be 
granted, and thus save Cornell the trouble 
of rowing two races. Cornell is in nonor 
bound to row Pennsylvania and Columbia, 
and unquestionably will do so, but upon 
what date has not been settled: Greet dis- 
appointment at this decision will be felt by 
Pennsylvania and Columbia. 

The chances of Wisconsin being admitted 
to their race are now excellent. The Ath- 
letic committee was undoubtedly influenced 
in the decision by the settlement of the row- 
ing men of both Harvard and Yale, which 
was strongly in opposition to their admis- 
sion. 

New London, Conn., Feb. 20.--{Special.]— 
Residents of the old harbor town are de- 
termined not to allow Poughkeepsie to have 
the big college boat race this year if they 
can prevent it. They believe that New Lon- 
don is the city best fitted of any in the world 
to have the race, and they want .it here. 
They will spare no pains to have it rowed on 
the Thames. 

They have been planning foran American 
Henley all the winter, and have not aban- 
doned their great scheme. Thex have-just 
sent a representative to Ithaca to negotiate 
with the Commodore of the Cornell Navy. 
in an attempt to induce Cornell to come to 
New London. Residents of this city believe 
that Yale and Harvard will be glad to go 
back again to New London and they think 
that if Cornell will only consent to race there 
the place may be changed to the Thames 
from the Hudson. 

The New London representative will cor- 
dially invite Cornell to send a number of 
og to enter the American Henley here in 

uly. 

New Haven, Conn., Feb, 20.—[{Special.}— 
Bob Cook did not appear this afternoon to 
look over the candidates for the Yale crew 
for the first time this winter, and Capt. 
Bailey had to coach the men himself. e 
kept the first eight out nearly two hours 
rowing short spins and the second crew in 
pair oars the same length of time. After 
the practice he reduced the number of candi- 
dates to nineteen.

GOLFERS PLEASED WITH CHICAGO. 


Eastern Devotees of the Game Declare 
the Championship Here a Big 
Success. 


New York, Feb. 20.—[(Special.}—Golf has 
been an interesting subject of discussion in 
many circles during the last two days. In 
most of the leading clubs, as well as on the 
Stock Exchange, the recent meeting of the 
United States Golf Association and the se- 
lection of Chicago for the next tournament 
was one of the prominent themes of con- 
versation. Interest in the game is rot by 
any means confined to those who are mem- 
bers of golf clubs and play the game. The 
large club world, shows a hearty apprecia- 
tion of the sport, and many men who are nev- 
er seen on the golf course keep thoroughly 
posted on the progress of the game.

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| MONBY THAT IS MADE IN SHOE BYELETS 


One of the Comparatively Few Things 
, That Are Sold by the Million | 
on Big Margins. 


: 


New York Sun: There are many things 
that are sold by the gross, and not a few that 
are sold by the thousand, but there are nut 
many that are sold by the million. Among 
the things that are so sold, however,’ are 


shoe eyelets. | 

Shoe eyelets are made of brass, by ma- 
chines whose operation is almost entirely 
automatic. Three or four machines are r-- 
quired to produce the eyelet in the form ia 
which it is sold, the brass being fed into the 
first machine in thin, flat strips. an 

As sold to the shoe manufacturer, the cye- 
let is turned down at one end only. Tue 
eyelets look as much as anything like so 
many little hats with narrow brims ‘ard 
without any tops in the crowns. The upper 
end of the crown, which is like the end of a 
little cylinder, is put through the eyelet hol< 
in the shoe, the finished brim or flange of the 
eyelet ‘resting against the leather upon the 
outside. 

After the eyelet has thus been put in place 
its thinner end is turned down upoh tne 
leather by a machine made for that purpose. 
In the manufacture of the eyelets a number 
of very slight vertical indentations are mae 
at equal distances apart in the outside of the 
eyelet around the smooth, straight end. 
When the shoe machine smashes down the 
inner side of the eyelet the metal parts at 
these indentations and 1s spread uniformuiy, 
thus giving it a secure hold. 

Eyelets are made of various sizes in di- 
ameter and of various lengths of shank ur 
cylinder, according to the thickness of the 
material with which they are to be used; and 
after they come from the machines they ara 
finished in great variety. Some are finished 
white—these are silver-plated: some are gilt 
finished, and some are coppered. Eyelets 
are japanned jn black or in various shades 
of russet: they are, in fact, made in any size 
and of any color that may be desired. Sooner 
or later the japanning wears off, exposing 
the brass. There are now made shoe eselets 
that are covered with celluloid, which keep 
their color, but these are much more 6x- 
pensive than the kinds commonly used. 

Shoe eyelets are packed in boxes confain- 
ing 1,000, 10,000, 100,000, 250,000, and 500,000 
each. Eyelets of the kind most commorly 
used are sold, according to sizes and styles, 
at prices ranging from. $60 to $135 a million. 
Some of the celluloid-covered eyelets sell fur 
as much as $500 a million. 4 

The sale of shoe eyelets depends, of course, 
somewhat upon the prevailing style of shoe. 
When button shoes are more generally worn 
not so many shoe eyelets are sold, but the 
number sold is always very large. 

Eyelets are made for a wide variety of 
uses, up to the great eyelets that are sewed 
into the corners of sails, through which the 
sail is lashed to the end of the boom or yar‘. 
Taking them altogether the number ifs ¢nor- 
mous; of shoe eyelets alone there are sold 
in this country some thousands of millions 
annually. f 


ONE MAN KNEW TWENTY PRESIDENTS. 


Henry Barnard, Great Educator, Ac- 
quainted with All Except the. 
First Three. 


New York Press: Henry Barnard, who has 
done more for common education in Ameri- 
ca, perhaps, than any other man, cele- 
brated .the eighty-six anniversary of his 
birth in Hartford, Conn., his native town, 
on. Jan. 24. : 

In spite of his four store years and six, 
Mr. Barnard does not think that he is yet 
old enough to stop working... He is to be 
found at his desk in his beautiful library 
any week day, revising .some. of the 800 
pamphlets he has published on educational 
subjects. He says that after some.seventy 
years Of it work has come to be a habit with 
him. “It’s apt to be so in this climate,’”’ he 
tells his friends. ; 

The high efficiency of our public school 
system is largely due to the energy and per- 
severance of Mrj Barnard. He began work- 


“ing to improve it when he was a member of 


the State Legislature for 1837 to 1840, when 
he suggested the passage of an act provid- 
ing for the recording of school statistics 
and their publication by the Controller. This 
was followed by other acts, among them 
one for the better supervision of common 
schoels and one for the building of better 
schoolhouses. 7 

In 1843 he visited the schools of every 
State in the Union, and spoke on education 


before seventeen Legislatures. He made the. 


acquaintance of the leading teachers in sixty 
American cities, and corresponded with 
them for years after. ] 
From 1830 to 1842 he wae Pecrotary of the 
Connecticut Board of Scffool Commission- 
ers; from 1842 to 1849 he was School Com- 
missioner for Rhode Island: from i to 
1854 Superintendent of Connecticut State 
Schools: and from 1857 to 1859 President of 
the University of Wisconsin. Then until 
1867 he was busy writing on educational 
subjects, particularly tn his Journal of Hdu- 
cation, which he had established in 1855. 
He also issued in 1866 the American Library 
of Schools and Education, and began to agi- 
tate for a National Bureau of Education. 
James A. Garfield was among the first to 
indorse Mr. Barnard’s work. He intro- 
duced a bill in Congress, effected its passage, 
and Mr. Barnard talked President Johnson 
into signing it. aoe President did more

Band in a Basket. 

The promoters of the race have made 
preparations for the accommodation of a 
largé number of spectators.

Exhibitions Varying in Class Are Far- 
nished the Spectators—Some First- 
Class Fighting Is Done, While Other 
Performances Are Only Fair—Pick 
of the Entriea for the Tournament 
Meet After the Preliminary Contests 
Which Were Held Friday Evening.

Along came M. Dwyer [115], a fellow with 
red hair and a general Fitzsimmons air. 
He knocked his man, John Taylor, cold in 
one round, 

J. Lewis [125] and M. Hedmark- came 
next, and the former won through superior 
use of the left, although his man was eager 
to fight from start to finish. J. Daly [125] 
knocked down T. Kelly at the first mix- 
up, and the referee stopped the bout in the 
second round, 

P. Queenan [135] and A, Hedrick hadit hot 
and heavy, and the fourth round was neces- 
sary to decide in Queenan’s favor. N. G. 
McClelland [135] knocked J. Fleming down 
and through the ropes at the first attempt 
and the referee gave him the bout. 

Now came the 145-pound men, N. O’Brier 
and James Dewar. Things had been warm- 
ing up and presently there was slugging and 
blood enough for anybody, O’Brien being 
declared the winner in the third round, aghe 
was knocking his man ell over the ring. 

C. McCarthy (145) had an easy thing in 
disposing of H. Barkmeyer, who looked like 
a vender of chewing gum and fell like a log 
in the second round. 

C. McCarthy [145] beat N. O’Brien easily 
and would have knocked him out in the third 
round but the referee interféred. 

For the finals M. Roche, fighting like a 
bantam rooster, disposed of M. Bartley after 
a hard struggle lasting four rounds. M. 
Dwyer [115] was lucky enough to break the 
thumb of his rival, T. O'Leary, at the first 
pass and the latter retired. 

J. LeWis [115] beat J. Daly, but in the sec- 
ond round he hit mighty low and cries of

The tournament wound up with a corking 
battle between N. G. McClelland [many 
fancied him a “ ringer ”’] and P. Queenan, 
the latter furnishing a genuine surprise by 
winning.

NORTHWESTERN DEFENDS ITS COURSE 


Adoption of Four-Year Rule Would He 
Ex-Post Facto and Discriminate Un- 
justly Agafmst Academy Players. 


After a long and careful consideration the 
Athletic committee of Northwestern Uni- 
versity adopted all the intercollegiate rules 
recommended by the faculty representatives 
except the much-dtscussed four years rule, 
which was accepted with the amendment 
that it should go into effect Dec. 31, 1897, 
thus allowing four-year men to remain on 
the teams, another year. ! 

This action had the effect of attracting 
much adverse criticism, especially from the 
University of Chicago, which ,through its 
weekly criticised the Evanston school as pot 
being in sympathy with the movement for 
pure athletics. 

It was asserted this action would infilgence 
other colleges not to meet Northwestern Mm 
athletic contests as long as the rules were 
not all in effect. ee 

It is asserted by Northwestern that the 
only possible effect the rejection of the four- 
year rule for the year can have on its 
teams would be in the case of Potter and 
Van Doozer, who are thus enabled te play 
another year. ; 

Northwestern feels justified in its action, 
it is said, by the fact Van Doozer played 
two years while in preparatory department 
and that he is stfll a bona fide student. In 
Potter’s case the rule is of no effect whether 


adopted or not, as he has played only three 


years, one at Baker and two at North- 
western. 

In reply to the criticfsm aroused the North- 
western, the university weekly, has issued

Hertford Collection Has No Owner. 

By the death this week of Lady Wallace, 
the widow of Sir Richard Wallace, the nat- 
ural son of the long dead Marquis 
of Hertford, the famous'Hertford col- 
lection of pictures and other art 
treasures is left without a known owner. 
Sir Richard inherited by will the greater 
part of his father’s fortune, made good use 
of it in Paris and elsewhere, and yet died a 
millionaire,*‘as his wife has done. The 
pictures. alone would probably fetch over 
$8,000,000 at public auction, but a sensational 
sale of the superb collection is unlikely to 
take place, as there is good reason to believe 
Lady Wallace, acting in accordance with 
the known desire of her deceased husband, 
bequeathed the’ whole of her artistic prop- 
erty to the British Government for inclusion 
in the national gallery, an arrangement 
which will delight every Englishman pos 
sessing any pretension to a soul above trade 
and money-making. Most of these art treas- 
ures at presemt are located in Hertford 
House, Manchester Square, the superb town 
residence of the deceased, and few people 
have had an opportunity of examining them. 
But it is known the pictures include some of 
the finest works of ancient and modern 
masters, Meissonier alone being represented 
on no fewer than fifteen important can- 
vases, for which the French Government, if 
it bad the chance, would cheerfully pay a 
respectable fortune.

WOLCOTT SAYS HE FEELS ENCOURAGED 


Leading London Bimetallists Do Not 
Believe He Has Accomplished 
a Great Deal.

Feb. _20.—[Copyrighted, 1807, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
Werld.|—Senator Wolcott said, on his re- 
turn here from the continent: 

*“*I am entirely encouraged with the result 
of my mission."’ 

His mission is understood here to be a 
visit to Europe to learn and report to Presi- 
~@tent-elect McKinley the views of eminent 
financiers and the prospect of an interna- 
tional agreement on bimetallism. 

It occurred to the correspondent to ascer- 
tain. how far this ‘apparent hope of some- 
thing being done for bimetallism is shared 
by the most representative English bi- 
metallist with whom the Senator has been in 
communication here, The correspondent ac- 
cordingly called on Mr. Lidderdale, one of 
the most éminént financial authorities ‘ih 
Lon@on, who was made Privy Councilor 
for his distinguished services during the 
Baring crisis, and has been chosen three 
times Governor of the Bank of England, 
the highest position in the English financial} 
world. Mr. Lidderdale,’ in reply to a ques- 
tion as to what had passed between him and 
Senator Wolcott, answered: ‘‘ I am tongue- 
tied on that matter." 

“Do. you consider,” the correspondent 
asked, “having a general knowledge of the 
bimetallic movement in England and on the 
eontinent, that the condition of that move- 
ment is favorable to anything being done in 
the direction desired by Senator Wolcott?” 

“In my view,” Mr. Lidderdale responded, 
“there has undoubtedly been a setback in 
the last few months, a reduction in the in- 
(‘terest shown in the currency question in 
England, probably owing to some improve- 
ment in trade. As far as one can judge 
from what has been happening in foreign 
countries the bimetallic movement through- 

out Hurope generally has rather suffered 
ih the same Way. Moreover, I am disposed 
to think that unless we again get a return 
of the great depression in trade, a depres- 
sion connected jn the public mind with the 
appreciation of gold, it does not seem likely 
that the currency question will again as- 
Sume a very active form.”’ 

His own attitude towards bimetallism 
Mr. Lidderdale explained thus: “I have 
fot of late taken any active part in the bi- 
Metallic movement, but I am still, as here- 
tofore, a believer in bimetallism by interna- 
tional agreement, if such an agreement 
could be brought about.” 

The correspondent next saw Mr. McNeil, 
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had also conferred with Senator Wolcott. 

He said: “ Senator Wolcott came over here 
merely on a mission of inquiry. He was 
not authorized to negqtiate with any de- 
fined object, but merely. to collect informa- 
tion. He has ascertained the views of both 
the bimetalliste and the goldites."’ 

“Do you think his mission is likely to re- 
sult in an international conference?” the 
- correspondent inquired. 

“Well, he understands our policy on that 
point clearly,” Mr. McNeil answered. “‘ We 
are against any conference being summoned 
unless an agreement has been arrived at be- 
forehand by the countries concerned. Noth- 
ing could issue from a répetition of the Brus- 
sels conference.” 

In order to get the views of the gold party

F. Cragin, Chairman of the Chicago Cuban 
Committee of One Hundred, a pamphlet en- 
titled ‘‘ Home Rule and Cuba,” in which he 
sets forth the relations of the island to Spain 
and the prospects of Cuba’s independence. 

The pamphlet deals primarily with the 
language of President Cleveland in his mes- 
sage to Congress, suggesting means for re- 
storing peace between Cuba and Spain, and 
says emphatically no plan is practicable 
short of absolute independence. 

The attitude ef Spain is shown by the 
language of Prime Minister Costello: 
‘*Spain will not grant to Cuba, under any 
circumstances, autonomy after the fashion 
of Canada.”’ 

The position of the United States, from 
Queseda’s standpoint, is thus stated: ‘ The 
United States does not seem to be the proper 
country to become the guaranty for mon- 
archies. The American people follow today 
the wishes of Washington, who desired lib- 
erty for all. They do not care to see Cuba 
continue a colony; they want .o see her a 
sister republic.”’ 

Regarding the Cubans the pamphlet says: 

“For absolute indépendence they have 
labored for more than three-quarters of a 
century. They? have carried on the war for 
more than ten years. Any one bringing 
overtures of peace based on anything but 
indep2ndence is to be considered a traitor. 
Above all, the Cubans are determined to fall 
like men rather than shamefully and with 
cowardice renounce by entering into and 
accepting an agreement which would mean 
the abandonment forever of th® high ideal 
of complete emancipation. 

“To all such projects the Cubans will re- 
os now and always with their motto, 

ndependence*or Death.’ ”’

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 20.—Oriental ad- 
vices .per steamship China-state that the 
remains of the late Dowager Empress of 
Japan were buried in great state at Kyoto. 
Considerable difficulty was found in making 
the proper afrangements for transporting 
the body to Kyoto. Ancient custom re- 
quired that three oxen, harnessed one after 
the other, should draw the funeral car. The 
one between the shafts must have black 
and white spots on the body, a white star 
on the forehead, and white stockings on all 
four legs. The one immediately In front of 
the ehafts must have a dun skin, with 
black flecks, and the leader must be pure 
black. Much search was required to find 
the first of these three, but at last it was 
discovered at a remote place in the country, 
and the funeral arrangements were then 
carried out. An ancient law provides ir- 
peratively that the oxen drawing the funeral 
ear of one of the royal family must be 
marked in the manner described.

YANDERLIP TO BE GAGE’S SECRETARY 


Associate Editor of the Economist Ac- 
cepts a Place with the New 
Head of the Treasury. 


Frank A. Vanderlip, associate editor of 
the Economist, yesterday accepted the posi- 
tion of secretary to Lyman J. Gage, the 
coming Secretary of the Treasury, and will 
take up the duties of that office with the 
inauguration of the new ‘administration. 
Mr. Vanderlip will stand in close con- 
fidential relations with the new head of the 
Treasury. 

Mr. Vanderlip was born in Aurora, IIl., 
Nov. 17, 1864.

He attended the public 
schools at Oswego, and then, working in a 
machine shop at 75 cents a day, he earned 
enough money to pay his expenses for a 
year at the University of Illinois He re- 
turned to the machine shop, but Was not 
satisfied with it, and took up the study of 
shorthand.

GAS OUT OF AIR AND OIL 


INVENTOR RANSOM PROMISES TO 
UPSET THE PRICE OF LIGHT. 


Announcement of Wonderful Results 
Attained by a Milwaukee Man 
Comes Simultaneously with the 
Rev. Thomas Oliver’s Claim te 
Have Removed Difficulties Beset- 
ting the Use of Acetylene Gas as an 
Illuminant. 


IMULTANEOUS announcements from 
Milwaukee and Woodstock, IIL, in- 
dicate improvements and cheapening 
in the manufacture of illuminants 

which are believed to bode much for the 
future of gas as a light-giving agent. 
George F. Ransom of the Wisconsin city 
announces an invention the purpose of 
.which is the liberation of gas by the action 
of gasoline in small proportion upon air. 
The Rev. Thomas Oliver of the Illinois town 
announces the removal of difficulties hereto- 
fore besetting the manufacture of acetylene 


| 


the carbide and renewing the generation of 
the gas. 

But acetylene gas is objectionable on ac- 
count of its tendency to smoke. When 
burned continuously for a long time it will 
sometimes throw off the blackest of smoke 
and even clog the burners. The remedy for 
this is the mixture of a certain proportion 
of atmospheric air with it before it reaches 
the burner, and Mr, Oliver claims that his 
generator accomplishes this also. | 


Air Mixture Obtained. 


The device for doing this is simple and 
ingenious. The proper proportion of air to 
gas is said to be 45 to 55 per cent, and if two 
floating tamks of these relative sizes are 
filled from below, one with air and the other 
with gas, and then by compression both of 
them discharged through a common cqgn- 
duit, the required admixture is said to 
secured. But for convenience Mr. Oliver 
places the air tank inside the gas tank, and 
in order to secure a continuous flow he has 
two of these double tanks instead of one, so 
that while one is discharging the other ds 
filling. The two tanks are connected by a 
walking beam, which throws a vaive, so 
that the alternation is automatic. To keep 
the lights from flickering when the valve 
is thrown the mixed gas passes into a small 
reservoir before going to the burners.

Mr. Ransom claims that his machine 
enables every man to have his own gag 
works in the basement of his house, and by 
which he can supply himself with a better 
article of light than is furnished by gas 
companies or incandescent electric lights, 
and at a remarkably small cost.

The water being turned 
on starts the motor, but only enough will 
flow through to start the machine and keep 
it running lomg enough to manufacture an 
amount of gas sufficient to fill the gas- 
holder. Then the water is stopped by an 
automatic check. At the same time that 
the water motor is set in motion it drives 
the ofl pump which is attached to the gaso- 
line reservoir, and about two tablespoonfuls 
of gasoline are lifted to the air chamber 
and sprayed over 1,000 cubic inches of alr. : 


Product of Gasoline and Air. 


It is ‘this union of the gasoline and air 
which makes the new gas. The product 
passes into the gas holder ready for use, 
The gas holder is attached to the supply 
pipe of a house and all of the ordinary fixt- 
ures are used in its consumption. 

As soon as the gas holder is full the ma- 
chine stops, but 4s the gas is used it auto- 
matically regulates a simple device, which 
releases the water check and sets the motor 
in operation again. When the gas is burn- 
ing the machine is constantly at work, but 
the moment that consumption stops the ma- 
chine ceases working. é, 

The light producéd is described as steady, 
brilliant, and three times as powerful as the 
ordinary incandescent light. 

In the matter of cost experiments are 
claimed to show that aside from the cost of 
the original machine the cost of producing 
the light is from one-eighth to one-fourth of 
a cent for each light per hour.

BLOW FOR BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


Kentucky Judge Decides That All 
Interest Charges Over 6& Per 
Cent Are Usurious. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 20.--[Special.}—Judge 
Miller in the chancery division of the Circuit 
Court rendered an important decision today 
against the United States Loan Association 
involving a large sum of money, mostly in 
small amounts, divided among borrowers of 
the company. He holds, in short, that the 
interest charges of the association are 
usurious. Only 6 per cent, according to 
Judge Miller, can be collected on loans, prem- 
iums being illegal. The decision was on the 
consolidation of a large number of cases 
filed against the association, in~ some of 
which the interest was 12 per cent. This 
decision is important, because it affects all 
of the building and loan associations of Ken- 
tucky and will requirea modification of their 
plan of doing business. As a result of the 
decision judgments have been entered in all 
of the suits brought against the association.

Man Rawhided at Chicago Beach Hotel 
to Ptosecute Wood Young and 
Dr. C. E. Fisher.

who is associated with Dr. Fisher in the pub- 
lication of a medical journal, and Florence, a 
younger sister. They live in the Kenwood 
apartments, where Dr. Fisher also has an 
office. They attended several affairs at the 
Chicago Beach Hotel and became acquainted 
with Van Sant. The latter’s friends say_he 
paid no particular attention to either of the 
women, being of the unobtrusive. sort, but 
that the younger sister in some way took 
umbrage at him over some fancied slight or 
other trivial cause, and the matter was taken 
up by the sister and brother. 

But the details of Van Sant’s acquaint- 
anceship with the Misses Young are matters 
which none of the principals will discuss, 
although they will be forthcoming if the as- 
sault case comes to trial. 

There are Fisher, Young, and Van Sant 
elements in the Chicago Beach Hotel, but the 
volume of sympathy goes to Van Sant, whose 
friends declare the assault was entirely un- 
provoked and cruel, and some hint the result 
of a conspiracy.

AWAKES 10 FIND HIS MOTHER DEAD.

Chapin shot him and killed 
herself. 

Mrs. Chapin was the daughter of Sidney 
Morris, a life-long resident of Falls Village 
and the head of a well-known family.

ATTACKS THE TAX LEVY IN CICERO 


J. J. MeCarthy Files a Bill to Enjoin 
the Collector and Treasurer from 
Taking Further Steps. 


James J. McCarthy filed a bill in the Cir- 
cult Court yesterday in which he seeks to 
have the tax levy for 1896 in the Town of 
Cicero declared invalid. The bill is to en- 
join Henry H. Rearden, the Town Collector, 
and D. H..Kochersperger, County Treasurer, 
from collecting taxes on the property of the 
complainant in Austin. 

The bill declares that the levy of $150,000 
is fraudulent and void for the reason that the 
statutes of INinois prohibit the Trustees of 
the town from levying a tax in excess of 2 
per cent of the assessed valuation. Thesum 
of $150,000, the complainant alleges, is $42,- 
027 in excess of the 2 per cent limit.

or foreign origin and had been officially ex- 
amined or not. Another speaker remarked 
that it made an immense difference to the 
welfare of the German people whether home 
or foreign meat was used; he therefore 
deemed it necessary that the origin of the 
meat used in the preparation of sausages 
be given. 

A chemist present, in speaking on the same 
subject, said that American beef was not so 
profusely infested with maggots, but that 
it came to Germany prepared with borax 
in an astonishing manner. On the exterior 
of the meat there was a complete crust of 
borax ang the meat was virtually pickled 
with borax. If sausages contained meat pre- 
pared in this way and were offered for sale 
it was clearly a fraud in the sale of food 
stuffs. But this importation had only com- 
menced with them, as well as the discovery 
of its harmful effects.

The gas had been turned oft as soon as the 
firemen could get at the connections, and 
further danger from this source was elim- 
inated. The blaze had managed, however, to 
make its way to the second floor through the 
elevatoy shaft, and it was an hour before the 
firemen stopped work. 

McMillan, who was the most seriously in- 
jured of all the employés, was carefully 
bandaged before being taken to the hospital. 
He suffered greatly from his injuries, and 
his recovery is doubtful. 


Gas Men Deny Carelessness. 


Gas company experts who were sent to the 
scene declared that the explosion was not 
due to any carelessness on the part of the 
companies. They stated that a non-insu- 
lated electric light wire had come in contact 
with the gas pipes and one of the pipes had 
been caused to leak. 

John Eastman, business manager of the 
Chronicle, stated the paper would not be 
greatly inconvenienced and would be issued 
as usual. The boilers and presses, he said, 
had escaped injury. The loss to the Western 
Union company, having adjoining offices, 
will not amount to more than $100, and the 
total loss is put at $2,500.

HONEY WITHHELD FOR CHICAGO RIVER 


Congressional Delegation Urge the 
Passage of What Is Known as 
the Lorimer Bill. 

Washington, -D. C.,. Feb. 20.—[Special.J— 
Members of the Chicago Congressional dele- 
gation were prompt im their attendance be 
fore,the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors thiy morning to present arguments 
favorable to the bill of Congressman Lori- 
mer for a proper construction of the law in

Thus in one county in Massachu- 
setts the difference of conditions necesa!i- 
tated the establishment of the experiment 
at three points, and the Postmasters report 
a variance of several cents between them as 
to the cost of delivery perletter.| The maxi- 
mum cost of delivering each piece of mai! 
matter was between six and seven cents 
at Hartsville, Ind., and less than seven 
mils at Greenfield, in Franklin County, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The average cost per letter is fixed at a 
little over three cents in these rura} de- 
liveries. There are many pl , however, 
where delivery of mail is impossible and 
these aggregate a large portion of the coun- 
try. Officials believe that the service can 
be advantageously established in a number 
of well-settled regions. Postmaster-General 
Wilson has not yet drafted his report, but 
it is believed he will demonstrate the value 
of continuance of the experiment for one 
year. 


TO REPORT MONEY CONFERENCE BILL. 


Amended So That the President May 
Seek an International Agreement 

\ by Diplomatic Negotiations. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—The House 
Committee on Coinage today decided to re- 
port favorably the Senate bill for an inter- 
national monetary conference with amend- 
ments authorizing the President, if he saw 
fit, to seek an agreement by diplomatic nego- 
tiations Instead of a conference. Ten of the 
seventeen members of the committee were 
present—three Republicans, sfx Democrats, 
and one independent—eight of whom are free 
silver men; and there was no dissent to the 
motion to report the bill to the House. Five 
Republicans absented themselves from the 
meeting.

The smotion comes up for final action on 
Monday morning. If it carries it means a 
severe curtailment of the railway mail fa- 
cilities throughout the United States, 

The facts in the case are that the railroads 
are now performing a vast amount of service 
for which no pay at all is received, and if 
the compensation for the paid service is af- 
fectedait means a material curtailment of the 
free facilities. 

South of the Ohlo Riverthe Illinois Central 
in its desire to in every possible way assist 
in building up close relations between Chi- 
cago and the South is running sixty-foot 
mail cars, but only receiving compensation 
for forty-foot cars. The Illinois Central 
does this beeause it recognizes the fact that 
the most important factor in building up 
relations between two different sections is 
the maintenance of a perfect mail service. 

This genéral situation, as outlined in the 
instance specified on the Illinois Central, is 
true as regards the conditions surrounding 
the mail service on the Burlington system, 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and fst. Pau), 
the* Rock Island, the Union Pacific, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, the Chicago 
and Alton, the Big Four, the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern, the Pennsylvania, 
and numberless other roads throughout the 
country, the roade epecified being the most 
important. to the interests of Chicago. 

While it must be admitted that no money 
has been lost in the mail service, taking it 
as a general proposition, yet railroad men 
say the amount of profit is so smal! that 
should there be any reduction in the rate of 
compensation it is considered probable the 
railways will be compelled to refuse to fur- 
nish to the Postoffice emt any more 
facilities than the government pays for, or 
else the railways will be compelled to do the 
mail business at a loss, which it is not likely 
they will accept. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—The Senate 
Committee on Appropriations has agreed to 
strike out of the postoffice epproprietion bill 
the appropriation of $171,283 for fast mail to 
the South. The motion was made by Senator 
Pettigrew, who claimed that the appropria- 
tion arnounted to payment for ce which 
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on Codperation, reported interviews he had 
had with wholesale dealers of the city who 
declared their sympathy with the move- 
ment. He said at.a committee conference 
Franklin MacVeagh announced his sym- 
pathy with the crusade.

Thomas J. Morgan, the Socialist leader, 
said the only real remedy was in providing 
a “better temptation ’’—in opening up the 
schools to sports in the evening, and pro- 
viding the children with a ‘“ dead load of 
fun’’ to occupy their time harmlessly. 

Miss Maud Summers advocated soup- 
houses in connection with the schools, in 
order that the craving for cigarets, often 
due to lack of nourishment, might be re- 
moved. She also said in her experiences the 
free drinking of coffee often cured the 
cigaret vice, and urged that the Board of 
Education ahould make some provision for 
freely dispensing some such cure for the 
tobacco disease among the school children. 

Miss Olson’s paper contained the state- 
ment that out of the sixty-seven grammar 
schools in the city only forty-six cigaret- 
smokers had graduated during the last two 
years. 

Continuing, the speaker said: 


Egmect on Pupils. 


**It is only within the last five or six years 
that the habit of cigaret smoking has made 
its appearance among the boys of the public 
schools; but during that brief period it has 
increased to such an extent that several 
thousand have become addicted to the habit, 
while the majority of these boys are so af- 
fected, mentally and physically, they are 
unable to make further progress in their 
studies. That these are facts l am fully pre- 
pared to prove, not only through my own ob- 
servation and the testimony of the boys 
themselves, but by the statements of many 
teachers and more than half the principals 
of Chicago, who I am confident are better 
able to judge of the effects of cigaret smok- 
ing on growing children than any other 
class of people—the parents not excepted. 

“As to my personal knowledge of the ef- 
fect of this habit on school boys, I have 
carefully observed it for the last three 
years, during which period at least 125 boys 
addicted to this habit have been at one 
time and another under my charge. These 
boys smoked from two to twenty cigarets 
a day, and not more than ten of them were 
able to keep pace with their ciass; yet nine- 
tenths belong to educated, intelligent 
families. Among these 125 boys were found 
nearly all of those pupils who were from 
2 to 5 years older than the average age of 
children for the grade, as well as 90 per cent 
of those boys especially hard to discipline 
and all of those who were in the habit of 
playing truant. An Anti-Tobacco Society, 
which most of the boys joined, was or- 
ganized. 


Make Frank Admissions. 


“From frank and friendly conversations 
with these boys many of their temptations 
and difiic. ties were made clear. Twenty- 
five stated that the reason they failed to 
learn their lessons was because most of the 
time they were too sleepy to study; thirty 
said they were always dizzy after smoking; 
twenty-two could not write neatly because 
their hands trembled; several, to use their 
own words, ‘ felt shaky ’ when they walked. 
A large number were unable to run any dis- 
tance, some not more than a block, al- 
though before they began to smoke they 
could run as far and as fast as any one. 
Nearly all of these boys told me they had 
headaches almost constantly. With scarce- 
ly an exception they stated that they were 
unable to learn their lessons, although kept 
night after night for that purpose. ' 

“After a careful investigation of the cases 
of ten boys, who were four or five years too 
old for their grades, I found that each one 
had begun school at 6 years of age, and had 
made a grade or more a year up to the time 
he begam smoking, when all progress 
stopped. Several’ of these boys had even 
dropped back a gradeortwo. A number of 
those who had joined the Anti-Tobacco So- 
ciety succeeded in breaking off the habit 
entirely, and a few of these, formerly the 
poorest in their class, became the best.”’

TO PREYENT USE OF “ MINNEAPOLIS.” 


Five Millers File a Bill to Restrain 
H. R. Eagle & Co. from Stamp- 
ing the Name on Flour. 


Five Minneapolis millers yesterday filed a 
bill in the United States Court to restrain 
H, R. Eagle & Co., the Chicago wholesale 
grocers, from stamping the name of “‘ Min- 
neapolis’’ on flour alleged to have been 
made in Milwaukee. 

The complainants are the Pillsbury-Wash- 
burn Flouring company, the Washburn- 
Crosby company, the Minneapolis Flour 
Manufacturing company, the Barber Mill- 
ing company, and the Pheenix Milling com- 
pany. These firms assert that, owing to 
the methods used in Minneapolis mills, 
known as the Hungarian process, the flour 
of that city has gained a world-wide repu- 
tation since 1866, and that the population 
of Minneapolis has grown from 8,106 to 200,- 
000, due to the flouring trade. 

They claim for the name of Minneapolis 
vested rights under the general trade mark 
laws. The bill is the first of a series to be 
filed against similar acts, 


CONFESSES ATTEMPT TO BLACKMAIL, 


Rufas R. Dodson, Grand Chief Mentor 
ef the Kuights of Labor, Gets 
Into Trouble at Galesburg. 


Galesburg, Il., Feb. 20.—{Special.]—Col- 
ored circles here have been greatly excited 
today over the arrest of Rufus R. Dodson 
of Evansville, Ind., Grand Chief Mentor of 
the Knights of Labor and prominent in other 
colored societies. Dodson came ,here to ad- 
just difficulties in one of the lodges and was 
at once put in jail on complaint of Mrs. John 
Johnson on a charge of blackmail.

TEACHERS PASS A RESOLUTION DEP- 
RECATING ANY OHANGES. 


Meeting at the New Franklin School 
Discusses the Action Proposed by 
Trustee Errant’s Committee of Fit- 
teen, and a Council of Three to Act 
Adversely Is Appoitnted—Principals 
Amnounce the Statute’s Constitu- 
tienalty Will Be Tested in Courts. 


Over 300 grade teachers of the public 
schools, all women, and a few-principals, all 
men, met yesterday afternoon at the new 
Franklin School, in Goethe street, near 
Wells, to consider the proposed amendments 
to the school-teachers’ and employés’ pen- 
sion and retirement law. A resolution was 
adopted deprecating any change in the law, 
and an announcement was made that cer- 
tain principals would soon take the matter 
Into the courts with a view of having the 
law declared unconstitutional. 

The meeting was the result of a similar 
meeting held a week before at the Palmer 
House, and its object was to counteract 
the efforts of a committee of fifteen ap- 
pointed by Joseph W. Errant, President of 
the Board of Trustees of the Pension Fund, 
six weeks ago, to frame suitable amendments 
to the law. All the 3,500 grade teachers in 
the city were invited, but practically none 
but North Side teachers were present. 

Miss Minnie Stafford of the Sheldon School 
was chosen Chairman, and Miss Carrie B. 
Whitcomb of the Ogden School Secretary. 


OCoeuncil of Three Named. 


On motion of Mrs. Margaret J. Codd the 
meeting voted to appoint a council of three, 
who should take special charge of the mat- 
ter to be considered. The three teachers 
chosen for this councit] were Miss Minnie 
Stafford of the Sheldon School, from the 
North Side, Miss Catherine Coffin of the 
Jones School from the South Side, Miss 
Elizabeth B. Root of the John Ericsson 
School from the West Bide. 

Miss Goggin gave a humorous account of 
her lobbying experience in favor of the bill 
at Springfield. She said if the law was to be 
amended at all the inequality in the assess- 
ments should be corrected. That the Super- 
intendent should be assessed per annum $70, 
each of the assistant Superintendents $40, 
the principals $20, and the grade teachers 
$12, and yet all of them be entitled to a pen- 
sion of $600, seemed to some people unjust. 

She said there was only $52,000 in the fund 
at present, and that it was insufficient to 
meet the demand if all should retire who 
were entitled to do so. The demand would 
have to be met by increasing the assessment 
or increasing the time of service that enti- 
tled one to retire, or by giving pensions only 
for disability. . 

Think of 1 Per Cent Assessment. 

Miss Blizabeth K. Burdick of the Prescott 
School explained the intentions of the Com- 
mittee.of Fifteen. She said the committee 
had thought of making the pension $800, 
instead of $600, and of assessing all bene- 
ficiaries 1 per cent on §800, irrespective of 
salary. ‘It had also thought it advisable to 
equalize the terms of gervice for men and 


“women entitling them to retirement. 


‘Louis J. Block, principal of the Marshal! 
School, and Chairman of the Committee of 
Fifteen, appealed to the grade teachers to 
do nothing hastily. He assured them that 
if the bill was left unchanged it would be 
tested in the courts and declared uncon- 
stitutional. 

Miss Elizabeth B. Root said the appoint- 
ment of a committee to tinker with the 
pension law was unwarranted. 

Principal John T. Ray of the John Crerar 
School made a short address, in which he 
said another principal had assured him that 
litigation had been determined on, and that 
thousands of dollars had been raised to test 
the constitutionality of the law. : 


Present Law Is Indorsed. 

After several others had made “informal 
speeches, Mrs. Codd moved that the meet- 
ing declare it to be its sentiment that no 
change should be made inthe law. Several 
amendments and motions to lay on the tabic 
followed, but the original question was at 
length put and the motion carried. The 
meeting then adjourned without fixing any 
time or place for the next meeting. It was 
announced, however, that the next meeting 
would be in a more central location, and a 
collection was taken up to defray expenses. 

It was stated after the meeting that the 
principals who meant to test the constitu- 
tionality of the law were George W. Davis 
of the Hawthorne School, Charles 8. Barth- 
olf of the Burr School, Rufus M. Hitch of 
the Doré School, and Cephas H. Leach of 
the Ogden School.

CONTROLLER WETHERELL TALKS OF 

~HIS PLAN FOR CHICAGO. 

Ppll License, or Its Equivalent, in 
Highway Work, Advocated as an 
Equitable Solution of a Knotty 
Problem—Tribute from Business 
and Professional Men Also a Rem- 
edy—Public or Council Left to Act— 
Financial Report te the Mayor. 


“My suggestion that a poll tax be levied, 
or that business and professional men be li- 
censed, to increase the revenues of the city 
enough to meet a prospective deficiency, has 
not been drafted in the form of an ordinance 
or a bill for the Legislature,”’ said City Con- 
troller Wetherell yesterday. ‘‘ Neither do 
I know that it will be.” ~ 

Mr. Wetherell said he had made the sug- 
gestion, as it seemed necessary that some- 
thing be done, but it must rest with the 
newspapers, or the public, or with the Coun- 
cll directly to give the suggestion form and 
impetus. 

“There are many resources upon which 
the city might draw for revenue,” he ex- 
plained, “which are not drawn upon. I find 


by the report of the Auditor of the City of 


St. Louis that that city derives revenues 
of several hundred thousand dolars, I be- 
lieve about $900,000, each year from the li- 


' > “censing of various businesses not levied 


upon if this city. The merchants in all 
lines of business are required to pay small 
license fees annually. 

He Notes a Discrimination. 

“ Why should not a grocer or a dry goods 
dealer pay a license fee as well asa butcher? 
The commission merchants of St. Louis are 
taxed, likewise keepers of sales stables, real 
estate brokers, insurance agents, fortune 
tellers, manufacturers, and so on through a 
long list. The merchants and manufacturers 
together pay nearly $300,000 each year into 
the treasury. The city also gets $55,000 
each year as interest on city funds on de- 
posit. — 

“ There are arguments that might be ad- 
vanced in favor of such a system of taxa- 
tion. Men who have large interests have 
more at stake than private individuals, of 
the laboring class particularly, and a wise- 
ly arranged schedule of license fees to be 
paid by business-men would work an in- 
justice on no one. 

5 Touches on the Poll Tax. 


“On -the other hand, there is much to be 
gaid in favor of a poll tax to raise revenues 
to ba expended in certain departments of 
city work, such as street cleaning or any 
work which employs money aimost entirely 
for the hiring of labor. 

‘‘It may bé held that such a tax requiring 
@ poor man to pay as much as a rich man is 
unjust. There is another way of looking at 
that. The man of property pays taxes 
through other channels. There are thou- 
sands of workingmen who have all the ben- 
efits of city government, such as police pro- 
tection, protection against fire, and other 
benefits growing out of a municipal govern- 
ment, who pay not one cent in taxes from 
one year’s end tothe other. They are ofthe 
class that would be benefited by the poll 
tax through the employment of labor; in- 
creasing the demand for labor, and they 
would derive as much good as any class 
from cleaner streets or any other improve- 
ments made by the expenditure of the tax. 

Paid a Tax or Worked. 

“I can remember when every man in Chi- 
cago of voting age had to pay a poll tax or 
work. three days in the street. A man of 
property paying a poll tax would derive no 
benefit from it in a pecuniary way, and it 
would be taking that much out of the pockets 
of the well-to-do to be used in paying labor.”’ 

Mr. Wetherell said from the present out- 
look, even if all other city departments are 
held down to the amounts required by actual 
necessity, there would be no money on hand 
next year for keeping the city streets clean. 

Wetherell Reports to the Mayor. 

Controller Wetherell yesterday sent to 
Mayor Swift a statement showing the con- 
dition of the city’s finances to be better 
at present than it has been during the last 


ten years.

WALL STREET APPREHENDS DELAY 
* IN TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


Speculative Business Dull Pending Ac- 
tion by the New Administration— 
Trust Investigation a Fizzle and 
Leaves the All-Important Questions 
Untouched—Foreign War Would As-~- 
sure Great Commercial Gains, Al- 
though There Might Be Drawbacks. 


New York, Feb. 20.—[Special.]—Wall street 
activity does not increase. Upon the con- 
trary, it diminishes. The waiting disposition 
is still controlling. Nobody wants to de any- 
thing in the investment or speculative world 
pending a change in national administra- 
tions: There is, moreover, a growing ten- 
dency to express the view that it will be 
politic to wait beyond inauguration day till 
the new Congress under President McKin- 
ley’s direction shall have done something 
toward fixing a revised tariff act. Here and 
there are subtle suggestions from quarters 
too often right to be ignored that when the 
special session of Congress does convene it 
may make exceedingly slow progress. In- 
deed, on the New York Stock Exchange one 
day this week a bet of $500 to $1,000 was 
Was publicly made that no tariff bill would 
be put through the special session of Con- 
gress within three months after the inaug- 
uration. Another bet with not much differ- 
ent odds was made that it would be August 
before any tariff bill would be passed. Wall 
street is apprehensive that Mr. McKinley is 
going to have trouble with some of the old- 
time politicians whom he has been ignoring 
since the election time—whom in fact he 
ignored during the campaign. In this cate- 
gory are placed by Wall street calculators 
such practical politicians as Mr. Quay, 
Thomas C. Platt, Gov. Foraker, and Mr. 
Kurtz of Ohio, if'the latter happens to be 
chosen Mr. Foraker’s colleague. Mr. For- 
aker’s friends say that he will be. 

Can Tie Up the Senate. 

According to Wall street theorists, who 
argue that there will be delay and snarls in 
coming tariff legislation, this band of broth- 
ers can at their own sweet will tie up the 
Senate, providing, of course, that, as is nat- 
ural, the Democrats stand together opposed 
to any suggestion that the administration 
may propose. Mr. Quay and Mr. Platt, in 
Florida together, are known to be joking 
with their friends over the ‘“‘ smooth paths ” 
which they say Mr. McKinley expects to 
have. If there should develop substantial 
interferences with the administration's 
plans for revising the tariff the effect in 
Wall street must undoubtedly be depress- 
ing. For.many a weary day the financial 
world has been waiting the time now 580 
close at hand for the incoming of an admin- 
istration which, disposed to treat business 
interests fairly, would establish a tariff 
schedule intelligible and fixed. Disappoint- 
ments on this account are bound to be 
fraught with Wall street sequels of an un- 
pleasant character. ’ 

We haye been hearing for a couple of 
months that at inauguration boom was 
coming to Wall street. So far it has amply 
disguised its approach. Such changes as 
have taken place in quotations this week 
have been almost wholly declines. 


Trust Investigation a Farce. 


The trust investigation has petered out. 
Nothing of consequence has been accom- 
plished by Senator Lexow and his colleagues 
beyond cutting a ridiculous figure in public, 
lf the questions snarled at the sugar trust 
are to be taken as a sample of anti-trust 
campaigning, the trusts have mighty little 
to apprehend, for the questions asked of 
Messrs. Havemeyer and their colleagues 
were precisely such questions as would have 
been certain to be asked had the framing of 
them been left wholly to the Havemeyers 
themselvés. Senator Lexow had put before 
him a series of questions from a well in- 
formed source before he began his investiga- 
tion into the sugar trust mystery, one of 
which reviewed the matter of whether or not 
the trust had made a big secret issue.of 
bonds. Senator Lexow said that these ques- 
tions would be asked. He has not asked 
them. If he had put the questions and had 
insisted upon official answers the result 
would have probably been the disclosure of 
unexpected traps for the investing public, 
for it might have thus been shown that such 
bonds had been issued to offset tremendous 
losses made by the trust through the specu- 
lations of some of its magnates in the raw 
sugar market, such losses being practically 
a further charge upon the consumer, the 
$10,000,000 secret bond issue being perhaps 
only incidental, however, to that enor- 
mously disastrous raw sugar speculation. 


Foreign War Would Help Business. 


Wall street interest is drifting away from 
this trust investigation, not because any- 
thing more attractive has developed any- 
where, though the possibility of a foreign 
war has more or less affected slightly the 
course of stock market quotations. If any- 
thing like a real conflict should grow out of 
the Cretan incident the United States must 
eventually make great commercial gains. 
Our crops and our industrial output would 
command the markets of the world. At the 
“start, of course, we would have to contend 
with a lot of drawbacks. We would see our 
gold reserve diminish with a rush—the whole 
world galloping into a quick hoarding move- 
ment. In Wall street so far, however, no- 
body. of comsequence believes that the 
trouble between Greece and Turkey can get 
beyond diplomatic range. Thus it is that 
on this account we have so far had a few 
feverish afternoons, with little of substan- 
tial consequence following. 


Rumors of a Big Grain Deal. 


Chicago is not at the moment doing much 
in the stock market here. Most of the die 
patches which come from Chicago to Wall 
street are now largely confined to grain mar- 
ket matters. Under the leadership of half a 
dozen tmportant Board of Trade men there 
are in New York now probably a score of 
big speculators ready to turn in with a rush 
as buyers of grain and provisions the mo- 
ment the word comes from Chicago that 
foreign complications warrant such action 


Yerkes Has Gigantic Plans. 


Mysterious stories are going the rounds 
that Messrs. Elkins and Widener have not 
gone into the street railway directory of 
Mr. Yerkes without arranging for other 
joint account transactions.

A SERMON ON SPECTACLES, 


speaker’s notes on the subject which heisto 
discuss. The first pair of glasses sufficient- 
ly magnifies the handwriting to make it dis- 
tinct to the speaker’s eyes. 

By the aid of a thumbscrew the rollers 
may be thrown to the right, so that they 
will not be perceptible to the eye at ali. 
This same screw enables the speaker to 
turn the rollers at will, as his remarks 
progréss, and the motion will be no more 
indicative of its real purpose than the habit 
which so many persons who wear spectacles 
have of putting their hand to the bow every 
moment or two. 

The inner frame has the general appear- 
ance of a pair of spectacles, having the usual 
nose piece. One of the lenses is of any glass 
normally suited to the eye of the speaker. 
The other is a composite, the lower portion 
consisting of a magnifying glass so focused 
that the smallest print or handwriting can 
be read easily at a distance of half an inch. 

Supported upon the inmer frame is the 
outer frame, and it is upon this outer frame 
that the memorandum sheets are sup- 
ported. 

The*magnifying lens in the inner frame 
of course permits the notes to be written 
in small letters, thus economizing space, 
while.the colored lenses in the outer frame 
prevent the memorandum holder or rollers 
from being seen by the audience.

BIG CUTS IN WEST-BOUND FREIGHT 
* RATES ARE EXPECTED. 


Action of Lines Using the “ Three Is ” 
as a Connecting Link Will, It Is 
Thought, Force Several Roads Out 
of the Joint Traffic Trust—Norfolk 
and Western Adds to Complications 
by Pushing Its War on the Joint 
Traffic Pool Lines. 


A big row is almost certain to result from 
the putting on of fast freight by a number 
of the lines operating over the Vanderbilt, 
Pennsylvania, and other large Eastern rail- 
road systems to points in the West in con- 
nection with some of the leading Western 
roads, using the “Three Is” road as the 
connecting link. : 

The roads and fast, freight ines which are 
left out in the cold by the new deal do not 
propose to allow themselves to be euchred 
out of their share of the west-bound busi- 
ness, and while they are not able to meet 
the fast time made by the big lines in the 
Joint Traffic Trust, they can meet the new 
issuo by reducing the rates, and this is what 
they propose to do, 

Not much stock is taken in the claim that 
the new combinations for running fast 
trains had to be put on in order to offset 
the advantage gained by the running of fast 
trains by the Bakimore and Ohio between 
New York and Chicago. The Baltimore and 
Ohio has been running its fast freight train 
to Chicago for some time past, and no seri- 
ous complaint was made about it. 

By combining with the Indiana, Illinois 
and Iowa road and some of the Western 
Freight Association lines connecting with 
the “Three Is ’’ road the complications aris- 
ing therefrom cannot be dealt with by the 
Board of Managers of the joint traffic trust, 
as the matter has gone outside of their juris- 
diction. 

The Grand Trunk, Wabash, Délaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, and other lines 
which are shut out by the latest move on 
the railroad chessboard will in all likelihood 
seek relief by withdrawing from the joint 
traffic pool and make whatever rates they 
please. 

But still greater trouble will result from 
the determination of the Norfolk and West- 
ern not to be beaten by the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. The Norfolk and Western has been 
making war upon the joint traffic pool lines 
for some time past. During’ the last two or 
three weeks cuts have been made which 
have thrown ‘its competitors into convul- 
sions. The action of some of the pool lines 
in running fast freight trains through tothe 
Missouri River has made the Norfolk and 
Western still more aggressive. Next Mon- 
day it will make additional cuts in rates 
from Baltimore to Nashville and Memphis. 
These cuts, it is understood, will be met 
by the Seaboard Air-Line, and thus the war 
will epread to the South, and not only the 
joint traffic trust, but also the Western 
Freight and the Southern Freight Associa- 
tions will become involved in the fight. 


MAY GO INTO HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 


Rumors Concerning the Hocking 
Valley Road Will Not 
Down. 


Toledo, O., Feb. 20.—[{Special.J—Although 
the officials have repeatedly denied it, ru- 
mors of a receiver for the Hocking Vailey 
continue to be circulated. Men high in 
financial standing and close to Ohio roads 
assert positively that the road will go into 
the courts not later than March 1. Figures 
were produced here today to show that the 
Hocking Valley cannot possibly meet the 
interest due at that date, and it is announced 
the New York banking house which has 
stood back of the Hocking is in no position 
- come to the company’s rescue at this 

me. 

The stock has fluctuated much recently 
and even dropped as low at 4% Interest 
amounting to $21,000 on the $600,000 Colum- 
bus and Toledo second mortgage bonds, as 
well as interest on the eight millions of con- 
solidated bonds, falls due on March 1, mak- 
ing a toal of $221,000, and the assertion is 
boldly made that the Hocking cannot possi- 
bly meet the interest. The net earnings for 
1895 were $1,200,000, while the fixed charges 
were $1,129,750, and after the company had 
paid $10,000 in dividends there was a deficit 
for the year. 

Before that year there was a surplus, but 
it is alleged that this has all been expended 
in improvements. If this is so the company 
cannot keep out of the hands of a receiver. 
President Belke of the Ohio Central owns 
the $8,000,000 censolidated bonds. He is 
backed by powerful Wall street interests, 
and well-known railroad officials claim it 
will eventually result in a consolidation with 
the Ohio Central, which would end the long 
rate war between terminal points. It is re- 
ported in Toledo today that the business 
between Columbus and Toledo is pooled. 


BAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS LAST WEEK. 


Cutting Rates Has Stimulated the Busi- 
ness of the Chicago Ruads 
Wonderfully. 


So many contracts have been made by 
east-bound roads from Chicago during the 
last three or four weeks that most of them 
have more business at present than they 
can easily handle. As a result east-bound 
shipments from Chicago continue to be ex- 
ceedingly heayy. The total shipments of 
all kinds of freight, except live stock, coal, 
and iron, from Chicago to points in the 
East by the ten east-bound roads last week 
amounted to 94,093 tons, against 90,782 tons 
for the week previous and 57,692 tone for the 
corresponding week last year. 

The tonnage carried by the roads was as 
follows: Michigan Central, 9,282 tons: 
Wabash, 7,675; Lake Shore, 10,437: Fort 
Wayne, 17,747; Pan-Handle, 12,609: Baiti- 
more and Ohio, 6,528: Grand Trunk, 7,957: 
Nickel Plate, 9,008; Chicago and Erie, 7,744: 
Big Four, 5,106.

As nearly as can be estimated Jeanette at 
Lhe time of her death was 120 yearsold. She 
was brought to this country in 1824 and was 
Phen the only female elephant in America. For 
this reason she attracted a great deal of at- 
tention and coined money for her owners, the 
first of whom was a showman traveling 
through the New England States. She was 

chased by Mr. Wallace fourteen years 
ago for $1,500. 

Jeanette was not.a large elephant, weigh- 
ing at the timeof her death a littie more than 
two and one-half tons. She was greatly 
emaciated, however, by her last sickness, 
Her hide, shriv- 
eled with age, seemed too big for -her 
shrunken body, but during the whole of her 
gickness she never lay down to rest, and in 
the end consistently died standing. Jeanette's 
gnost prominent feature was her é¢ars, which 
were unusually large and would have seemed 
big even on an elephant of greater size. She 
was gentle, kind, and affectionate to ali who 
treated her kindly, but resentful when 
aroused, and a natural born thief. 


Made Raids on Candy Stands. 


It was this latter characteristic which gave 
fise to many of the incidents now remem- 
bered by her owners. She was as fond of 
candy as any child, and had a deep-seated 
affection for*ginger bread, the correct 
method of making which is said to be among 
the umnrevealed secrets of the Southern 
States. In her efforts to gain these delicacies 
ghe showed neither honesty nor considera- 
tion. The small dealers in sweetmeats who 
follow the circus everywhere were the chief 
objects of her attacks. Their stands loaded 
with candy and cakes were never safe in her 
neighborhood. Her keeper describes her as 
one of the gentlest animals he ever handled, 
but during parades she became almost un- 
eontroliable in her attempts to get at the 
eweetmeats passed, and it was found neces- 
gary to provide an extra guard to keep her 
in line. On many occasions, in spite of the 
care exercised, she broke away from the 
parade and bodily confiscated both the 
stands and the stock in trade of the candy 
dealers, to the consternation of owners and 
bystanders. Mr. Wallace says that it has 
cost him hundreds of dollars to repair the 
“damage so created. 

Jeanette’s disregard of the property rights 
of others furnished more than one laughable 
4ncident at the winter quarters in this city. 
Not the least amusing of them wasthat ofa 
yeung Swede, just married and on a honey- 
mnoon tour with h‘s wife. The entire funds

yond this there was nothing to distinguish 
the vehicle from hundreds of others used 
every day fer pleasure riding. In the in- 
stance cited the driver played a practical 
joke on the policeman, for while he was 
bound for the smallpox, or, rather, the Iso- 
lation, hospital, the occupant of the car- 
riage was a diphtheria patient, being taken 
there for tréatment. There has not been 
a single case of smallpox in Chicago this 
winter, and the new hospital at Thirty- 
fifth street and Lawndale avenue, where 
all contagious diseases are to be hereafter 
corraled, has thus far had but five or six 
inmates, with diphtheria as the most seri- 
ous complaint. But this same carriage has 
in the past carried many a smallpox patient 
to the pesthouse. 


Private Carriages for Patients. 


The city health department maintains twe 
carriages, an ambulance, and a disinfect- 
ing van for use in the handling of conta- 
gious diseases. The carriages are kept for 
the removal of ail patients who are able to 
sit upright, the ambulance being called initc 
service only when a person is so sick as to 
necessitate the use of a stretcher. It is not 
pleasant to have a smallpox ambulance 
drive up in front of a hotel or private house 
in a thickly populated district, and thus at- 
tract a crowd to spread both the news and 
a scare of the pest.

Troubles of the PDrivers. 


One of these drivers in describing his duties 
and some of the queer experiences incident 
to them said: 

‘It woulén’t do to print our. names. We 
have trouble enough now without getting 
all our neighbors down on us and trying to 
foree us to move away from the places in 
which we have settled. All of us have fam- 
ilies, and I have never heard of any case of 
contagious disease in any of them, which 
goes to show there is no great danger of 
comtagion when reasonable precautions are 
taken. We change our clothes before goin 
home and use disinfectants thoroughly, an 
while we have handled hundreds of bad 
cases none of us or any member of our fam- 
ilies has ever been attacked. I have got sol 
don't mind taking up a smallpox patient in 
my arms and carrying him to the carriage, 
but I was pretty squeamish at first. All 
people don’t look at it the same way, how- 
ever, and if they knew our business would 
be inclined to shun contact with us. When 
we were sent out here to the new hospital 
last month we had hard work in finding 
houses to live in. There is nothing, as you 
can se, within half a mile of the hospital, 
but people kicked just the same, and it was 
difficult to get located, but we finally found 
homes, and so long as we are not known 
there is no trouble. 


Amusing Incident in Fumigation. 


ah Ever have any pecullar experiences? 
ell, a few. Some of them I have had good 
laughs over, too. Up to the time Commis- 
Sloner Kerr took charge of the Health De- 
partment all the smallpox equipment was 
kept under the Randolph street viaduct, and 
thousands of people went over our heads 
and within easy reach of the carPiages every 
day. On one occasion we were fumigating 
one of the vehicles after taking a patient out 
to fhe old hospital on the Ogden avenue road 
and the smoke of the burning sulphur poured 
gut in dense clouds. I was busy in the barn 
when a man who had seen the smoke from 
the viaduct rushed down and, pulling open 
the door of the carriage, soused the rig with 
a pail of water that was standing by. Then 
he came into the barn and sang to me: 

“* Your hack’s on fire. Why don’t you 
keep closer watch on your rigs? Some 
blamed fool dropped a cigar stump in it, I 
Suppose, and you’re chump enough to let it 
burn.’ 

‘* He was a testy old chap and I let him 
storm along until he was out of breath, when 
[ explained the situation to him. Say, it 
was better than a circus to see him get 
away on a dead run. His old legs wouldn’t 
move fast enough and they got tangled go 
he pitched and swerved around like a 
drunken man, and finally he fell with a 
pretty hard thump. I went out to help him 
up but he yelled at me to keep away, and I 
left him to crawl up the viaduct as best he 
cow. He was half dead from fright and 
looked like a scarecrow. 

With the Rich and Poor. 


Re O, yes, I’ve taken all kinds and condl- 

tions of people to the hospital in those rigs. 
fiuring the epidemic a year ago it was a 
constant rush. One night I would be at 
some swell housé on Ashland or Washington 
boulevard or down on some South Side ave- 
nue and carry out by the rear door some 
stricken member of the fainily. It is an odd 
thing, but the rest of the family were al- 
ways ready to let the sick one go without 
making any fuss, and it was seldom any of 
them @ame near me during the removai. 
It was in the poorer quarters of the city 
where I had the most trouble. In the Ho- 
hemian sections, where I was likely to be 
called after making a visit to 
sOme rich man’s home, all the 
people would fight against the removal of 
a patieht. The sick one, if it had strength 
enough, would kick and resist with all lis 
might and the relatives and neighbors would 
crowd around me and endeavor to make me 
drop my burden. They seemed to lose fear 
of the pest in their desire to retain the af- 
flicted one with them and it took rather 
harsh methods at times to make them yield 
When reason and explanatiom were una- 
vailing I had to simply pick up the sufferer 
as best I could, give the others to under- 
stand I would break a few heads if inter- 
fered with, and then fight my way to the car- 
riage or ambulance. After a patient who 
had been treated at the hospital returned to 
his home, however, it was always easy to get 
the next one taken sick in the same locality 
to gO along without any trouble. Infact the 
new patients were always anxious to go. I 
guess the others must have told them how 
well they were treated and fed there. 


Driver Loses a Smallpox Patient. 


I. It sometimes happened that we regular 
drivers couldn't take away the patients fast 
enough, and then extra men would be called 
in. These fellows were pretty hard cases 
and would think nothing of driving up to a 
saioon on the road to the hospital and going 
inside to get a drink or two while their 
charges were left waiting in the carriages. 
Commissioner Kerr has stopped that sort of 
thing now, but it was different a couple of 
years ago. I remember one night when an 
extra Man was started for the hospital with 
a smallpox patient in his carriage. The pa- 
tient was a young Bohemian who was still 
strong and able to get around freely without 
help, although he was badly broken out with 
the disease. He and his family had fought 
against his being taken from his home, but 
after he was putin the carriage he seemed to 
become quiet, and as we anticipated no fur- 
ther trouble with him he was startefi off 
alone with the extra driver while the rest 
of us went to attend to other calls. On the 
road the driver stopped to bowl up, and he 
got pretty intoxicated. It was after mid- 
night when we reached the hospital and, 
ringing the bell, bade the man on watch 
come out and get his patient. When the 
carriage door was opened the vehicle was 
found to be empty. An inquiry was made 
early the next morning, and the sufferer 
was found at home again. He had grown 
tired of waiting for the driver at the road- 
house and got out of the rig. Going toa 
saloon across the stréet he took several 
drinks, and then went coolly homeina street 
car, exposing scores of people to contagion.,’’ 
Chicago Protected Against Epidemic. 

As matters are managed now there is 
little chance for any contagious disease 
ever becoming alarmingly epidemic in Chi- 
cago. The system of removal and isolaiion 
and the disinfecting of premises has been 


brought to a high degree of perfection and 


the Health Department organization is such 
that it is a comparatively easy task to 
stamp out any ordinary forms of plague. 
It is the opinion of Dr. Garrott, the “* smali- 
pox sharp’’ of the department, that if it 
were not for immigration this pest would 
never again be séen in this city. 

It has been completely eradicated since 
the epidemic of 1804-'05, and such cases as 
are heard of hereafter will be those brought 
here by immigrants. So long as there is 


no influx of foreigners from infected districts, 


either here or-abroad, there will be no dan-. 
ger. The conditions are not such now as to 
invite immigration, and if It is renewed with 
the return of good times sanitary precautions 
will be adopted at various points along the 
lines of travel that will effectually shut out 
any afflicted persons, 


AID FOR THE VICTIMS OF LEARNERS. 


Noiseless Piano Promises Relief for 
the Listeners to the Efforts of 
Beginners in Music. 


A\day of hope has dawned for the victims of 
musical students and piano soloists. An in- 
vention which has recently been brought to 
Chicago promises to do much towards mak- 
ing life in a flat once more wo, th living. 
Henceforth, instead of yielding to unright- 
eous anger, if not profanity, when the neigh- 
bor’s piano starts up vigorously, one can 
sleep sweetly, all unconscious of the hard 
work being done by the musician. And all 
this benefit will come from the free use of 
the new dumb piano. 

Thia isn’t the name which the promoters 
of the new invention give toit.

High above the tur- 
moil of the streets two men were beating car- 
pets. They had swung the carpet ona wire 
not far from the edge of the roof and as they 
moved back and forth the people on the 
walks below could catch glimpses of their 
heads and movingarms.

Apparently the denizens of the place were 
cleaning house, though whether it was the 
advance guard of the house cleaning due 
next spring or a postponed portion of last 
spring’s endeavors is not known. The roof 
was not of the flat, gravel vari@ty, but of the 
sloping, tin species. This, however, did not 
discommode the operators. On the slope 
was displayed a considerable array of such 
of this world’s goods as are liable to the ac- 
cumulation of dirt, notably chairs, carpets, 
and rugs. These were recetving merited 
chastisement, each in turn, at the hands of 
two stalwart individuals armed with that 
approved weapon of the peripatetic carpet- 
beater, a section of hose split into a cat-o’- 
nine-tails. The carpets were hung over a 
wire selected presumably with some refer- 
ence to the amount of current it carried, 
The seats of the chairs were beaten as they 
stood. It was a scene of pastoral simplicity 
calculated to give one the spring fever. Were 
it not for the Chicago’ boiling through the 
streets below and the network of wires and 
array of chimneys e4d skylights, one might 
have thought himse_f in his own suburban 
residence during the cleaning season. But 
the men, during frequent pauses for conver- 
sation and expectoration, there being no law 
against the practice at that height, looked 
out over roofs which seemed to form an un- 
even and broken plain miles in extent. 

Order of the Proceedings. 

At the beginning of operations the’ men 
beat a rug—a rug possessed of a gay design 
ond a plentiful supply of dirt. Under the 
persuasive influence of the cat-o’-nine-talls 
the dirt rose in graceful clouds and floated 
lazily away toward the Masonic Temple. 
Then they turned their-attention to chairs, 
each of which reluctantly surrendered its 
portion of dust., Lastly the carpet spread its 
accumulation over the surrounding house- 
tops and revealed to the spectators its orig- 
inal colors anddesign. Then the men smiled 
into space and languidily retired, bearing 
their furniture with them. 

The incident served to draw attention to 
the fact that lack of space in the down- 
town district is beginning to drive many 
common labors to the roofs, or rather, per- 
haps, that the roofs are being found avail- 
able for numerous purposes never contem- 
plated in the designs of the architects. In- 
deed, several times the idea has been ad- 
vanced that it is possible and even likely 
Ahat before long the fact will be appreciated 
by designers of office structures and the 
roofs will be made to furnish a place for 
such work as cannot well be otherwise pro- 
vided. for—the numerous dutfes similar to 
carpet beating, which are everywhere found 
necessary and yet cannot well be carried on 
indoors or in the limited space offered by 
courts and alleys. That the plan is feasible 
is considered proved not only by the roof 
gardens, but by other instances where work 
as well as playgrounds have been laid out on 
the city roofs. 

Reofs Frequently Utilized. 

From thse upper stories of one of the big 
office structures one can look out Over square 
after square of roofs, covered by a net- 
work of wires and thickly set with chim- 
neys and smokestacks. Any one of these 
offers an area fully as great as that of the 
floor beneath, an open-air workshop or play- 
ground, but one of which in most cases no 
advantage is taken. Here and there, how- 
ever, in instances like that of the uncon- 
cerned carpet-beaters, some bright mind has 
found an opportunity in the expanse of 
roof and has turned {t to good accotint. In- 
deed. the two placid individuals may be part 
of the advance guard of a progress which 
is to make the city roofs a useful business 
ground,

There probably have been many churches 
-in the world founded by odd and peculiar 
methods, such as by @ bull fight in Mexi- 
co, but Chicago can probably boast the 
only case in which a church was founded 
from the “ kitty ’ of a poker game.

ALTGELD BENEWS HIS FALSE CHARGES. 

Soon after Altgeld made his wild charge 
that over a hundred thousand fraudulent 
votes were. cast for McKinley in Lilinocis— 
most of them in Chicago—Judge Carter of 
the County Court replied to him sharply. 
He called the attention of the ex-Governor 
to the fact that half of the election judges 
and clerks were Democrats and Populists, 
and asked for specific information as to how 
and where these alleged frauds in Chicago 
were committed. 

Altgeld has responded in a long, evasive 
letter, in which he declares that there were 
72,000 votes cast in this city last fall which 
cannot be accounted for. This is an aver- 
age of 76 rotestotheprecinct. As the aver- 
age vote to the precinct was 360, Adtgeld’s 
assertion is that over 20 per cent of the 
vote cast at each poll was fraudulent. 

Half the judges ami clerks were appoint- 
ed on the recommendation of Democratic 
or Populist committeemen. Yet it is as- 
serted that they allowed a fraudulent vote 
of over 20 per cent to be registered and cast. 
Altgeld asserts that some Democratic com- 
mitteemen selected judges who were ac- 
ceptable to the Republicaris. He does not 
give the names of those committeemen who 
selected judges who are accused of conniv- 
ing at or perpetrating frauds. This is a 
serious omission, 

An equally serious omission on Altgeld’s 
part is the failure to give for a single pre- 
cinct the names of seventy-six men or any 
other number of men who registered and 
voted ilegaliy. The registration lists are 
accessible. Nothing hinders the loyal Alt- 
geld-Bryam Democrats of any precinct from 
investigating and finding out who, if any- 
body, was registered illegally. 

It is not denied by Altgeld that there were 
some precincts where the Democratic judges 
and clerks were faithful. Then if they did 
their duty—and the presumption is they did 
—there was no illegal voting in those pre- 
cincts. Consequently in the @thers the al- 
leged fraudulent vote must have averaged 
much more than seventy-six to the precinct 
and can be exposed niore easily now. Why 
does not Altgeld do it? 

He quotes the figures of the school census 
to show that 350;000 lezal votes could not 
have been cast in this city last November. 
Nevertheless, there were that many voters. 
The census of 1890, which certainly was not 
padded, showed that there were in Chicago 
in June of that year 331,593 males of voting 
age. Some of these were not naturalized at 
that time, bit they all have been in the six 
years which have intervened. Some took 
out their papers in 1892, some in 1894, and 
some in 1896. 

So if Altgeld were correct in his assump- 
tion that 72,000 illegal votes were cast last 
fall the total number of legal voters would 
be only 278,000, or 53,500 less than the total 
number of adult males six and a half years 
ago. Altgeld seems to think the population 
of this city has fallen off since 1890. 

On the contrary, it has grown rapidly. 
There were 1,100,000 people here in 
1890. There are now 1,750,000 at least. 
This is a gain of over 60 per cent. There 
has been a corresponding gain in the num- 
ber of adult males. Many of them are un- 
naturalized. But the increase in the num- 
ber of legal voters has been so great that the 
vote of 1896 falls short by from 20,000 to 
40,000 of the number actually entitled to 
vote, 

The facts areagainst Altgeld. He cannot 
prove -that 72,000 votes or 10,000 votes or 
5,000 were cast illegally last fall. If he had 
any evidence he would submit it instead of 
making these reckless, indefinite charges. 


ANOTHER AMERICAN VICTIM OF SPAIN. 
It must be excessively annoying to Presi- 
dent Cleveland and the State Department to 
have the people bothering them with re- 
quests to protect the lives of American citi- 
zens in Cuba. The Chief Executive should 
be safe from such importunities, which are 
little better than attempts to coerce him into 
perpetrating a glaring inconsistency. He 
cannot be expected to serve the interests of 
Spain and at the same time yield to the 
dictates of humanity and patriotism, and it 
seems to be a waste of effort to seek to divert 
him from his extraordinary allegiance to the 
cause of despotism. This latest instance of 
Spanish cruelty to an American appears to 
be the most flagrant violation of all rights, 
treaty and human, but even it has failed to 
arouse the President from that complete 
lethargy into which he lapses when he hears 
the name of Cuba. 

Dr. Richard Ruiz, a naturalized American, 
who studied and practiced medicine in 
Philadelphia for many years, has been 
beaten to death, it is alleged, by his jailers 
in the Guanabacoa jail. He had been ar- 
rested, it appears, en the charge of having 
assisted a band of insurgents to derail a 
train, but as to this one cable dispatch de- 
clares: ““*The charge was of the flimsiest 
character, as every one in Guanabacoa 
knew that Ruiz attended strictly to his 
business and took no interest in political or 
revolutionary movements.” Consul-Gener- 
al Lee learned of the affair from unoflicial 
sources, promptly informed the State De- 
partment of the outrage, and asked for im- 
mediate instructions, but, as usual, he has 
not been able to obtain any reply. 

The evidence now obtainable indicates 
strongly that Dr, Ruiz was mumMered simply 
because he was an American citizen. It is 
astounding that such a thing could happen 
without bringing down on the murderers the 
vengeance of the American Nation.” But it 
seems that the strong arm of the govern- 
ment becomes palsied when its power is 
sought to. protect one of its citizens who 
happens to fall a victim to any of the dia- 
bolical plots of Gen. Weyler or his men. 
It is not difficuk for Spanish officials to do 
away with an American in the face of such 
indifference at Washington.: The arrests 
are almost always made secretly, the pris- 
oners are cohfined in remote jails, where 
they are debarred from seeing any of their 
friends, the charges are supported by per- 
juries which the Spaniards can manufact- 
ure in any desired quantity, and with this 
trumped-up justification for arrest the 
victims need not be brought to trial, for 
they are subjected to a worse torture than 
any that could be imposed by legalized pun- 
ishment. 

The grim defense is being made already 
in the Ruiz case that he was not murdered 
but committed suicide. Why? Because the 
vileness of his cell was so unendurable that 
it drove him insane. It is almost to be 
hoped that the Spaniards can prove this 
defense, for thén they are more culpable 
‘a fatt than if they had beaten out the 


| General Lee has no chance against the or- 


ganized and systematic duplicity of the 
Spaniards. His authority will be secretly 
ridiculed by the. resourceful assassins, and 
they will have no difficulty in summoning 
an abundance of witnesses to prove that 
they have not. violated treaty obligations. 
No stately, ponderous red tape of diplomacy 
can avail against these Spanish outlaws, 
The State Department would, not be 
justified in plunging headlong into any ex- 
travagant retaliatory measures without a 
thorough knowledge of the facts, but 
neither is it justified in deferring for an 
instant ;the effort to ascertain the facts 
when sé serious a charge is matle as that 
contained in the Dr, Ruiz case. Reputable 
newspaper correspondents, working inde- 
pendently, agree on the facts that this 
American has been ruthlessly murdered. 
Consul-General Lee intimates as much in 
direct information to the government, and 
yet the State Department does nothing, 
although urged by repeated telegrams to 
send specific instructions. The investiga- 
tion of this case should be immediate, and 
so thorough and convincing at all points 
that there should be: no loophole for error 
as to the facts. 


M’CLAUGHRY GOES BACK TO JOLIET. 

Day before yesterday the Commissioners? 
of the Joliet Penitentiary appointed Maj. 
McClaughry Warden of that institution. 
He has consented to leave the Pontiac Re- 
formatory, whose affairs he has managed so 
successfully, and go back to the peniten- 
tiary, which he ran from 1874 to 1588. 

Gov. Tanner may consider himself fortu- 
nate in being able to get so good a man for 
so important a position. Maj. McClaughry 
is an admirable disciplinarian and also an 
able business-man. Such a person is spe- 
cially needed now that the convicts work on 
State account instead of for contractors. 
The Warden of the penitentiary is the head 
of a great establishment where many in- 
dustries are carried on,.and if he does not 
possess marked ability he will run the State 
into debt. 

The Warden's ninai is less than that 
which Maj. McClaughry has been receiving 
at Pontiac, and the intention is to increase 
it. This is one of the few cases where an 
increase in salary at this time is excusable. 
The duties of the Warden are so multi- 
farious and responsible that he ought to get 
good pay. 

It may be that the Legislature will de- 
cide to change the system of employing 
prison labor in some respects. If so, Maj. 
McClaughry is just the man to have in 
charge when the work of readjustment and 
reorganization is undertaken. 

There are many men of ability among 
those who are in charge of American pris- 
ons, but Maj. McClaughry stands at the 
head of the list. Gov. Tanner’s adminis- 
tration will be strengthened by the transfer 
from Pontiac to Joliet. 
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HAS DR. ABBOTT SWALLOWED THE 
WHALE ? 

Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the Outlook 
and pastor of Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, 
is, at all events, a vivacious man. That he 
is a versatile mam is shown by the number 
and variety of things which he has at- 
tempted—and has succeeded in doing. He 
is also a man of abundant courage. If he. 
was ever daunted in. face of a difficulty by 
any feeling of’ personal inadequacy the fact 
is not generally known. Dr. Abbott, more- 
over, is not constitutionally averse to no- 
toriety. And just now heis enjoying an un- 
usual measure of it. The question over 
which his clerical and other friends are be- 
ing agitated isa seriousone. Speaking ina 
figure it is this: Has Dr. Abbott swallowed 
the whale or has the whale swallowed him? 

Not to foree the figure to go on all fours, 
which no whale was ever expected to do, 
from his editorial chair on the one hand and 
his: pulpit. on the other Dr. Abbott is trying 
a two-fold experiment—as some think an ex- 


.ploitation of credulity over against that of 


faith. From the Outlook he is attempting 
to expound Christianity on the basis of a, 
radical evolutionist, as he is careful to call 
himself; and from the pulpit to explam how 
the Bible came to be the kind of book it is, on 
the theory that nothing has ever taken place 
in this world; or in any other, except as it 
came to pass along the purely naturalistic 
tramway of “evolution.” In other words, 
that as there has been nothing but evolution 
in the making of the world, so there has been 
nothing but the same sort of evolution in the 
making of the Bible, in the person and char- 
acter of Jesus Christ, or in Christian his- 
tory, and any one’s personal experience. 
Whether or not Dr. Abbott’s rather glib 
theorizing is well taken, offering to the 
human reason the real key to the mystery 
of the world and of the soul, it is, as every 
one will admit, a considerable task, especial- 
ly from the standpoint of a professedly 
evangelical Christian preacher, which he 
has undertaken. 

The world is, and so is the Bible; and the 
obstinate question still remains, how to ac- 
count for them, ‘Though one push his boat 
eut clear from the rocks on the one hand, 
will he eseape the whirlpool on the 
other? If Dr. Abbott succeed in escaping 
the demands of the old-time Christian faith, 
how will it Be with the exactions imposed 
upon his own credulity? Which is easier to 
believe, that God made the world and that 
he has had something to do, directly as well 
as indirectly and mediately, with human 
history; or that what is conveniently termed 
evolution has done it all? 

If there never were any so-called mira- 
cle and the whale did not swallow Jonah, 
is it Jonah now who, with the help of evo- 
lution, swallows the whale, and forthwith 
begins to shout from both chair and pulpit: 
“See how plain and easy, after all, the 
‘radical’ interpretation of nature and of 
man really is!” 

Modern science has wrought wonders; 
there is no doubtaboutthat. Since Darwin, 
too, the thinking of mankind, whatever the 
subject in hand, has been poured through 
the new molds; and it is a bold thinker who 
dares put any other label on his thinking 
than that of “ evolution.”” Of course every 
man knows that he is himself, in a part of his 
conscious being at any rate, a distinct per- 
sonality, with something of freedom in his 
power to start new things, evolution or no 
evolution. What, then, if God, if there be 
a God who in the beginning started all 


‘things, haw still at least as real a power as | 


we to new ,thingsy and from time to 
time, as occasions of moral discipline and 
helping might rénder. desirable, implant 
fresh beginnings of evolutionary growth? 
Mr. Herbert Spencer, who has at last so 
splendidly consummated his life work, com- 
pleting the enormous intellectual ondertak- 
ing which forty years ago he deliberately 
set for himself, od. spetpalihascrns rain: 
by which he thihks he.accounts for 
origin of religion, of all religions, in the 
world. This theory, on the lines of the 
“ radical” evolution, he believes he has. 
thought out tothé end. Even if it is a mis- 
taken theory, it is eomething to have it tried 


; that. But when the — speculator 


undertakes to make it out to be the whole 


| thing there is perhaps a danger at the end 


of the road of falling into a credulity of its 
own kind, a superstition of its own sort, as 
unsatisfactory to the larger reason and the 
hungry heart of mankind as that which he 
had been in such haste to get rid of. 

Tf, to put it concretely, the whale did not 
swallow Jonah, and there is no such thing 
as the supernatural, and there never was 
any miracle, and the universe has “ just 
growed,” will that supposition quite relieve 
the mind of its difficulties or put into the 
heart of the world a, deeper joy, a finer 
hope ? 


WILL DR. BUCKLEY BE ARRAIGNED! 

Dr. J. M. Buckley, the distinguished 
editor of the Christian Advocate of New 
York, is finding out “ how it is” himself. 
He has been criticising the attitude of Dr. 
Lyman Abbott toward the Bible, and now 
he is a subject of criticism himself, and 
one brother even intimates that he is ad- 
vocating as dangerous a doctrine as Dr. 
Abbott. In view of whgt Dr. Buckley has 
said of the eminent successor of Henry 
Ward Beecher as pastor of Plymouth 
Church this is severe. 

In a recent reference to Dr, Abbott's 
lectures on the Bible Dr. Buckley said that 
in what Dr. Abbott writes or says on re- 
ligious doctrine “there is a delightful 
vagueness, reminding one of a panorama of 
castles and mountains on elevated heights, 
across which iridescent clouds are being 
driven by the summer breeze; he advances, 
retreats, modifies, advances again, here em- 
phasizing and there ignoring passages of 
scripture, until the result is a system of 
tentative theories, which for want of a 
suitable expression we will venture 
to call ‘Lyman-Abbottized Christian- 
ity.” How much further Dr. Abbott 
will go in the line which he is pur- 
suing, Dr. Buckley says, it is impos- 
sible for him or any one else to predict, but 
to him “ it is quite obvious that the elements 
of Dr. Abbott’s power are not those of the 
apostles or of the founders of the great 
evangelical denominations, or of any of 
those preachers who have been eminently 
successful in aggressive spiritual work and 
the transformation of communities into 
ceaseless propagandists of the gospel. Nor 
does there seem any reason to believe 
that if his methods had been employed by 
them Christianity would ever have become 
an established religion.” 

Dr. Buckley is the,leader of the con- 
servative element in the Methodist Church. 
He can be counted upon always to oppose 
any radical movement, On this account 
he was appealed to to discuss Dr. Abbott’s 
recent statements concerning certain ac- 
cepted views of the Bible. In reply he 
stated that “in some respects what in his 
(Abbott's) teachings some of those sub- 
scribers would like to have opposed was 
held by John Wesley, and is, in our opinion, 
true. Some other things that he teaches 
were not held by John Wesley, but are, in 
our epinion, true.” Nevertheless, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that in other respects 
Dr. Abbott has been for some time “ drift- 
ing and rowing with a current that would 
carry him out of sight of most of the Jand- 
marks established by orthodox Protestant 
Christianity.” Dr. Buckley says that for 
two or three months his mental attitude has 
been one of wonder that the Congregational 
pastors of New York and Brooklyn “ could 
content themselves with personal or pulpit 
disavowal of sympathy with his ‘Abbott’s) 
treatment of the word of God/’’ Had Dr. 
Abbott been a' Methodist minister and a 
member of the conference to which Dr. 
Buckley belonged it is almost certain he 
would have been me may for heresy. 

Now that Dr. Buckley has declared in 
the Methodist preachers’ meeting that he 
does not believe in the infallibifity of the 
English version of the Bible he, too, is being 
charged with heresy. But there is no prob- 
ability that he will be brought to trial. 
Not only do the great majority of Meth- 
odist preachers hold the views expressed by 
him, but the founder of Methodism himself 
was of the same opinion. In the preface 
to his “ Notes on the New Testament” 
John Wesley, after declaring that “ the 
scripture of the Old and New Testament 
is a most solid and precious system of Di- 
vine truth; that every part thereof 
worthy of God; and all together are one 
entire body wherein is no defect, no excess,” 
adds: “ The division of the New Testa- 
ment into chapters having been made in the 
dark ages, and very incorrectly, often sep- 
arating things that are closely joined and 
joining those that are entirely distinct from 
each other.” The errors resulting from 
these causes have been repeated in several 
if not in all the English versions since. 

Dr. Buckley’s utterance will doubtless 
disturb many Methodists, and may even 
shake the faith of some of the extremely 
conservative in the safety of his leadership, 
but with John Wesley on his side there is 
no danger that the audacious editor will 
be arraigned,

GOWNS, BONNETS AND REFORMS. 

The Congress of Mothers is already a 
thing of the past. What the Congress of 
Mothers may have done for the children re- 
mains to be seen. The children of today are 
wise in. their generation and quite as subtle 
as serpents. Hence their future is prob- 
lematical, to say the least. It is not befond 
the possibilities that there may be ere long 
a congress of children to see what shall be 
done for mothers. Waiving this problem, 
however, the despair of the situation grows 
out of the fact that the mothers as reformers 
are not yet emancipated from a weakness 
which is most charming in women as wom- 
en, but most dispiriting in women as re- 
formers. So long as reformers have serious 
concern as to gowns and painful anxiety as 
to bonnets they cannot be absorbed in 
theories to that extent which characterizes 
the genuine reformer. So long, in a word, 
as they are absorbed in dress they cannot 
give themselves, body and soul, to the work 
of reform. 

The ¢losing session of the Congress of 
Mothers illustrates this point. There were 
three serious distractions which shunted the 
work of reform off the main track and sent 
the whole body, real and prospective moth- 
ers, on to the sidetrack of personal appear- 
ance, which perhaps confirms the old dec- 
laration that you cannot expel nature with 
a fork, We are not aware whether Dr. 
Mary Walker is a mother or not, but she 
certainly has radical opinions as to dress, 
amyl she gave the mothers a talking to as to 
their gowns and bonnets, to which the moth- 
ers replied with caustic allusions to her boots 
and breeches. From one point of view Dr. 
Mary Walker was right, bat from another 
point of view her position wasabsurd.

In a moment of forgetfulness, how- 
ever, Mrs. Birney lapsed from the Spartan 
mother into the natural woman, She was 
anxious that all the mothers should remove 
their hats. The otter mothers were not unr 
willing, but naturally they conld not under- 
stand why Mrs. Birney should be allowed 
to retain hers. When pressed to the wall 
she frankly confessed that she had been told 
she looked best with her bonnet on. The 
question was put to vote and Mrs. Birney 
carried the day, mttch to the disgust of Dr. 
Mary Walker, who jabbed her stovepipe 
over her eyes and withdrew, All the other 
mothers sat bareheaded and gazed at the 
mothers on the platform, sitting serene, satis- 
fied, and smiling under her violet trimmed 
chapeau with éts wealth of ribbon, fruit, 
vegetables, and ornithology. 

No one would criticise Mrs. Birney asa 
woman for yielding to the impulse of par- 
donable vanity. For as a Woman it is the 
duty of every woman to make herself as 
pretty as possible. But Mrs. Birney, un- 
fortunately, poses as a stern, unrelenting, 
uncompromising reformer, and cherishes an 
unconcealed and violent contempt for the 
male being im his relations to children or 
anything else needing reform. When Mrs. 
Birney, however, made that fatal admission 
in the matter of her hat she conceded that 
she was feminine, and that she deemed 
nothing feminite as foreign to her. But 
this is not the stuff of which reformers are 
made. Mrs. Birney will not be @ past mis- 
tress in the arts of reform until she has

A PLACE-MAKING JOB. 

A bill has been introduced at Springfield 
for the appointment by the Governor of a 
permanent commission of three persons. 
They are to be selected from Joliet, La Salle, 
and Peoria, or the vicinity. It is made their 
duty to inspect the Chicago drainage chan- 
nel, when completed, at least once every 
year, so as to find otit whether the provie- 
ions of the drainage law as to the quantity of 
water to be discharged are being complied 
with. 

If they think the law is not being observed 
they can apply toa court of chancery, which 
may restrain the Drainage Trustees from 
further use of the channel—thus throwing 
the sewage of the city into the lake to pol- 


¢ lute the water supply—until the flow of 


water has been increased to suit the ideas 
of the commission. 

Its members are to be pafa $10 a day for 
the time they are actually employed, which, 
if they were appointed, would be &bout all 
the time. So this bill is merely a scheme 
to provide fat jobs for three tax-eaters in 
the Illinois Valley and give them an oppor- 
tunity to harass the Trustees of the drain- 
age district whenever they felt inclined to 
do so, 

There is no necessity for the, appointment 
of such a commission. The provisions of 
the law regarding the amount of water to 
be discharged will be complied with with- 
out any supervision by three residents of 
the Illinois Valley. Least of all should 
such supervisors be allowed to go before 
some Judge in the valley and ve the 
drainage channel sealed up when it suits 
their whim. 

The Cook County members should keep 
their eyes on this vicious bill and’see that 
the officeseekers and malcontents in the 
Valley of the Illinois do not slip it through. 
POWERS’ POLICY OF DELAY IN CRETE. 

The powers are moving slowly in the 
Cretan difficulty, content for the time with 
having forced Turkey to remain passive. 
No trustworthy information has yet been 
given as to what their course will be to- 
ward the Greeks, but the logic of the sit- 
uation, viewed from the standpoint of the 
settled policy of the powers, favors the con- 
clusion that Greece cannot expect to obtain 
possession of Crete at this time. 

All sorts of guesses are being indulged in 
as to the attitude and secret sympathies of 
the various governments, ending generally 
in the suggestion that Greece has been in- 
spired to its magnificent exhibition of na- 
tional courage by the assurance of protec- 
tion from some strong quarter. But al! 
statements to this effect are merely guesses, 
for no official utteranee has come yet from 
any capital. The-only reports containing 
outlines of governmental policy that have 
appeared to have emanated from official 
sources unfortunately have sustained the 
theory that Greece's bold bid for a union 
with Crete is to bein vain. Russia especia)- 
ly has been credited with favoring the ambi- 
tion of the Greeks, and yet the latest dis- 
patches from St. Petersburg contain these 
positive statements: 

The Greeks’ obstinacy causes irritation here. 
The Novoe Vremya expresses the general feeling 
and policy of the government in saying that the 
powers have no idea of altering the policy they 
have taken. 

If need be the Greek battalions will be disarmed 
by them and Greéce placed in a painful situation 
by being blockaded. 

The Mirova de Otzoloski says politics is not 
sentimental and good sense orders the Greeks to 
retire. 

The position of Russia does not depend 
on the personal preferences and sentiments 
of the Czar. If the Ozar alone were con- 
cerned no oné could doubt that he would 
aid Prince Gémpge of Greece to the utmost, 
and this known friendship between the two 
royal houses has been the. basis for all the 
conjecture as to the course Russia would 
adopt. But Russia is a bureaucracy of the 
most absolute character, and the Czar is 
obliged to bow to the counsels of his min- 
isters and advisers, . 

A similar diplomatic restraint holds ih 
check the Government Great Britain. 
The popular feeling in England is strongly 
in favor of the union of Greece and Crete, 
if only because it would deal a blow to the 
power of the Sultan. Gladstone has voiced 
that sentiment in two clear-cut utterances, 
en his ministry mofe effectively than by 
acting in aécordance with that sentiment,

The license which has. been ae ee ‘the 
Greeks is entirely in accord with this policy 
of prudence. Their occupancy of Crete is 
tentative at the most, and can be changed 
in a day whenever the powers say the word, 
if they decide on that policy. In the) mean- 
time, of course, the Greeks are making the 
most of their present opportunity.| They 
are taking a fresh step daily toward the 
consummation of their desire for the an- 
nexation of Crete. But all the progress 
they have made has been no more than to 
land a smail force of troops, and even these 
forces recognize that they are at the final 
disposal of the ultimatum of the powers. 

It would be a grand climax to the record 
of civilization for the century if Greece and 
Crete should be permitted to unite free 
from any taint of the Sultan’s yoke, But 
it is to be feared that Turkey’s power has 
not yet been broken sufficiently to warrant 
this expectation. 
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THE CABINET PROBABLY COMPLETED. 

Maj. McKinley seems to have) finished 
the task of making up his Cabinet. It is 
agreed that James A. Gary, an old Mary- 
land Republican, is to be Postmaster-Gen- 
éral. Not being able to see his way clear 
to give a position to Kentucky, President 
McKinley has recognized the border States 
by taking his Postniaster-General from 
Marysland, which gave its Electoral votes to 
a Republican candidate for the first time 
last fall. The selection of Mr.'Gary is 
looked on as an excellent one, 

It is stated that Col. J. J. MeCook is to 
go into the Cabinet not as Attorhey-Gen- 
eral but as Secretary of the Interior, while 
Judge -McKenna, to whom it was under- 
stood that position had been offered, is to 
be the Attorney-General. No other changes 
are to be made. 

This arrangement ought to be eminently 
satisfactory. When Col. McCook’s bame 
was first mentioned it was in connection 
with the Attorney-Generalship. At once it 
was asserted that he was the counsel for 
the sugar trust, a corporation lawyer who 
sympathized with combines, and therefore 
not a man who could be expected to make 
a serious effort to enforce anti-trust laws. 

It is denied that he ever was the lawyer 
for the sugar trust, though it is admitted 
that he has done a great deal of legal busi- 
ness for corporations. He is a lawyer of 
much ability, and corporations are in the 
habit of employing the best men they can 
find. But if Col. McCook is to be Secretary 
of the Interior no exception can be taken to 
his having worked for corporations, 

The Secretary of the Interior should be 
an able lawyer. He has to pass on a va- 
riety of important legal questions—land 
cases, pension cases, etc. But he has noth- 
ing to do with the enforcement of anti- 
trust laws. Hence no one can criticise with 
cause the. selection of as fine a Jawyer as 
Col. McCook as Secretary of the Interior. 

Judge McKenna has never been  sus- 
pected of entertaining any affection for the 
trusts. He may be relied on to wage war 
on them as soon as he has settled down in 
office. 

Dissatisfied “statesmen” at Washing- 
ton may find fault with the Cabinet &s con- 
stituted, but people generally will be of the 
opinion that Maj. McKinley has done very 
well, 


A MEASURE* has passed the Territorial 
Council of New Mexico providing that 
“every sleeping car shall carry a fire and 
burglar proof safe for the stotage of valu- 
ables while passing through this Territory.” 
Most people doubtless will imagine that this 
proposal is intended to protect passengers 
from the rapacity of the porters, but the in- 
tention seems to be to render the lot of the 
train-robber as precarious as possible. It 
has been the distressing habit of these incon- 
siderate robbers to wait until a train reached 
some lonely spot in the Territory in the dead 
of night and then to force the inmates of 
sleeping cars to line up along the track 
while their valuables were removed from the 
car. Many of the victims of this relief 
agency have never, become accustomed to 
enduring the night air in such scant attire, 
and their protests have resulted finally in 
this remedial legislation. It is believed, 
doubtless, that by storing all the valuables 
in the safes the passengers will be permitted 
to sleep an‘ only the safes will be removed. 
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CoL, JoHN J. McCoox, who ts belleved to 
have been chosen for a place in the McKinley 
Cabinet, has decided views on the subject of 
arbitration treaties, as the following state- 
ment, made in a speech at a banquet in New 
York, demonstrates:

Building and Leasehold Bought by 
First Mortgage Bondholders. 

The leasehold interest and building of the 
Lakota’ Hotel was sold at the rooms of the 
Real Estate Board yesterday morning, un- 
der a decree of foreclosure in favor of the 
first mortgage bondholders, for $229,000. 

The property is located at the southeast 
corner of Michigan avenue and Thirtieth 
street, and has beem the subject of litigation 
since the building was constructed. It was 
bid in yesterday by George L. High, repre- 
senting the first mortgage bondholders. 

The building is eight stories high, witha 
frontage of ninety-nine feet om the avenue 
and 119 feet on Thirtieth street.

The company de- 
faulted in the payment of the interest on the 
first mortgage bonds, and as a resuit the 
courts ordered the sale of the property.

ENORMOUS CORN EXPO RTS. 


LAST WEEK’S MOVEMENT ESTAB- 
C1SHES A HIGH-WATER MARK. 


Speculators Afraid to Be Short Over the 


Monday Holiday—Foreign Markets 
Reflect Uneasiness Over the War 


Talk—Argentine Shipments Away 
Below Those of Last Year—Provis- 


fons De Net Fully Sympathize with 
Wheat—Street Produce Prices. 


————— 


Last west exports of corn would more 
than fill the two largest public grain ele- 
yators in Chicago to, their fullest capacity. 
Taking the average of the big local ware- 
houses the exports would fill five elevators to 
overflowing. The old-fashioned estimate of 
thecapacity of a 10-ton car was 408 bu of corn. 
On that basis last week's exports of 6,441,- 
000 bu would represent over 16,000 car loads. 
Even with the greatly imcreased carrying 
capacity of modern cars the clearances would 
make a respectable showing ou any railroed. 
The mere statement that last week’s ex- 
ports were the heaviest on record for a like 
period does not do justice to the situation. 
The exports were 50 per cent greater than 
for the previous week, when the showing 
was excellent. They were much greater than 
the clearances of the corresponding weeks 
of 1896, 1895, 1894, and 1808 added together. 
They were almost twice as much as for any 
week last year. They were half as much as 
for the whole month of February last year, 
according to govermment returns, and more 
than twice as much as for the whole of 
February, 1895. The extent of the movement 
by way of Southern lines is shown in the 
fact .that the clearances for the week 
from New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore were only 8,605,000 bu. In 
these clearancé’ the week is closed on Satur- 
day, while Bradstréét’s week, with exports 
of 6,441,000 bu from all ports, is of a little 
different date. The comparisons hold good, 
however. , 


Speculative Trade Is Evened Up. 

From appearances the speculative wheat 
trade was evened.up more nearly last night 
than at any previous time in weeks. There 
were a number of considerations of a char- 
acter to decide shorts not to remain out 
over the Monday holiday. Cables were high- 
er and consols were off sufficiently to reflect 
apprehension abroad regarding political com- 
plications. The weather forecast was an- 
other factor tending to frighten shorts. 
There were rains all over the winter wheat 
belt, with a prospect of much lower temper- 
atures. The Liverpool market quoted spot 
No. 1 Northern wheat at an advance of+444 
and futures up 4%@ld. Argentine shipments 
for the week were only 152,000 bu, as against 
1,140,000 bu the same week last year. For 
four weeks Argentine shipments have been 
312,000 bu, as against 2,760,000 bu for the 
same period of last year. Clearances for the 
day were moderate at the equivalent of 201,- 
000 against 239,000 bu, received at primary 
points. Clearances for the week were fairly 
good, although much below the level of 
year. Receipts at the two principal North- 
western markets were 801 cars. Two Min- 
neapolis concerns reported flour sales of 
82,000 bris, with an advance of 5@10c in price. 
The Washburn-Crosby company will start 
up its “A” mill on Monday and will then 
have its entire plant in operation. May 
wheat opened with an advance over night of 
%c and never sold lower than the bid price 
at the close Friday. The market advanced 
steadily, and on the bulge which carried 
May wheat to 77%c Mitchell and Baldwin- 
Farnum were conspicuous buyers. In a 
general way shorts covered freely. The re- 
port of the elevator fire in Toledo, where the 
stock being exclusively of re@ winter wheat 
is limited, might have had some effect if it 
had not been learned early in the day that 
only 47,000 bu of wheat and 27,000 bu of rye 
had been destroyed. 

, Local Receipts Are Small. 

Local receipts were 23 cars, with 34,000 bu 
inspected out of store. Weare sold 26,000 bu 
of wheat, to millers chiefly, No. 2 spring, at 
gc under May price in store. Sales by sam- 
ple on local billing were as follows: No. 3 
red at 80@83\%c, No. 2’red at 8644@87c, No. 2 
white at 835c, and No. 8 spring at 74c. 

Provisions were fairly steady in tone al- 
though there has been little sympathy shown 
with wheat, either on the bulge in wheat 
Friday or the continuance of strength yes- 
terday morning. Local receipts of hogs 
were 21,000, with prices 5c lower. On this 
concession in price at the Yards, products 
opened at buyers’ prices of the night before. 
The trade in the pit was rather light, prob- 
ably on the Monday holiday. Receipts of 
hogs for the week were 183,187, as against 
182,592 last year. Packing to date was 
placed at 2,216,000, as against 2,343,000 for 
the same period in 1896. At seven principal 
packing points receipts of hogs yesterday 
were 42,600, as against 48,500 last year. 
The estimates are for 40,000 hogs at Chicago 
on Monday and 175,000 this week. 

Corn was steady at %c higher. There was 
not much life to the market, but exports of 
775,000 bu brought the exports of the week 
up to 6,444,000 bu, the greatest ever known, 
and caused a general good feeling. The En- 
glish speculative market was %d higher. 
The primary receipts were only 97,000 bu, 
against shipments of 451,000 bu, and for the 
week were 4,663,000 bu, as against 4,578,000 
bu the week previous and ‘2,412,000 for the 
same week last year. Local receipts were 
211 cars, very light, though but 197 cars 
were expected, and the estimated receipts 
for Monday are 180 cars.

HOMES IN SKYSCRAPERS. 


JOMESTIC LIFE AS IT ABOUNDS IN 
CHICAGO BUSINESS DISTRICT. 


Many a Family Circle Finds Comfort 
and Contentment Above the Confu- 
sion and Roar of the Down-Tewn 
Streets—How This Comparatively 
New Life Grew Up~—lIt Is Spreading 
Rapldly—Tenants Overrun Agents’ 
Objections. 


HE top of a’tall office building would be 
almost the last place in which the aver- 
age city dweller would expect to finda 
home. The home circle is generally 

considered a thing quite apart from the life 
of the down-town districts. Out of a possible 
hundred of Chicago business-men ninety- 
nine would unhesitatingly declare that such 
a thing as a home right in the heart of the 
city could not well exist; the one-hundredth 
might perhaps admit that such a thing was 
probable. As a matter of fact itJs not only 
probable but of common occurrence. 

Chicago has. a large colony of homes in 
the region which is usually supposed to be 
given over exclusively to business purposes. 
In many of the larger buildings home life 
goes on quietly and ostentatiously all the 
time. In fact, there are few office buildings 
in Chicago which do not shelter severa! 
homes beneath their roofs. The last three 
words are ag true Hterally as metaphorically. 
For some reason, probably that of light and 
coolness, the down-town homes of Chicago 
are generally situated in the very top of the 
buildings in which they are located. The 
home colony of Chicago is an elevated one in 
two senses at least. 

The reason for this fact lies, according to 
the home-makers themselves, in the con- 
committant fact that the original dwellers 
in the heart of the city were artists. Many 
of these men and women had been abroad, 
and while across the waters had made their 
Studio fulfill all the purposes of a home as 
well; upon returning to Chicago they saw 
no reason why the same thing should not be 
done here. So they quietly proceeded to live 
in their studios, and these studios, for the 
double reason of light and inexpensiveness, 
were located near the roof. To a man or 
woman who has studied art in Paris the 
stairs which must be mounted atnight, when 
the elevator has ceased to run, are hardly 
worth noticing. 

Many Are in Professional Lines. 

From the artistic contingent, a large pro- 
portion of which. still lives in the attics of 
the big down-town bulldings, the practice 
spread to the musicians and other profes- 
sional men.. The musicians found in it relief 
from the noise and varied unpleasantness of 
a boardinghouse life; the professional men 
speedily discovered the comfort of having 
their homes located right in the center of 
the city. Of the numerous Chicago business- 
men of whom the city directory gives no 
home address quite a large percentage make 
their homes in the same building with their 
offices, frequently in the offices themselves, 
Of these men, again, nine-tenths belong to 
the ranks of either artists, musicians, law- 
yer or physielans. The remaining tenth is 
composed of dentists, dressmakers, and 
business-women. W omen—apart from 
the families of the men who make homes 
down-town-sare only just beginning to enter 
the business districts in the capacity of 
home-makers, but several home clubs for 
women have been started in down-town 
office buildings recently, and there is one big 
Dearborn street office building in which fem- 
inine home-makers reign supreme. 

This is the old Atheneum Building, and 
that two of its floors have been rented to 
women who desire to make homes for them- 
selves is due to the influence of the Alpha 
club, which oecuplies the top of the building. 
Originally all the women who lived in the 
building were under the sheltering wings of 
the club, but as time went on the agent of 
the building found himself besieged with 
applications for rooms by women who 
wished to make independent homes of their 
own. These applications were all refused at 
first, but now there are eight or ten of these 
homes in the building, and there is some talk 
of adding a couple of stories to the top of the 
tall structure and reserving them for this’ 
special purpose., C. J. Stombaugh, the agent 
of the building, expressed himself as strong- 
ly in favor of this idea when speaking of the 
subject, provided that the club would under- 
take the management of the scheme. 

The home-makers fm this building consist 
of several doctors with their families, two 
office women who were weary of boarding- 
house and hotel life, the head of a typewrit- 
ing school, a couple of dressmakers, two or 
three teachers, and a Dright little newspaper 
woman, who has fitted up a cozy nest for 
herself. 

With the exception of the fact that women 
are in the majority in this building the list 
of its home-makers would serve as a repre- 
sentative example of the class of inhabitants 
in all. 

Where the Homes Are Situated. 

While the buildings in which home life is 
carried on regularly are scattered all over 
the region bounded by the river, the lake, and 
Van Buren street as a southern limit, the 
intervening streets, Dearborn, Washington,

| Randolph, and State, together with Wabash 
and Michigan avenues, are the localities ° 


which are the most popular. Dearborn street 
is a special favorite, and the tall.new build- 
ings which have recently e.up shelter 


large numbers of homes, Mi‘chigan avenue 
offers an unsurpassable advantege in the 
view of the lake Which can be obtained there 
and the buildings at the lower end of Van 
Buren street are popular for the same reason. 
Only one building purposely fMtended for 
home as well as business use has been erected 
in Chicago so far as known, This, while 
located too far from the heart of thé cicy 
to be classed as a “ down-town,” bu'iding, 
is still within walking reach of the heart of 
the business district. In it suites of rooms 
are rented precisely as In apartment build- 
ings, and it is given over ‘exclusively to 
musical and artistic studios, . It is said a 
similar building down-town is being consid- 
ered and w'll be put up next summer. 

The original inception of the home colony 
down-town was undoubtedly due to neces- 
sity. The home in the heart of the city offers 
distinct advantages to the dwelier therein. 
He is exempt from many of the trials which 
fall to the lot of the resident upon the out- 
skirts of town or in the suburbs. s home is 
in the@enter of everything; there are ho trains 
to catch or lose, no street cars to run after, 


the steam heat is not turned off during the | 


chilliest hours of the morning; in the summer 
electric fans help to make life bearable. 
The gas never freezes and the water rarely 
fails. The unpleasantness’ of bad weather 
is greatly mitigated, the wear‘ng and 
fatiguing daily trip to and from town is 
eseaped entirely, added to all of which the 
cost of living is uppreciably lessened. In 
fact the advantages are many, the disad- 
vantages few, the principal disadvantage 
being that cooking 1s not allowed in these 
down-town homes. 

But even this drawback may be minimized 
by the aid of a chafing dish or alcoho! stove, 
and restaurants are always near at hand. 
Supplies of the bakery kind are easily pro- 
cured, and in most of the office build!ngs the 
milkman makes a regular day round, so 
that no anxiety on account of pos- 
sible hunger need be felt by the prospect- 
ive dweller in the heart of the city. Life, as 
experienced by the home colony down-town, 
is both a simple and a pleasant process, and 
free from many of the worries and cares 
which attach themselves to other modes of 
existence, 

Agents Dislike the Practice. 


The practice of home-making in the down- 
town districts is greatly disliked by the 
agents of the buildings, but they are prac- 
tically powerless to prevent it. Im almost 
every building the leases which are made 
out for tenants distinctly stipulate that 
neither sleeping nor cooking shall be al- 
lowed in the rooms rented, buf the lease is 
frequently the only place in which the rule 
is observed. 

‘We do not like it,”’ said one of the agents 
when asked concerning the home use of the 
offices in the buildings under his care, “ but 
we cannot help it, We tell people they must 
not remain ‘here at night, or live in the 
rooms, and that is about all it amounts to. 
They will do it, and we are helpless. It is 
better to allow a good tenant to bring his 
family here than to lose him, especially as 
the same thing is done in every building in 
the city, practically, and the prattice of 
making a home down-town is growing rap- 
idly, particularly since the advent of the 
hard times. A building exclusively devoted 
to this purpose is sadly needed in Chicago. 
and I do not doubt but that we shall soon 
have one. I should say a tenth of the tenants 
who rent rooms from me make their homes 
right here, and if I would allow business 
women-—aegents, teachers, office women, and 
so on—to make their homes in the building 
many of the rooms which have stood empty 
for a long time would be filled up speedily. 
Just when that sort of arrangement will be- 
come common is only 4 question of time.”

There is a story being told of how an officer of 
one of the biscuit companies has been visiting a 
broker's office and giving con. for the gale of 
stock in a tone of voice loud enough for every 
one in the room to hear. There is no doubt the 
officers of both corporations are shrewd bysiness- 
men, and a story such as the one being discussed 
yesterday is either an absurd falsehood or the 
ofticer {I qGestion Wanted the outside brokers to 
hear of the incident. 

Diamond Match opened at 120%, which was the 
high price for the day, and on liberal offertngs 
sold off to 128%, recovering to 12044, and closing 
at 128%.

The company does 
not desire to experiment with motive power which 
may prove a failure, and it is the intention to im- 
mediately equip the road with electricity, using 
the third rail system as it is now used on the 
Metropolitan and the Lake Street roads. 

The question whether the company shall build 
its own power plant or make a contract for beying 
power is one which is being diecussed. he Ed- 
ison company and the West Chicago’ Street rail- 
road company have made-offers to furnish elec- 
tricity, but in each case they would require con- 
tracts running for ten years. Some other offers 
have been received for furnishing power. but it is 
probable the company will build its ow plant and 
generate power for running its own cars.

In the development of the designs and color 
Schemes for the new library’s interior the 
Style peculiar to the Italian renaissance has 
been most largely drawn on. Marble floors, 
wainscoting, and pillars abound everywhere, 


: 


with paneled cejlings and beautiful colors. 


The mosaic work has Leen elaborate be- 


yond belief, special colored glass, mother of 


pearl, and the semi-precious stones being 
used lavishly to imbed in the dozens of rare 


marbles which have been used for pillars | 


and walls. In many cases the most intricate 
patterns have been worked out in small 
pieces of many different varieties of stone. 
On looking carefully -at’ the work the spec- 
tator’s only wonder is that it could have been 
done in eighteen months. 


Features of the Decorations. 


There is no part or corner of the interior 
which is. not finished beautifully, but the 
features of the work—the places where the 
most sumptuous effects have been produced 
—are the main delivery hall and the Wash- 
ington street staircase. These two may 
well contend with each other for the honor 
of being the finest specimens of colored giass 
and mosaic marble work’ in the country. 
The stairway itself, its walls, balustrades, 
and panels are all of Italian statudry marble, 
richly inlaid with colored glass, mother of 
pearl, and semi-precious stones. The ceil- 
ings are of marble hexagonal panels, al- 
ternately plain and of a delicate inlay of 
gold and green. 

The floors of the landings and corridors 
are in Roman mosaic composed of sienna, 
statuary, Numidian and royal green marbles, 
which form a part of the color scheme of the 
whole plan of decoration. The panels which 
line the -balustrades of the stairway are 
worked out in borders of opalescent green 
and pearl mosaic in lozenge-shaped figures, 
with the center of royal green marble. 

The central portion of the delivery hall is 
circular in shape, and about seventy feet in 
diameter. The floor is of a light-ceramic 
mosaic upon which the last polish is now 
being put. The lower part of the wall is 
paneled in white Carrara marble, which ex- 
tends to the tops of the doors. Above the 
doors rises a dome, the summit of which is 
perhaps sixty feet above the floor. A pure 
white mogaid encircles the base of the dome 
for a space of nearly ten.feet above the 
doors. Upon this background of whijte isa 
series of floral scrolls which run completely 
round the dome, and center in several de- 
signs forming a garland, in which are set 
the initials of celebrated literary men,

marble into which is cut in letters of gold

They 
are floored either with wood or brick tile, 
‘according to the intended use, and for the 


Not the least part of the planning of the 
building has been to make everyth'!ng as con- 
venient as possible. The furniture will be 
selected for the various rooms with an eye 
to matching the decorations. These latter 
for the most part are well suited to the de- 
partments which they adorn. 

When the magnificence of this new center 
for the book-borrowing public of Chicago Is 
once seen, the wisdom of now keeping all 
visitors out of the building is apparent. If 
the people. knew what a treat and what ac- 
commodatione were waiting for them in. the 
new library after the crowded rooms, in- 
sufficient facilities, and miserable surround- 
ings of the present quarters, the men who 
have charge of the completion of the new 
structure would be continually importuned 
to hurry. To the constant patrons of the 
eayet library the first visits to the new 

uilding will be like a journey.into a trop-

Details of the Delivery Hall. 


From the delivery room—to the west, south, 
and east each—are three arched doorways 
of marble, set with a rich Florentine mosaic.

They are of the 
same general finish of the delivery room. 
Each of these halls contains celebrated 
quotations in Greek, Arabic, and Hebrew, 
and a marble clock adorns the east wall, 
The doors to the south of the delivery 
room lead to the finely finished offices 
of the library. 

The Memorial] Hall for the Grand Army of 
the Republic is of the same general con- 
struction as the main delivery hall, The 
basis of the decoration is what is called 
a verd antique marble, but is in reality an 
American stone similar to that from the 
Roxbury quarries. A special bond was re- 
quired of the decorators in this room. as a 
guarantee that no work or material fur- 
nished should be the result of convict labor. 
Around the main hall are a series of bronze 
and glass cases which are set into the wall, 

The directors’ rooms present a rich though 
not a striking appearance. The wainscot- 
ing is of antique mahogany and the walis 
of dark brown and ceilings of terra cotta 
give to the rooms a decidedly sober effect. 
The two large rooms open into each other 
by heavy oak folding doors.

One of the Queerest Forms of Gam-< 
bling in the Werld Is Played - 
at Caleutta.

One of the most curious forms of gambling 
in the world is “rain gambling,” which at 
this season of the year is at its height in 
Calcutta. The principal rain gambling de 
is in Cotton street, Burra Bazaar. 

No one who has not visited the place can 
have any conception of the vast crowds 
which at every hour of the day and far into 
the night pass in and out. 

The great majority are Mawaris, who are 
born speculators, but there areas well 
plenty of well-to-do Europeans, Eurasians, 
Jews, Armenians, and Greeks, and women, 
too. All swarm.-into the small-court-yard 
where this strange form of gambling is car- 
ried on, through a narrow entrance barely 
three feet wide. The court-yard is about 
200 feet square. The far famed tank with 
a spout falling into the court-yard Is the 
one spot where all eyes are fixed. The tank 
stands at the. edge of a second floor roof. 
It is about six feet broad by four feet wide 
and nine inches deep, with the spout opening 
inward, some three or four inches from the 
bottom. From this it will be seen that it 
requires a pretjy heavy downpour for at 
least ten minutes to cause the spout to flow. 
Intermittent drizzles, Which partly fill this 
tank, do ‘not count, as the shower to fill it 
must pour down uninterruptedly, and then 
the bets are won or lost. 

Chances are taken ¢ither for or against | 
the spout running. A-gray~haired, wizened 
old man is the owner of the den, and there 
is another similar place across the road,

HOME OF WASHINGTON FAMILY SOLD. 


Ancient Seat of Ancestors of the First 
President in Darkam County, En- 
gland, Brings £406, 


A few days ago there was brought to the 
hammer in Durham County, Engtand, a 
bullding of more than a Tittle ‘Mmterest to 
Americans because of its associations. It 
is old Washington Hall, an early home of 
ancestors of the first President of the United 
States. For generations the plaee was the 
seat of the Washington family and it is 
one of the few existing properties men- 
tioned in the Domesday Book, but for all 
that the hall and the ground adjoining it 
brougnt in the market only $2,025. From a 
commercial point of view this is perhaps 
all that it is worth, for the building is fast 
falling to ruin, and of the property which 
once went with !t only a small plot of 


] ground is left, but the historical and senti- 


mental interest which attaches to it gives it 
a value considerably above the price paid. 
Washington Hall dates from the early part 
of the seventeenth century and was bullit 
by William James, Bishop of Durham. The 
structure is of stone, with mullioned win- 
dows and boldly projecting porches. At one 
end there is a large outstanding chimney. 
But the connection of thé Washington family 
with the manor goes far back of the date 


of the erection of the hall. In the first half | 


of the twelfth century William de Hertburne 
held Washington, save the ch and its 
lands, in exchange for Hertburfie, near 
Stockton-on-Tees. Either this William de 
Hertburne or one of his te succes- 
sors assumed the local name. William de 
Wessingtom is mentioned as a witne

FOR SWEDEN’S BIG FAIR. 


CHICAGO SCANDINAVIANS PREPARED 
FOR AN EXODUS TO STOCKHOLM, 


‘¥his City Will Be the Gathering Place 


. for’ Numerous Excursions .of Clubs 


Throughout " tie Northwest—Pro- 
gram Will Include a Round of Gay- 
eties—Wil Take Part in King Os- 
cars Silver -Sabilee—Scope ef the 
. Coming Exposition. . 


from the United States, and particu- 
larly from Chicago’s large population 
of that nationality, is soon to begin 


| towards Stockholm, where a succession of 


events during the coming spring and summer 
will throng the capital of Sweden with vis- 
itors from all parts of the world. 

Beginning with the opening of the Scan- 
dinavian and. Russian Exposition, May 15, 
and continuing through the summer and 
the week of Sept. 18, when King Oscar’s 
jubilee will be Gelebrated, ‘‘ the Venice of 


the North,” normally one of the gayest 
cities of Europe, will be a scene of continual 
festivities. Stockholm will present much 
the appearance and spirit of Chicago during 
the World’s Fair. A mumber of congresses 
and meetings of an international charactet 
‘will -increase the general interest directed 
towards the.capital. 

The Swedes. of Chicago have been discuss- 
ing their trip ‘“‘home’”’ since the expositién 
project was first broached, immediately 
after the Chicago fair. The wonderful suc- 
cess of the Columbian Exposition, coupled 
with Sweden's desire to rival that under- 
taking, probably has had much to do with 
the keen interest felt by Swedish-Americans 
who still reserve some of their patriotism 


made visits home last year or the year be- 
fore péstponed their trip in order to be there 
during the summer months of 1897. This 
city, New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Boston, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
Omaha, and the Northwestern States will 
contribute to the exodus. 
Many Clubs Are Forming. . 


Numerous clubs of excursionists have been 
formed in Chicago. Some of these were or- 
ganized as early as.1895 on a plaf®{ which will 
enable many of limited, means’to make the 
visit for a small expenditure. Others will 
go with their whole families, with the inten- 
tion of staying all summer. The 
members of the Swedish singing so- 
cieties of Chicago, particularly the 
Swedish Glee club and Svithoid, will go ina 
body on the excursion planned by the Amer- 
ican Union of Swedish Singers, of which the 
local organizations are a part. These sing- 
ing societies have been raising funds for the 
trip during the last two years by means of 
concerts. The singers of Chicago and the 
West will meet in this city in the latter part 
of May and leave for New York, probably 
500 in number, by special train the first week 
in June. In New York they wi!l meet.the 
Eastern members of the union, and before the 
departure for Europe a musical festival ofa 
week’s duration will be given in Carnegie 
Hall. The .excursionists will take passage 
on board an ocean liner June 5. When they 
land in Scandinavia they will make a tour of 
the princjpal cities of Sweden, Norway, and 
Denmark, giving a series of concerts: 
They will reach Stockholm while 
exposition is at its height and will 
take part in the celebration of King Oscar’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary. Each member 
will take the opportunity of visiting his old 
home, and it is likely few will return to the 
Unite §tates before autumn. 

Loca, steamship agents who handle busi- 
ness for Scandinavian ports report an in- 
crease in applications for accommodations 
that cannot be compared with any previous 
record. One agent says an average of 100 
letters a day inquiring about rates to Stock- 
holm are being received. They come from all 
portions of the West where Swedes havé set- 
tled, and the local personal applications for 
information are as greatin proportion. Ex- 
cursion trains will be run from Chicago to 
New York Mondays and Thursdays of each 
week for the tourists from Chicago and the 
West.. Special trains; made up for those go- 
ing to Stockholm, will be run from Omaha 
and Kansas City to New York, connecting 
there with steamers direct for Scandinavian 
ports. Five hundred excursionists will go 
from Kansas City. 


Testimonial to Sweden’s Ruler. 


While the excursion is chiefly occupying 
the minds of the Swedes tihtey have not for- 
gotten the ruler of their mother country, 
who is about to celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary. of his reign. He will receive 
an address congratulating him upon his 
successful reign, which will be signed by 
15,000 Swedes in this city. Funds will also 
be collected for the endowment of a “ Chi- 
cago ward ” in the hospital for consumptive 
patients which is to be founded in Stockholm 
with money collected during the year of King 
Oscar’s silver jubilee. A committee of prom- 
inent Chicago Swedes is getting the signa- 
tures for the address and is collecting sub- 
scriptions for the hospital fund. Robert 
Lindblom is Chairman of this committee 
and Alexander Johnson is the Secretary. 
Other prominent members are: the Rev. 
Herman Lindskog, John R. Lindgren, the 
Rev. M. C. Ranseen, John A, Enander> the 
Rev. L. E. Abrahamson, and the Rev. C. A.

Picnics and Olympian Games. 


Summer picnics afford the Chicago Greeks 
a great deal of pleasure. The lake shore 
near Evanston is their favorite resort and 
there they go,- either in family parties or 
clubs, as often as possible. Like their ath- 
letic ancestors who won fame in the days 
of Athens’ ancient glory, they throw 
quoits, hurl the hammer, put the weigit, 
wrestle, run foot races, and in other ways 
keep alive a healthy spirit of rivalry with 
the object of preventing physical degenera- 
tion. If the hints of some of the more 
belligerent may be accepted there have been 
quiet meetings betwéen boxers, whose hands 
were covered with the cestus, and the lake 
sands have been dyed and dampened with 
something darker than water. Last winter 
the Greeks gave a pretentious dramatic per- 
formance in their native language at North 
Side Turner Hall. The play was “ Baby- 
lonia,’’ a comic drama in which all the local 
Greeks of note took part. A few Amerl- 
cans who heard of it expressed a désire to 
witness a repetition and it was given with 
the result that $2,000 was secured for charit- 
able work. Although in many instances 
their personal appearance and surround- 
ings do not indicate it, nearly all Greeks 
are interested in literature and become 
omnivorous readers, especially of news- 
papers, as fast as they can master the En- 
glish language. They have in Chicago five 
literary societies—viz.: The Lycurgus, Spar- 
tan, Tegela, Arcadia, and Laconia, most of 
which in addition foster a national patriotic 
spirit. The GreekBenevolent Society looks 
after all matters of charity, and it is as- 
serted by. those interested in it that no de- 
serving Greek was ever compelled to seek, 
assistance elsewhere. ‘‘ There is one thing 
we do thoroughgly,” said J. C. Palamaris, 
‘“‘and that is we take good care of our poor. 
We have but few of this kind and unless 
they are sorely afflicted in some way they 
dgn’t need aid for any great length of time.” 

Brave but Mild-Mannered, 


Despite their somewhat ferocious per- 
sonal aspect, the Greeks are a mild-man- 
nered people, of stromg domestic tastes, 
They suffer long and quletly, and it is only 
when goaded to desperation by taunts or 
blows that they resorttoforce. Brave when 
fighting as a nation, as the situation in Crete 
shows, as individuals they seem willing to 
submit to all sorts of indignities without 
retaliation. "Most of the Greeks in Chicago 
come from Sparta, the famed land of heroic 
men and women, and one would naturally 
expect to find them of high-strung, daring 
mold. That they do not give outward indi- 
cation of their real character amid strafge 
surroundings is explained by one of their 
leaders on the ground that all their early 
trainfng is-in the line of self-restraint and 
implicit obedience to parents and superiors. 
‘The Greek is not a: slave, and never will 
be,”’ says Mazarakos, ‘* but it is not a sign 
of courage, good breeding, or patriotism to 
act the part of a brawler, and we are taught 
so from youth. Our people have suffered 
much from being confounded with those 
from other countries. who bear some. re- 
semblanceto us in looks, but whose manners 
and customs are vastly different. Greece is 
not the land of the stiletto.”

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HE influence of the great syndicate tn 
theatrical affairs of America has be- 
come so nearly paramount during the 
jast seagon that outside managers have 

begun to grow exceedingly nervous. They 
see the best actors, companies, and plays 
drawn one by one into the huge maw of the 
leviathan, and so strong is the current in 
that direction that, while they have only just 
awakened to the danger, they feel that they 
are already on the road to destruction un- 
less. some heroic effort be made to stem 
the tide. Consequently it is mot surprising 
to hear rumors of new combinations to be 
formed in competition with the all-powerful 
firm of Hayman & Frohman. The Dramatic 
Mirror, for instance, hints at a move on the 
part of Fanny Davenport, Nat Goodwin, 
Sol Smith Russell, Stuart Robson, and other 
gtars, backed up by A. M. Palmer and the 
Rosenfelda. The news of this strange union 
of forces is said to come from Chicago, but 
from what particular source the Mirror 
does not go on to relate. Whoever was re- 
'. gponsible for it had at least a fertile imag- 
ination, for there is not the slightest truth 
in the statement. 

It has long been Mr. Palmer's ambition to 
establish a real theater in Chicago with a 
stock company of superlative strength— 
an endeavor in which all would be glad to see 
him succeed. But he is totally opposed to 
the Hayman & Frohman methods, which 
convert the offices of theaters into mere 
stared laces for the various attractions 
control by the syndicate. It is ridiculous 
to suppose therefore that Mr. Palmer would 
enter the field in a cause to which he is 
strongly opposed against antagonists with 
whom he is unfitted to contend. 

As for the Rosenfelds, their efforts would 
affect the syndicate much as the onslaught 
of a mouse would disconcert a lion, and for 
practical purposes their strength may be 
disregarded. 

Then the combination of stars is still more 
ludicrous. Fanny Davenport and Nat Good- 
win would make a pretty pair of leaders, 
_ while Sol Smith Russell and Stuart Robson,

’ that capacity of selecting good companies 
which is the first essential in the makeup of 
an entrepreneur. 

The fact is that the syndicate is supreme 
at the present time simply because it is com- 

sed of men who understand the business 
tter than any one else in America. The

only be acquired hy long experience, and if 
one man or a.combination of men has ac- 
ired ft to any high degree it is fortunate 
om the public who depend on the theater for 
their legitimate amusement. The ascend-

syndicate. Then there is Daly’s, but even 
that ancient institution is compelled to use 
strange means to hold the public favor; so 
that we have the curious spectacle of a stage 
devoted on one night to legitimate comedy 
and on the next tothe “ Geisha.”’ If the per- 
manent stock company is hardly possible in 
New York, it is absolutely out of the ques- 
’ tion in the other cities of the country. Mr. 
~ Palmer’s dreams for the Great Northern 
command our warm sympathy, but they are

concerned. In the meantime let us recog- 
nize the triith that our houses of amusement 
are simply places for hire without any native 
character, and that our managers are simply 
booking agents whose first object js to secure 
the most popular attraction.

FLAWS IN AMERICAN WAYS. 


Social Conditions in the United States 
Come In for Scathing Criticism— 
Chicago Receives Its Share of Con- 
demnation—Jeannette Gilder Be- 
lieves the Author Is an American— 
Lucy Maynard Salmon Discusses the 
Domestic Service Problem. 


F Americans do not know their faults it 
will not be for the want of telling. Be- 
cause we are a young country, perhaps, 
every foreigner who visits our shores 
thinks it his bounden duty to tell us what he 
thinks of us, and the more uncomplimentary 
his thoughts the more anxious he is to tell 
them. Not only foreigners, but our own peo- 
ple who have traveled and who have noticed 
the differences between our ways and the 
ways of foreign countries, do not hesitate 
to criticise us in private or in public when- 
ever tney have a chance. Unfortunately 
criticism does not seem to have much effect. 
We do not mend our ways and we seem to 
be just as far from perfection today as we 
were fifty years ago. That we have faults and 
grievous ones there is no doubt. But then 
I do not at the present time recall any coun- 
try that is perfection. There are a great 
ma@ny absurd things that we do that are not 
done in other countries, but there are a great 
many absurd things that they do which we 
do not. We are not wholly bad nor are we 
entirely good. I can readily understand that 
we must strike foreigners as being strange 
and uncouth at times, and certainly very 
contradictory. Our practice is as opposite 
to our theories as MK is possible to be. We 
boast of equality, and there is not a country 
in the world where there is less of equality 
than in the United States. No social line 
being drawn by tradition, we make one for 
ourselves and we draw it tight, but the 
strange part ofLit is that we discriminate so 
ridiculously. he only thing that lets a 
pergon behind the line is money, and the only 
thing that keeps him out™is the want of 
money. When I say this I do not meafi that 
there are no exceptions; there are as many 
exceptions to this rule as te others. But 
money is our god. There is no doubt about 
that. We care much more for titles over 
here and humiliate ourselves to get them in 
a way that no other country does. An Amer- 
ican multi-millionaire has not as much 
privacy as the Presidemt of the United 
States. His goings and comings and the 
goings and comings of his family—what tHey 
eat, drink, wear, and say—are discussed in 
the newspapers as though they were people 
of importance, whereas, without their mon- 
ey, they would be unnoticed. In no other 
country are millionaires, simply because 
they are millionaires, objects of interest. 
The richest man in England, France, or Ger- 
many may live as quietly as the poorest; un- 
less he does something to especially attract 
attention he is letalone. His money does not 
make him the observed of all observers. 
New Volume on America. 

The foregoing is apropos of a book called 
“ America and the Americans)’’ which the 
Messrs. Scribner will publish in the course 
of a few days. No author’s name is given, 
but it is supposed to be written by a French- 
man and translated into English. It is my 
private opinion, however, that the book was 
written by an American.

Discusses Domestic Service. | 


In the volume on “ Domesti¢ Service,” 
published by the Macmillan company, 
Lucy Maynard Salmon has, so far as I 
know, attempted for the first time to 
treat this subject in a serious and scientific 
manner. The basis of the discussion of the 
subject is the information obtained from a 
series of blanks sent out during the years 
188Y and 1890. Three schedules were pre- 
pared—one for employers, one for employés, 
and one asking for miscellaneous informa- 
tion in regard to the Woman’s Exchange, 
the teaching of household employments, and 
kindred subjects. Of the 5,000 sets of blanks 
sent out, 1,025 were returned filled out by 
employers. These gave the facts asked for 
in reference to 2,545 employés. No success 
had been anticipated in securing replies 


‘from employés, but from the number of 


blanks sent out 719 were returned filled out. 
The editor of this volume begins with 
domestic service during the colonial period 
and works her way down to the present day. 
She discusses the side of the employer as 
well as the employed, and thinks that there 
are difficulti in both. Few women thor- 
oughly understand housekeeping and fewer 


servants understand their duties. | The great | 


difficulty in keeping servants in this country 


is the spirit of restlessness which prevails ) 


everywhere among the working classes. The 
average length of service of the domestic 
servant is found to be less thana yearanda 
half. This restlessness is not confined en- 
tirely to the employés. It is something that 
is in the air of América and the employer is 
as infected by it as the employed. This con- 
dition of affairs is not to be wondered at. 


Do Not Observe Economic Laws. 


** Another difficulty that employers have to 
contend against is that they are obliged to 
engage for skilled labor the assistance of 
unskilled laborers. Many who seek employ- 
ment as servants do not even know the 
names of the household tools they are 
obliged to use, still less are they acquainted 
with their uses; and what is more astonish- 
ing, these servants are often as well paid 
as though they knew their business or- 
oughly. I have known instances of Swedish 
servants who did not speak a word of Pn- 
glish being taken into families right off the 
ships and paid $18 and $20 a month. Still 
another difficulty encountered by employers 
of servants, and the one that this writer 
considers the most serious of all, is the pre- 
vailing indifference among housekeepefs to 
the action of economic law—a failure to 
realize that in domestic service, as in other 
occupations, the course followed by one 
employer has an appreciable effect upon the 
condition of servants as a whole. This is 
explained by a few illustrations drawn from 
ife. For Instance, ‘Mr. A, an employer, 
leaves his city home during the summer, 
retaining in it two servants to care for 
the house and paying them their usual 
wages, $16 per month. No special service 
is required of them, but are paid in 
consideration of the tacit understanding that 
they are to remain in his employ. On the 
return of Mr. A, Mr. X, who has discharged 
his servants during the summer, offers the 
employés of Mr. A $18a month. This price 
he can afford to pay since he has been at 
no expense for service during the summer.

More Contentment in Europe. 


“In Europe there is great diversity of 
Striving; men are working for different 
ends. Many men know when they have 
enough and drop out of the race, to live 
contentedly on what they have. 

“ But not so itn America. The word 
‘enough ’ is the loneliest and the least often 
employed word in the American vocabulary. 
There is no diversity of striving; all are 
striving for money, money, money. This 
makes the race fast and furious and com- 
petition and rivalry bitter, and not always 
honorable. Money here is tyrant as it ts 
tyrant nowhere else. Men will do for money 
— what men will do for money nowhere 
else. 

“In Europe men are divided into many 
classes, and these different classes have 
their particular rivalries and competitions. 
Here all men are in the one colossal] class 
of the moneymakers, all fighting one an- 
other, all fearful of one another, and all 
recognizing but one class distinction—that 
peewee those who have and those who have 
not. : 

“It cannot surely be long before this state 
of things must crystallize into political 
parties. Heretofore men have divided along 
political lines; soon they will divide along 
social lines, and then, if I mistake not, the 
national barometer will begin going down 
toward a point marked ‘ The Deluge.’ ”’ 

In his concludin chapter this writer 
speaks of the social discontent to be found 
in this country. “In Europe,” he says, 
‘this discontent poses at least as a philos- 
ophy, in some places even as a religion, and 
dignifies its vagaries under the ~arious sub- 
titles of socialism. Here the sdcia] discon- 
tent is mainly outspoken and vulgar jeal- 
ousy. The result is what I have noted else- 
where, the fact that c are farther 
apart, less in touch with one another here 
than in Europe. This seems at first sight 
improbable, till one remembers that good 
fellowship and even friendship may exist in 
spite of conflicting opinions, but never in 
spite of distrust and jealousy, particularly

Castile and Will ‘J.. Davis Left 
Him Nowhere in Dancing.

George Castle of the Olympic Theater and 
Will J. Davis of the Columbia are the most 
“horsey ”; at least such would be the im- 
pression after hearing them talk. Both are 
Woalverines by birth—that is to say, natives 
of the State of Michigan, each hailing from 


the southern counties. ° 

The parents of Mr. Davis, while he was 
still a small boy, moved to Indiana, and heis 
generally credited with being a Hoosier, 
and so he is by adoption. This may account 
for his predilection for the pacing horse. 
That he was born in Michigan is sufficient 
cause for his fondness of fast harness horscs., 
There was a time when almost every man, 
woman and child in Michigan owned a trot- 
ter. Therefore, it is small wonder that a 
love for fast harness horses permeates every 
one born within the borders of that great 
State. One cannot, therefore,.account for 
Mr. Castle’s fondness for the pacer, an at- 
tachment which he must have formed after 
leaving his native State. 

Mr. Davis and Mr. Castle are old friends 
of John Splan, the veteran driver, who re- 
cently conducted a sale of speedy horses at 
the Stock-Yards. Mr. Splan and his asso- 
clates gave a horse show last Monday night 
at the Stock-Yards, and among the first in- 
vitations that he issued were two for the 
theatrical managers requesting them to 
bring as many friends as possible. Mr. Spian 
is a great ladies’ man. Mr. Castle responded 
.nobly, and appeared at the Dexter Pavilion 
early in the evening dressed all in his best 
and accompanied by Mrs. Castle and three 
or four other ladies.

such a mass of weeds as would sustain him 
where he could breathe, which would not 
have been possible if swallowed by an animal 
fish. 

“ Though the Children of Israel, after they 
left Egypt, lusted after its fleshpots, still the 
bulk of their food, while there, must have 
been obtained from the earth. There were 
the lotus, which appeared on the Nile at 
flood season, and the papyrus. With a con- 
siderable part of the people such things still 
constitute the principal article of food. In 
China, you know, most seashore plants have 
an invigorating quality, and either as pre- 
serves or pickles, or dried or boiled, are in 
constant use. Notice this passage from the 
Book of Numbers, xi., 5: ‘We remember 
the fish which we did eat in Egypt freely; the 
cucumbers and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlic.’ Taking the 
construction of the text as it stands, it seems 
that the word ‘fish’ stands fora variety 
of vegetable productions, such as are enu- 
merated by the familiar names of cucum- 
bers, melons, leeks, onions, and garlic. 
‘Fish’ appears to have been the common 
noun of these vegetable productions, just 
as our word ‘ vegetables’ applies to a class 
of plants which are edible and are distin- 
guished from fruit or grain. The word * fish’ 
as used in the Bible has this general appli- 
cation, and when animal creatures are in- 
tended they are generally called ‘ fish of the 
sea ’ or of the water. | 

“As I have explained above, it is evident 
from the record that vegetable productions, 
taken from the water, were in common use 
as food, and we see that it was customary 
to apply the term fish to a large variety of 
vegetables, either drawn from the water by 
fishermen or cultivated on land by garden- 
ers. The term fishermen might easily apply 
to all whose occupation was to collect and 
bring these productions of the land, water, 
and sunshine to the people who used them 
as food. So far as the Old Testament Is con- 
cerned I think it isclear that the word trans- 
lated fish was used to represent a variety of 
vegetable productions obtained both on land 
and water. We may follow it out in the 
New Testament. Commenting on Matthew 
xiv., where the five loavee and two fishes are 
mentioned in the miracle, Dr. Adam Clarke 
says ‘Instead of ichthuas [Greek] used 
here. and in Mark and Luke, John uses 
‘*opseria,’’ from ‘“ opsarion ’’—whatever is 
eaten with bread.’ 

‘* John’s use of ‘ opseria’ is commented on 
by Parkhurst in his Greek lexicon, notably 
as it occurs in the text xxi., 9: ‘ As soon as 
they were come to the land they saw a fire 
of coals there, and fish [opsarion] laid there- 
on, with bread.’ ‘ When the Lord appeared 
to his disciples after the resurrection, near 
the Sea of Galilee,’ says the Greek student, 
‘it seems not very natural to understand 
this word “ opsarion ’’ as signifying live fish. 
It signifies some other kind of provision of 
the delicious sort, to be eaten with bread.’ 
It must be remembered that the translation 
of the scriptures was made at a time and 
place where the consumption of the animal 
fish had become common and consequently 
that word was supposed to apply solely to 
the animal fish, and it is not surprising that 
pictures should have been drawn represent- 
ing fish as animals, and the mind, therefore, 
confirmed in the belief that nothing else 
could have been possible.

Mr. Clubb’s explanation was not under- 
taken in any desire to combat one of the 
miracles of the Bible, but because the ques- 
tion of the whale’s real existence was direct- 
ly in line with his work of tracing throughout 
the Bible a distinct vegetarian tone, and he 
has proved to the satisfaction of himself 
and Philadelphia vegetarians that Christ 
and &.

‘KH ROSINI is King of the little 
solony on “ Dago Flatiron.” The

the “Pilatiron’’ is-a distinct spot on the 
city map. — . 
Years ago, when the Michigan Southern 
tracks were laid into the Van Buren Street 
" gtation,. they converged toward the almost 
parallel lines of Wenworth avenue. Between 
Nineteenth and Twentieth streets the efforts 
‘ of surveyors to make a city block failed dis- 
mally and today: the triangular piece of 
ground between the tracks and the avenue, 
‘gorth' of Twentieth’ street, maintains the 
dignity of the avenue numbers 1917, 19, 21, 
2, B, and 27. 
And such numbers as they are! 
Three sides of the “ Flatiron "’ are thickly 
get with low, wooden sway-roofed hdéuses, 
and jn the center more space is untilized for 
uncertain foundations.. The result ‘is a 
maximum of floor space and a minimum of 
any kind of. yard, front, back, or sidewise.

Many Under One Roof. 


The visitor, if he be. a peddler of any. na- 
tionality, an Italian, ofa charitably-inclined 
American, may enter the front door of any 
of the houses of Dago Flatiron without 
being challenged. For he may be going to 
see any one of five or six families who live 
within. It is a low, dingy, dilapidated front 
hall with shredded reminiscences of plaster 
on the wall, battered casings, worn stair- 
ways, and a floor littered with the dirt ac- 
cumuUlations of weeks., In being the com- 
mon property of all the rival tenants it re- 
ceives the attention of none. The family 
which lives in the front room—the Torrellis— 
are*the aristocrats of the building. They 
have two windows, ground floor front, with 
an extended view. of the warehouses on the 
other. side of the street. It is true there are 
seven in the family, but that makes the room 
all:'the easier to warm.. It has one miserable 
bed with a nondescript mattress, the treas- 
ure of some dump, and a handful of bed- 
clothes. ‘This«will accommodate three’ per- 
sons—perhaps four, if two are very small. 
Besides this’ article of furniture there is a 
decrepit old’ stove, two corners of which 
rest on: bricks.. It is kept warm as long as 
the coal;which ‘the children have gathered 
on: «the’ .tracks and’ in the ‘coalyards 
holds out. There are also a table 
anda: backiless chair ortwo. (Two decora- 
tionS are onthe walis; one a flaming 
picture of the Virgin and the other a colored 
advertisement of a*soap company. This is 
all that the family of seven seems to need. 

Hvery other room in the house—and there 
are six~is inhabited by .an. entire family, 
many of whom no doubt envy the aristo- 
cratic street front: of: the more ‘fortunate 
Torréellis. “Even in the basement, where no 
light enters except by: a dim window under 
the sidewalks and through the doorways, a 
place is found to shelter one or more fam- 
ilies... . 

In these homes. there is never much evi- 
dence ‘of food or fuel. The housewife goes 
shopping for every meal, buys two or three 
big vegetables: and’'a hunk of meat, -and 
cooks them as soon as she returns home. 
When ;the,.meal is ready the’'family eats it, 
standing or sitting... The luxury of a duly 
set table and the plague of dishwashing are 
‘thus'dispensed with; and there are never any 
‘scraps.. Sometimes there are two meals a 
day, sometimes only one, and if the charita- 
bly; inclined American.happens to come just 


after the meal is over his hand goes straight 


to his pocket—unless he has gained wisdom 
from experience. 


How Charity Is Abused. 


Charity-getting is a profession with most 
of these Italians. Every member of tlie 
family, from the striped-shawled girl of 10, 
who plays on her accordion and sings a 
doleful song, to the old grandmother who is 
barely able to sort bottles, is a money-getter. 
The records of the Bureau of Associated 
Charities show that nearly every family in 
the neizhborhood is on the relief list of some 
aid society. They get coal from the county, 
clothing from the school children’s aid so- 
cieties, and other kinds of relief from 
emergency funds distributed at the police 
stations. And this makes no account of the 
conations. of oid clothing, old shoes, and 
money which they are able to beg from door 
to door in a big city. 

Assistant Secretary Holmes of the Bureau 
of Charities says that the Italians of this 
neighborhood rarely spend any money unless 
it be for drink. They manage to get enough 
from charity sources to supply all their 
needs winter and summer, and the money 
that comes from peddling, playing, or other 
work is all put away in a@ stocking orina 
bank account. They will not suffer, but they 
Will come close enough to it to interest the 
charity inspector who comes that way. 

It is every Italian’s highest ambition to 
go back to the home land. In order to do 
this he must save up money. When he has 
accumulated cnough to pay his return pas- 
sige, third-class and steerage, to Italy, he 
buys a new hat and a pair of new shoes 
and sets:-out. Once in his-old- home he tells 
his old friends about the glory of America, 
how easy it is to get money, and he holds 
himself up as an example of what pioneer 
enterprise has done. Then, if he be unmar- 
ried, he takes unto himself a wife, and ar- 
rives at Dago Flatiron penniless, ready to 
take up the old drudgery. Every Italian 
wishes to go back just once—it is his one 
opportunity for shining in society, of being 
envied; but he wants to return to America 
before his money is all gone. 

Altogether, there is not such another spot 
on the Chicago map as is the Flatiron. To 
the observer it is the embodiment of poverty 
and misery. But to the police it is the king- 
dom of.craft and cunning, where charity is 
mulcted and where crime may develop and 
ripen almost with impunity.

Chicago Colored Residents Are Reach- 
ing Out. tm All Commercial 
Branches. 


Business life in the “ black belt *’ has in- 
creased greatly within the last four or five 


| years until now there is scarcely a line of 


business activity in which colored men are 


| not actively engaged. 


Formerly the colored people were satisfied 
to do their small dealings with the more 
thrifty German or Swede who had settled 
among them with an eye to the main chance. 
This was not considered by the colored folk 
until, after awhile, the German and Swede 
began to erect costly buildings, or else move 
into the more aristocratic localities of the 
city while he continued to dispense the 
@mall necessities of life to the residents of 
Dearborn street and Armour avenue. Then 
these evidences of good fortune were dis- 
cussed after prayer-meeting time and it was 
suggested that colored people do business 
for themselves and thereby make it possible 
for some of their- number to acquire fortunes 
and build rows of houses. 

The beginning was modest enough; an oc- 
casional small restaurant or notion stor: 
standing as the mark of the new determina- 
tion among the people. Few of the ventures 
were brilliant successes. Business training 
was not known to the majority of those who 
thought to win success and fortune in bus!- 
ness life, and as a consequence the failures 
were many and somewhat &scouraging. But 
in course of time failures became rare and 
are now the exception among colored busi- 
ness-men. 

An interesting fact in connection with their 
business ventures is the variety of occupa- 
tions.: The latest to be added to the list is a 
well equipped drug store, owned and main- 
tained by one of their number, William F. 
Taylor, at Armour avenue and Twenty-ninth 
street. Mr. Taylor is a graduate of Oberlin 
College and the School of Pharmacy at the 
University of Pennsylvania. A real ebtate 
and renting agency is another departure 
meeting with success. Indeed its success has 
been so great that white agents have had a 
hard time renting houses to colored people 
because they prefer to deal with one of their 
own race. The proprietor of the agency is

the colored man who figured s0 prominently 
in. the strike of the Illinois Steel works last 
year and whose life was ‘threatened by 
anonymous letters purporting to have come 
from labor circles. tae . 

Even the barber shops have caught the 
spirit of the new order of things and now 2 
colored man can enjoy the lwxury of a Turk- 
ish or Russian bath with the same comfort 
if not the elegance of appoimtment afforded 
William 
Brown is the originator of this idea among 
colored men, he being the first to open a 
first-class barber shop and bathroom on the 
South Side. There are three blacksmithing 
establishments on the South Side, while of 
grocery stores there are at Ipast eighteen or 
twenty doing a steady and paying business. 
Some of these are pretentious concerns and 
do a thriving trade among the white people 
who live in their neighborhoods. 

Two first-class bakeries must be counted 
in. There are also ten or itwelve butcher 
shops that are doing a paying business, be- 
sides dealers in coal and wood. Two first- 
class hairdressing establishments are kept 
for the use of the colored sodiety belle on the 
South Side. 

Nowadays the colored folk’even bury their 
own dead, one of the undértaking placés 
having a morgue and all the modern ap- 
pliances of the business. And there are no- 
tion and fancy stores, confectioneries, news- 
stands, and various small business places of 
almost every kind. ;

From the time of the first settle- 
ment of Canada, wages, goods, and supplies 
were measured from hard money back into 
beaver pelts at so much per pound, according 
as they graded fat or lean, green or dry. 
They were nearly the same as legul tender. 
And with them the traders stocked their 
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Charlevoix’s journal tells us that,“ four 
leagues further [more south than east, 
across the neck of the American bottom] 
was a large village: of French, mostly all 
Canadians.” He might have added that this 
was old Kaskaskia, occupied in the main 
by common, folks, ‘many of mixed Indian 
blood, voyagers, woodmen, trappers, and 
resident traders, some of them having lived 
there for more than twenty years. 


Communication with Outside World. 


The French of early Illinois were not so | — 
cut off from the outside world as might be 
imagined. A well worn Indian trail which « 
led easterly, thence along the ridge that 
divides the water of the Mississippi from 
that of the Wabash, crossing the Vermilion 
near Danville, thence on to Ouliatenon, then 
up the Wabash Valley to the Maumee at 
Fort Wayne, and down the last named river. 
and thence on to Detroit, was a ready over- 
land route. 
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spread their goods upon mats in their lodge 
and went over to the ledge of the chief, 
where many of his people were already 
gathered. By signs they invited the Indians 
to come and see what was to be bartered for 
their beaver. They went, and when they 
saw the beautiful and curious: goods they 
talked aloud with one another, thinking the 
traders did not know what they said, as 
they had never seen the French before. Said 
one: *‘ How can we buy all this fine stuff?’ 
The strangers will not wait; we have no 
beaver skins now, and it is too late in the 
season to go and hunt forany.’’ Then one 
savage said to the others: “If there is no 
other way to get these goods we will scalp 
the owners, throw their bodies into the river, 
and then we shall have everything.”” At 
this Du Tissent, who had watched and lis- 
tened closely, told his comrade to take his 
arms, and repack the merchandise. Then 
facing the savages he said to them in their 


occupy lands granted along that river for 
the purpose. 

The Duchess also brought a valuabie 
package to Gov. M. de Bienville. Among 
its -contents was his own promotion as 
‘‘ Commandant-General”’ of all Louisiana, 
with its lHNinois annex for the Western com- 
pany. It also contained a commissiot.

The 
bearer of thése papers was M. de bBoisbriand, 
already *‘ the King’s Lieutenant (Governor) 
of the province.”” He was made “ Knight 
of the Order of St. Louis and (the Western 
company’s) Governor at the Illinois *’ before 
he sailed from France. As an ensign of the 
marine he was in M. d'Iberville’s naval as- 
saults on Newfoundland in 1695, and as an 
early settler of Louisiana was a Major in 
1699 in command of M. d’Iberville’s colony at 
Old Biloxi. 
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After coming fo the Illinois settlement he 
asked those who had given M. du Tissent 
the mineral to be shown the mine, and was 
told they had sa‘d al] th's io the efficer “in 
mere jest.””

Like many others noted in the caftier ati- 
nals of the Central West, M. de Boisbrian‘1 
was a French native of Canada. He was of 
the Gue family, having a title and the fief, 
or land grant, of Boisbriand (brierwooc) 
near Quebec. He was baptized asTeter. By 
descent of title comes his name, Pierre du 
Gue de Boisbriand. With a pardonable van- 
ity usual with those thus favored he signed 
his name using his title. Its more pertinent 
prefix has been studied out because he was 


the second Governor of the Illinois, Herry 


de Tonty having been the first under the old 
seigniory of Robert Cavalier, Sieur de. la 
Salle. 

Odd French-American Customs.

“You want my hair, do you?” With that 
he tore off his wie and threw it down at their 
feet, saying: ‘“‘ There is my hair!

Transformed in-an instant, bald and: de- 
fiant, the savages looked at him in utter 
amazement. and, trembling with fear as 
if a thunder bolt had fallen in their midst, 
speech failed them for half an hour. 

The work of repacking the goods went on, 
Du Tissent breaking the silence now and 
then with-the remark: ‘‘ There is my scalp, 
take it, sjnce you seem to envy me it.” 
Finally the chief relented, saying: ‘‘ We 
thought you were men like us, but we now 
know plainly that-you. are muhn-e-doo-g 
(spirits). Seeing that you can take off your 
own hair when you like, we see that you 
are spirits, so go away and leave us alone. 
Do not be angry with us. I will go and tell 
my people to bring you all the robes and 
peltries they have.”’ 

Mr. Du Tissent then replaced his wig on 
his head, and when the savages saw its 
curiseagain cling about his head and neck, 
as natural as life, they again became fright- 
ened. ** We will leave tomorrow,” said Du 
Tissent, firmly, “‘as our presence seems to 
give you offense.” The village was quickly 
stripped of its beaver-made garments and 
beddings, not for trade, but as gifts to ap- 
pease the wrath of the strangers.
